More About 
Revolutionary New Trap

to use this space to answer some of the 
most frequently recurring questions 
and to add a few more comments on the 
new trap and its use. 

First, many ask where this humane 
trap invented by Frank Conibear can 
be purchased. At the moment I am 
unable to answer that question. There 
could be no thought of mass manu- 
facture on the part of the inventor until

I was in a position to tell him that, in my 
opinion, trappers would use the trap 
if it were on the market. I couldn’t do 
that until late May of this year when I 
proved the traps for the open-water 
trapping of beaver. 

As the situation now stands, the 
matter of mass production can only 
be attended to by the inventor. I have 
had no financial interest in the trap. 

For the most part, my job is over. 
Yet it might be two or three years be- 
fore all the work is completed. There 
are still a few fur bearers for whom 
the trap has not been tested—white 
fox for one, wolverine for another. 
Remember, we sought a humane sub- 
stitute for a trap that has been ac-

cepted in the fur trade almost ever 
since there was such a trade. I believe 
such a trap has now been found, but it 
will take a little longer before we can 
guarantee it for the trapping of all fur 
bearers. 

Somehow I’ll endeavor to keep you 
informed on when the traps will be in 
mass production. 

Judging from our mail, many cor- 
respondents think all they have to do is 
procure these traps, go into the woods 
and harvest a fortune. I believe the 
Conibear is the deadliest and most ef- 
ficient trap ever made but, even so, in 
professional trapping, the actual trap 
is only 50 percent of the battle. 
Methods of setting, knowledge of the 
animals for which one is setting, and, 
above all, Knowledge of baits or scents 
constitute the more important half. 


hile I worked with the Conibear 

traps, for example, every mink to 
come within scenting distance of the 
cubby except one was caught and almost 
instantly killed—66 out of 67. However, 
a bait which would take any mink 
against the trigger bar in late Novem- 
ber and early December would not draw 
the same mink into the cubby in the 
latter part of December and early 
January. Then, scent and nothing but 
scent will take a mink into the set, and 
the scent is usually made by the trapper 
himself after several years of experi- 
mentation. 

In my articles I stated that we 
caught 101 beavers in 16 days. Here 
again the important factor was the 
timing. The traps were put down to 
coincide with the heat of the beaver 
run, when the odor of alien castor will 
take almost any beaver into the set. 
If the trapper does not time his opera- 
tions with this run, his trap, humane 
or otherwise, might sit for a month of 
Sundays without catching a beaver. 

To trap successfully—with any type 
understand the 
wilderness.

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| traps on his back. Both the traps pic- 


tured have long since been proved ab- 
solutely impractical for general use on 
a trapline. 

Here in the great Canadian wilder- 
ness, where a single warden must en- 
force game laws over an area 300 or 
400 miles square, no legislation by itself 
will outlaw leg-hold traps anyway. 
Such legislation would be both unen- 
forceable and iniquitous. Trappers who 
have hundreds of dollars tied up in leg 
holds are not able to invest in new traps 
because of currently depressed fur 
prices. 

No, if there is to be a revolution in the 
trapping industry it must be a peaceful 
one. Once there is a humane trap that 
can compete with leg-holds in price and 


is equally efficient, then, as their means 
allow, trappers everywhere will re- 
nounce the old in favor of the new. An 
efficient humane trap of itself will 
eliminate trap-damaged pelts now worth 
only 10 percent of their proper value. 

George A. Samouce of Macon, Geor- 
gia has brought up several pertinent 
points. Here are some excerpts from 
his letter, in italics, along with my 
answers. 


I caught my first muskrat in eastern 
Ontario back in 1909 and have either 
trapped or kept in constant touch with 
the trade ever since. I have trapped in 
Virginia, North Carolina, New York, 
and Georgia, 20 years of the time pro- 
fessionally. 

I think it would be entirely imprac- 
tical to try to develop a trap that would 
instantly kill such large animals as 
wolves, coyotes, foxes, bobcats, or lynx, 
and even raccoons. A trap that would 
kill the above fur bearers would also 
kill dogs. I’d hate even to think of set- 
ting such traps in 100 percent of the 
eastern U. 8. A., and in about 75 per- 
cent of the rest of the country. The 
only large animal that such a trap 
would be useful in taking is the beaver, 
under water or under ice. 


You are 100 per cent right when you 
state this trap (wolf and beaver size, 
which is also the coyote, lynx and bob- 
cat size) will kill dogs. Can the brain 
of man possibly devise a humane trap 
which will catch coyotes, etc., but not 
dogs? If we are to rule out humane 
traps because they will catch dogs, then 
the leg hold is here to stay. 


ii “Revolutionary New Trap,” I stated 
that an efficient humane trap has 
been found for the practical trapping of 
95 percent of North America’s annual 
fur crop. The article was not concerned 
with dogs, which in my opinion should 
never be at large in wildlife habitat 
anyway. Besides, lynx, bobcat, fisher, 
marten, and even fox can be caught on 
running poles with the use of proper 
bait. Will a dog travel a running pole? 


Such a trap as Mr. Collier writes 
about would be practical for the small 
and mostly dumb animals like muskrat, 
marten, weasel, and perhaps, to some 
extent a goodly percentage of mink. 
But there are plenty of smart mink 
here in the East which would not go 
through such a framework. The trap 
would be ideal for the under-ice rat 
trapper, however, and I can also see 
that it would be especially good for 
marten and weasel. 


Out of 67 minks to come within scent- 
ing distance of our Conibear sets, 66 
have been caught and about instantly 
killed. No doubt we have mink as foxy 
here as any you have there. I use a 
scent that will drag any mink through 
a Conibear. 


The raccoon is a very common fur 
animal, found in most of the U. 8S. A. 
and in parts of southern Canada. Most 
coons would be caught by the foot in

Ludington State Park last August, two park at- 
tendants were putting up a.round metal sign that 
read: SORRY. FULL CAMP. 

This meant that 54 acres of public campground were 
snugly packed with automobiles, tents, and trailers. A 
thousand or more moms, dads, and kids were comfort- 
ably settled in this section of dunes. It also meant that 
Johnny Calkins and I, with our families, would have 
to hit the road again. 

The mere idea of having to travel miles in search of 
a spot to pitch a tent had a fantastic ring to it. Usually 
when Johnny and I go camping, we go by canoe to re- 
mote wilderness areas that are sure to be lightly popu- 
lated. The last time we’c camped together we explored 
70 miles of an Ontario trout stream without meeting 
a soul. But now we were taking our families on a two- 
week trip to explore seven of Michigan’s state parks, 
and before we were through we were to learn plenty 
about a new kind of camping. 

This brand of camping takes in the whole family, in- 
cluding household pets, and it’s camping that includes 
many of the comforts of home. But like the wilderness 
camper, these folks live in the open, swim, hike, go 
boating, fish, and loaf. 


A® WE DROVE up to the entrance of Michigan’s 


utdoor vacations for families have undergone a tre- 
mendous boom in recent years. Reports from state 
and national parks show that family camping doubled 
between 1950 and 1955, and a survey by the Depart- 
ment of the Interior shows that state-park camping in- 
creased another 16 percent in 1956, These figures don’t 
include forests and other primitive areas that keep 
no records. 

This year New York State reports that its 35 camp- 
sites were used by 246,706 campers, an increase of 20 
percent over last year. After a visit out West, a friend 
wrote that Rocky Mountain National Park was trying 
to squeeze 250 camping units into a campground with a 
capacity of 175. I’ve had similar (continued on page 10)

reports from other areas. 

This isn’t to say that the paddle-and- 
portage addict who carries a pack, fig- 
ures his grub for lightness, and seeks 
his fish and game far from human habi- 
tation has been replaced. His kind of 
camping has increased too. Each year 
the number of hunters and fishermen 
reaches a new high. 

For many city families, however, 
camping in our state and national parks 
provides an introduction to outdoor liv- 
ing. Here, for the first time, they see 
a deer bound across the road, a par- 
tridge scurry for cover, a fish rise in a 
pool. Many of these folks, lured by 
such unforgettable sights, graduate 
into the ranks of wilderness campers. 

Meanwhile, in their state-park camp- 
sites, families live a life of comfort and 
convenience. The equipment they take 
along is something of a shock to rugged

to roll, just crank top down again 


outdoorsmen whose concept of camp 
gear consists of anything light enough 
to carry on your back. Here's an ex- 
ample of what I mean. 

After settling down at the Orchard 
Beach campground north of Manistee, 
John and I went back to Ludington to 
take some pictures. We first met the 
James M. Conaway family of Cincin- 
nati enjoying a late breakfast. Mr. 
Conaway, as chef, was working behind 
a long aluminum folding table flipping 
pancakes on an electric hot plate. No 
crouching over a fire for him. His son 
was sitting nearby in a folding chair 
tending a toaster. At one end of the 
table was an upended trailer top doub- 
ling as a kitchen cabinet with condi- 
ments, flour, sugar, and the like neatly 
arranged on shelves. The breakfasters 
were sitting on aluminum stools and 
one relaxed member of the family was 


half reclining in an armchair. Behind 
the table was a large cottage tent with 
a screened porch. 

Was this camping? Well, here were 
pines and poplars on a rise overlooking 
Lake Michigan, and over yonder was a 
hiking trail leading off into the woods. 
This was camping all right, but minus 
scorched knuckles and smoke that blew 
in your eyes no matter which side of 
the fire you cooked from. It was camp- 
ing with 110 volts. 

Since many of our state parks and a 
few of our national parks provide elec- 
tricity, campers often carry a long con- 
necting cable with a plug-in at one end 
and multiple outlets on the other. Dur- 
ing our trip we saw electric frying 
pans, hot plates, toasters, radios, and 
TV sets. One lady even had an electric 
blanket. 

Although we found many electric ap- 
pliances, the standard cookstove for 
family camping seems to be the one or 
two-burner stove burning white gas. 
We found a sprinkling of the newer 
stoves that use long-burning or canned 
fuel. There’s considerable debate over 
the merits of the two kinds. Canned- 
fuel fans point out that you don’t have 
to pump air into the fuel tank, since 
the cans are already under pressure. 

White-gas users reply that canned 
fuel is unreliable in extremely cold 
weather because the cans must be fair- 
ly warm to generate gas. Furthermore, 
you might have to change cans in mid- 
meal. Both sides do agree that white 
gas is less expensive. 

Here and there we saw charcoal 
grills of the back-yard variety, but al- 
most nowhere did we see people cook- 
ing over wood. 

Mother’s influence on the campsite is 
most evident in the startling neatness 
of the kitchen. The picture of a fisher- 
man feeling around in the dark recesses 
of the food pack for a slab of bacon 
and a box of matches has disappeared. 
The bacon is in a cooler and the 
matches are on a shelf in the portable 
cupboard. 

These cupboards can be simple units 
with detachable legs, or they can be 
part of a utility trailer that opens out 
into a mobile chuck wagon. We found 
one kitchen unit that slides out over 
the tail gate of a station wagon. The 
unit included shelves, stove, sink, and 
water tank. 

When it comes to shelter, park camp- 
ers aren’t limited to a tent that must 
be small and light enough to be packed 
on the back. Umbrella tents are prob- 
ably the most popular. They have plen- 
ty of standing room, and usually a 
sewn-in ground cloth and mosquito net- 
ting in doors and windows; they come 
in sizes large enough to accommodate 
four beds. The umbrella tent is sup- 
ported either by a center pole with 
four arms, or by four corner poles and

DAMS FOR EASTERN RIVERS 


Jatroducing guests at this year’s Northeast Wildlife Con- 
ference, Lyle Thorpe, director of Connecticut’s Board of 
Fisheries and Game, came to Col. John C. F. Lee, Army 
Engineers, and wisecracked that the colonel wanted to build 
dams on every river in the East. 

The colonel ducked his close-cropped head in acknowledg- 
ment of the patter of polite applause, and exclaimed, “Big 
ones!” 


His offhand reaction revealed more frankly than 
most formal policy statements two facts important to 
Eastern sportsmen. 

One is that the Engineers are trying hard to move 
into the East in a big way. They are pushing proposals 
to build high dams on three of our top bass rivers—the Al- 
legheny, Potomac, and Delaware. Estimated cost to 
taxpayers would be about $400 million. Whenever 
there’s a question of one big dam versus a less-costly 
series of smaller dams, Army Engineers can be de- 
pended on to back the big dam. 


Right now there’s a red-hot disagreement over the pro- 
posed damming of the Allegheny. The Engineers want a 
$125-million high dam at Kinzua, Pa., 10 miles south of the 
New York State line. The dam would impound a reservoir 
20 miles upstream to Salamanca, N. Y., to avert floods and 
maintain through dry spells an adequate flow needed by 
downriver industrial plants. 


ecctinon and civic organizations in New York’s Cat- 
taraugus County agree that the proposed dam and reservoir 
would greatly benefit the Allegheny watershed downstream 
from Kinzua. But they object to paying for this benefit to 
Pennsylvania by having part of their county turned into 
what they call a 100,000-acre mudhole. 


The planned development would flood a large section 
of Allegany State Park, a popular deer-hunting and 
fishing area. It’s claimed that this flooding would be 
only during high-water periods, leaving for the rest of 
the year an unwholesome swamp. The dam also is op- 
posed by the Seneca Nation of Indians because it would 
take 9,000 acres of their land in violation of the Pick- 
ering Treaty of 1794--signed by George Washington. 

Meantime, California Congressman B. F. Sisk has 
introduced a bill to forbid the taking of Indian lands 
for civil public works without express authorization of 
Congress—which even the Engineers might find diffi- 
cult to obtain. 


The organizations opposed to the Kinzua dam and lake 
propose small dams—each developed as a recreation area— 
in a number of the upper Allegheny’s feeder streams. They 
say this would cost much less than the big dam, wouldn’t 
flood extensive areas, and would be as effective in guarding 
the entire watershed against floods. 


So far, nearly all active opposition to the Kinzua dam has 
been by New York residents. Some Pennsylvania sportsmen’s 
clubs favor it because they think a more uniform flow would 
improve the Allegheny’s smallmouth bass, walleye, and mus- 
kie fishing. Others are against it because they distrust all 
Engineers’ big-dam projects. 


N. river-damming project ever presented for public con- 
sideration was more controversial than the Engineers’ pro- 
posal to dam the Potomac at River Bend, 11 miles above 
Washington. This would create a 36,000-acre reservoir ex- 
tending some 40 miles upstream to Weaverton, Md. 


The Engineers’ dusted-off plans are for a dam 119 
feet high at a cost of $30 to $50 millions. About 35,000 
acres valued at $17'2 millions would have to be bought 
by the federal government. Total estimated cost of the 
project: $100 to $500 millions. 

The Engineers claim that the dam would assure the 
Washington area of a perpetual adequate water supply, 
would control floods, and generate needed electric power. 

Opponents say the Potomac’s normal flow, even 
through long dry spells, will give Washington all the 
water it needs for at least another 50 years; that the 
flood problem has solved itself, and that the electric 
power which could be generated can be supplied less 
expensively by steam plants. 


Sportsmen have a strong interest in two other aspects of 
the River Bend project: 1. Pollution abatement. 2. Develop- 
ment of recreation areas. 

The Engineers say that the proposed dam and reservoir 
would assure an all-year flow sufficient to wash past the 
national capital the disgusting flood of raw and inadequately- 
treated sewage. Facilities for 100 percent treatment of all 
sewage before entering the river might cost as much as the 
dam project, but it would solve the pollution problem instead 
of merely flushing filth past Washington to contaminate the 
lower river. 


One of the Engineers’ promises is that the reservoir would 
be developed as an immense recreation area. Undoubtedly it 
could be—but only at the high cost of flooding out the Po- 
tomac Gorge, through which flows the only stretch of real 
wilderness river close to a big Eastern city. 


But, say the Engineers, the proposed reservoir would 
provide more and quite possibly better fishing for more 
people. Dick Stroud, vice-president of the Sport Fishing 
Institute, thinks that eventually the reservoir might 
provide 3)2 million man-days of fishing a year. In the 
impoundment, he says, bass probably would grow 
much larger and more abundant, and the total fishing 
opportunity of the area would be increased tremen- 
dously. (Continued on page 36)

PLENTY OF GUNNING LEFT 


TE Dicsicher waterfowling tips include one from Felix 
Pogliano Jr., Denver outdoor writer, that could apply to 
other states where there are still post-season big-game hunts. 

“Deer hunters taking advantage of many post-seasons on 
Colorado’s western slope,” Felix says, “will find some mighty 
fine duck hunting too on most of the larger streams in this 
mountain area. Last year we bagged our deer during a post- 
season hunt in the Carbondale area, left for Denver early in 
the morning, and bagged a limit of ducks on the Colorado 
and Eagle Rivers.” 

You won’t see “no trespassing” signs or have much com- 
petition. Few natives own shotguns. 

Felix drives along slowly until he spots ducks on the river, 
then stalks carefully. A good dog is a must as many birds 
will fall in fast, deep water or on the other side of the stream. 


Still lots of deer in Colorado, I’m reminded by Thomas 
L. Kimball, director of the Game & Fish Department. 
There’s a surplus, despite perhaps the most liberal big- 
game seasons in the nation. Although visiting hunters 
last season formed only 17 percent of the total, they paid 
into the game fund $793,522 compared to $671,661 
by residents. Records show that visiting hunters—from 
45 states and Alaska—were almost twice as successful 
in bagging their deer as were resident hunters. 


From Washington, Wes Hunter of the Department of 
Game sends word that snow-goose shooting ought to be good 
on the tide flats of the western part of the state. Enos Bradner, 
Seattle outdoor writer, tips the Yakima area for ducks. This 
time last year there were about 100,000 mallards there. Rivers 
and creeks don’t freeze. Foggy mornings you can take a limit 
in an hour. December’s a good month for snows on the Skagit 
flats. Unlike Californians, Washington hunters like snows; 
they say the young ones are tender and tasty. Maybe so. 
Snows I’ve killed in Imperial Valley were tough and too hard 
to pick, I just skinned them. 


California waterfowlers look for a good late flight 
of northern birds. The state weaterfowl-management 
areas will be the best bet. Imperial Valley’s Finney- 
Ramer and Hazard Wister units produced four to five 
birds to a customer last year about this time. The Los 
Banos and Grizzly Island areas also were hot. Don’t 
pass up band-tailed pigeons in the oak and pifon- 
covered mountains. Experts are going in for homemade 
decoys now, cut in silhouette from dull blue cardboard. 


F rom an eastern-Oregon chukar hunter comes a tip that 
ought to work in California. Organize a drive—the more 
hunters and dogs the better. Drive the birds downhill from 
the upper slopes. He finds they glide down one slope, walk 
up another. 

Black brant, growing more popular these days, will be 
legal in Washington, Oregon, and California. Best bets in 
Washington should be Padilla Bay near Anacortes; Morro 
Bay, and Mission Bay near San Diego, Calif. Oregon hunters 
usually pick Netarts and Tillamook Bays. 
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STEELHEADS, DEEP-SEA FISHING 


Ii the rivers in Washington are in shape for the opening 
December 1, there’li be a big take of steelheads. Try the 
Skagit, Skykomish, Puyallup, Green, Humptulips, Quinault, 
Hoh, and Snoqualmie. Last year a 28-pounder was taken in 
the Satsop. More than 1,500 were checked in on the Green 
River, only 15 miles from Seattle. 


Oregon’s bigger rivers probably will be the best. The 
Columbia last year produced 9,138, the Umpqua 8,169 
and the Rogue 7,998. The Deschutes gave up 1,975. 
Claude Kreider, veteran steelheader, says heavy counts 
over Bonneville and The Dalles fishways indicate a red- 
hot season in the lower Deschutes. He likes the stretch 
near Maupin; fast water, big pools; very good for spin 
lures. Big bright flies sometimes work. 


In California, the north coastal waters from the Klamath 
south to the Russian should be good. Ed Neal, San Francisco 
News outdoor editor, recalls the Russian last year was the 
best in 10 years because rain and good weather alternated. 
Ed says steelheads and silver salmon are beginning to come 
back in Tomales Bay after the heavy rotenone killing of five 
years ago by dairy farmers who used it to wash down their 
barns and then let it drain into streams. 


Salt-water fishing’s usually slack on the West Coast, 
except for striped bass in the delta of the Sacramento 
and San Joaquin Rivers. But after this year’s sensational 
big runs of white sea bass, barracuda, yellowtail, skip- 
jack, dolphin, and even yellowfin tuna, between San 
Diego and Santa Barbara, no one would be surprised 
if some of them stayed around all winter. Best ocean 
fishing off Southern California in 20 years is explained 
by John Fitch, chief of the California Department of Fish 
and Game’s marine-resources branch at Terminal Island, 
as simply due to extremely warm ocean currents. Most 
of the summer, water temperature was 73 or 74°. 
Albacore fishing was poor; they like cold water. 


Binsishing also was the best since 1941. Top striped mar- 
lin taken in Catalina Island waters was a 365-pounder landed 
by Jerry Ciccone of Avalon, fishing from a 14-foot skiff 
powered by an outboard motor. It took him 3% hours to 
boat the marlin. During the height of the season, as high as 
20 a day were weighed in at Avalon and Newport-Balboa. 
The first striped marlin this year was caught July 15, com- 
pared to August 15 last year. 

Incidentally, the warm currents extended as far north as 
Washington, where charter-boat anglers out for salmon caught 
a strange fish later identified as a white sea-bass, a real curi- 
osity that far north. 

Washington’s Department of Fisheries doesn’t rely entirely 
on nature. Assistant director Clarence Pautzke reports plant- 
ings of hatchery salmon this (Continued on page 39)

Ii you're one of the many thousands of stateside Americans 
who plan a holiday in Puerto Rico this winter, let me give 
you a clue: Take along fishing duds and tackle, and plan to 
cover at least a few of the fabulous angling hotspots on and 
around the island. 


Recently | spent 10 days between the “blue water” 
at the island’s eastern tip, and Mona Passage on the 
other end. | did a lot of fishing and | talked with every 
angler who would give me w scrap of information about 
the island’s fresh and briny waters. 

With Raymond Garffer on his boat, Wimsco, | went 
through three days of a local fishing tournament in Mona 
Passage. The barometer was touching bottom due to 
hurricane Carrie, so the tournament competitors raised 
35 marlin, hooked and lost 9, but landed only two. 


Later I talked with Col. B. B. Brazile, past president of the 
Backlash Club at Ramey Air Force Base. The colonel claimed 
there was no better spot on earth for big billfish than Mona 
Passage. Oceanic rivers from the Atlantic equatorial currents 
swirl through this gap between Puerto Rico and the Domini- 
can Republic, and at times the concentration of billfish is 
almost unbelievable. 

“If we had as many boats trolling around Desecheo Is]and, 
west of Aquadilla,” he said, “as they have at Bimini or off the 
south Florida coast, someone would break a world record 
every month.” 

I believed him, after looking over his pictures of huge 
marlin and dolphin taken by fishermen from the base. 


Puerto Rico and the islands dotted around it are the 
tips of vast, submerged mountain ranges, and some 
have mile-deep seas washing against them. The blue- 
water fish come close inshore to feed, and both marlin 
and sailfish have been caught almost at the entrance to 
San Juan harbor. Colonel Brazile told me that at the 
northwest corner of the island his fishermen could start 
trolling productive waters within minutes after they left 
the dock. 

Much of the big-game fishing is done off San Juan 
and La Parguera where commercial boats are available. 
Art Wills’ fleet of Sea Queens is based at the San Juan 
Nautical Club, and Carlos Quinone has deep-sea fishing 
craft available at his dock below Lajas. 


D onald Erdman, a marine biologist who is making a study 
of fish and fishing in Puerto Rican waters for the Fish and 
Wildlife Service, gave me a run-down on some of the most 
popular gamefish. 

After being absent during late summer and early fall, 
the peak abundance of sailfish, he says, comes in November 
and continues into January. Don reasons that these fish mi- 
grate into the Gulf of Mexico to spawn, since no sails with 
mature eggs have been taken in the waters around Puerto 
Rico. 

The biologist also reported the catch of a 756-pound blue 
marlin in April of 1956—a new world record. While he con- 
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siders October the top marlin month, he says that these big 
billfishes are caught the year around. 


Don keeps an accurate record of all deep-sea fishing 
boats out from the docks at La Parguera, and he gave me 
the repert for 1954-56. What impressed me by his statis- 
tics was that the area seems to be virtually unexploited. 
In two years only 640 boat trips for blue-water species 
were made from the docks, and they brought back more 
than 11 tons of fish. During that two-year period, October 
proved to be the most productive month, with December 
showing better than average. 


F' ishing around the reefs off the island’s southwest corner 
is very good. We had activity almost constantly when I was 
there in September, from schools of blue runners, yellowtails, 
barracuda, tarpon, and snappers. We were using light spin- 
ning tackle, and soon learned that the easiest way to lose a 
lure was to let it sink into the clear water beside one of the 
jagged, vertical reefs. The walls are honeycombed with caves 
inhabited by grouper and snappers that will grab your lure 
and then snap your monofilament on the coral or shell. 


Erdman says that the fish which may be caught on 
spinning tackle at this corner of the island include painted 
mackerel, mangrove snapper, jack crevallé, horse-eye 
jack, rock hind, sch ppers, muttonfish, and 
ladyfish. 

“Except during windy weather,” he says, “spinning 
catches may be made year round. Early morning is 
usually good on windy days.” 

We fished what was said to be the best bonefish flat, 
on the south coast, off Matei Island. | saw a dozen of the 
gray swimmers and hooked two on small spoons. The 
ones | saw went less than three pounds, but bonefish up 
to 10 pounds have been reported. 





"Thou most local residents never fish for them, large- 
mouth bass and bream have been stocked in the interior’s 
fresh-water reservoirs. Dick Hazlett, of the Puerto Rican 
News Service, and I spent one rainy afternoon with M/Sgt. 
John Zeigler of Ramey Air Field. In a tropical downpour 
which lasted most of the afternoon, we fished Guajataca Lake 
in the Guarionex Mountains at the west end of the island. 
We landed 20 bass, all under three pounds, but we were told 
that largemouths up to 14 pounds had been taken out of this 
lake. Don Erdman listed other fresh-water lakes where the 
bass and bream fishing is good and where boats are available: 
Caonillas, near Utuado; Dos Bocas near the town of the same 
name, and Loize, between San Juan and Caguas. 

According to Erdman, ocean fishing during the winter 
months around Puerto Rico goes about as follows: 

November marks the end of the hurricane season, and 
prevailing sea conditions are excellent for fishing. 

It’s the best month for sailfish off San Juan, and they’re 
caught as close to the city as the point of El Morro just out- 
side the harbor. Sailfish average close to 40 pounds. Both 
white and blue marlin run in (Continued on page 32)

ALL-OUT LAMPREY WAR 


A tout war on two fronts is being waged this winter 
against the sea lamprey, blood-sucking parasite that’s fast 
wiping out the Great Lakes fish population. 

The inroads made by the lampreys are hard to believe. 
Lake trout are gone from Lake Huron and Lake Michigan, 
and the rainbow population is dwindling. And there’s evi- 
dence that they’ve begun a total assault on Lake Superior 
that threatens to wipe out lake trout fishing there. 


Electric weirs along the south shore of Superior took 
58,000 lampreys this year, compared with 24,000 a 
year ago. The trout catch is falling, and the proportion 
of lamprey-scarred lake trout has soared above 70 
percent. More scarred rainbows are showing up, the 
supply of big coaster speckled trout is nose-diving on 
the Canadian side of the lake, and the lampreys are 
turning to walleyes and northern pike in shallow bays 
along the Wisconsin shore. 


Canada and the United States, working through the Great 
Lakes Fishery Commission, are increasing the installation of 
the electric barriers that kill lampreys on their upstream 
spawning runs while sparing fish. 

About 40 such weirs operate along Lake Superior’s south 
shore, with 34 on the Canadian side. Many Lake Huron 
streams are covered, and by next summer more than 100 
weirs will block lampreys from streams on the Michigan side 
of Lake Michigan, including the Grand, Michigan’s biggest 
river. 


But Dr. Jim Moffett, head of lamprey work for the 
U. S. Fish and Wildlife Service at Ann Arbor, Mich., and 
his co-workers, are convinced that electric devices alone 
can’t do the job. Some spawning streams will be over- 
looked, some lampreys will slip through. 

So Moffett and his men also are turning to selective 
poisons, chemicals that won‘t harm fish or fish food, 
but will kill immature lampreys in the stream muck beds 
where they live for four or five years before migrating 
to the Great Lakes. 


Kiaihenstery tests of close to 4,500 poison compounds since 
1953 have narrowed the choice down to two or three. One 
of these is Dowlap, Dow Chemical Company product now 
available in commercial quantities at a reasonable cost. 

Last summer, tests of the selected poisons were made at 
the lamprey laboratory at Hammond Bay near Rogers City, 
Michigan. These were run in concrete troughs that simulated 
natural stream conditions as closely as possible. Running 
water was pumped through raceways 65-feet long, 6-feet 
wide and 30-inches deep. 

The raceways were stocked with trout, rock bass, bull- 
heads, suckers, minnows, frogs, salamanders, crawfish, aquatic 
insects, and lampreys. The poison killed the mature lampreys 
as well as the young, which was better than expected. There 
was no loss of fish life or fish food, and deer that drank the 
treated water showed no ill effects. 
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The next step, actual field-testing of the poison, was started 
last fall in a stream running into Lake Huron. The tests will 
continue through the winter to try the poisons at low water 
temperatures, and next spring they'll be extended to Wis- 
consin. 


If they prove successful, the wholesale treatment of lamp- 
rey streams can start, which likely will turn the tide against 
the bloodsuckers. They probably never can be exterminated, 
but it’s hoped that the poison and electric weirs will cut 
them down to where Great Lakes fish can make a comeback. 


THE HENNEPIN STALL 


_ ee is still playing politics with the 74-mile Henne- 
pin Canal, which connects the Illinois and Mississippi Rivers 
in northwestern Illinois. 

Modern transportation outmoded the canal even before 
it was completed in 1907, but it became a top fishing area. 
Its locks formed 32 erosion-free lakes in which every kind 
of fish found in Illinois abounded except trout. 


In 1951 it was abandoned for lack of commercial 
use, and the Izaak Walton League, Illinois Federation 
of Sportsmen’s Clubs, the Illinois Conservation Depart- 
ment and other groups, launched a campaign to con- 
vert it into lakes by replacing the locks with permanent 
dams. The lakes would be transferred from federal to 
state ownership for operation and maintenance. 

Congress was asked to provide $2,000,000 and au- 
thorize Army Engineers to complete the rehabilitation 
job, then turn the canal over to the Illinois Conservation 
Department. Illinois passed a constitutional amendment 
to permit the state to spend money on maintenance, 
once it owned the canal. 


Bu the project is still stalled in Congress. In 1956 the 
Hennepin Canal Bill was included in the rivers and harbors 
Omnibus Bill, which President Eisenhower vetoed. New bills 
were introduced this year, but once more were pushed into 
the Omnibus Bill along with at least 19 other proposals which 
the Administration labeled objectionable. The Illinois Gen- 
eral Assembly asked Congress last April to take the Hennepin 
Bill from the Omnibus Bill and consider it on its own merits, 
but the request was not granted. 


The Omnibus Bill failed to reach a vote on the floor of 
the House last August, but it will come up again in January. 
Most Illinois conservationists look for another Presidential 
veto if it passes in present form, which will mean still an- 
other stall. 

Meanwhile, under stand-by maintenance by Army Engi- 
neers, the canal is deteriorating, and fishing getting poorer. 
—Lynn Callaway, Illinois Conservation Department,

November, though fewer numbers than 
the sails. 

“On Grappler’s Bank, southeast of 
Guayama on the south coast, there’s 
good fishing for wahoo and tuna during 
November. 


This is also a good month for spin- 
ning on the reefs because of the pre- 
vailing calm weather. Painted or 
cero mackerel enter the area in No- 
vember. Some of the old-timers say 
the fish are looking for colder water 
near land, which is often down to 
70° close to the coast. Commercial 
fishermen bottomfish for silk snap- 
pers and black groupers up to 70 
pounds, This is the month, too, for 
good catches of false albacore in 
inshore waters. 


Conditions moderate but little for 
December. This is an excellent month 
for fishing off San Juan. Many fishermen 
have reported bonanza catches of bonito 
and blackfin tuna. Catches of 200 pounds 
or more of fish aren’t unusual. December 


|is more windy than November. Billfish 
| are as common as in November, but be- 
|cause of rough seas late in the month, 


big fish are more difficult to hook and 
boat. 


Snook fishing becomes better in 
the lower reaches of the rivers since 
there’s less flooding and the water 
is clearer. The last big run of seti, a 
baitfish, occurs about the 10th or 
12th day of the waning moon, and 
many game species such as snook, 
tarpon, and jacks, follow the schools 
of bait up the rivers. The Anasco 
and Guanajibo near Mayaguez are 
excellent snook rivers. (This is also 
verified by M. P. Sherman, who runs 
the Club Nautico del O6ceste, at 
Mayaguez.) 


North winds with tremendous ground 
swells, and strong easterly winds are 
characteristic in January, but there are 
some calm days. 

During January dolphin are abundant 
off San Juan and the deep-sea fishing at 
La Parguera is good with dolphin up to 
50 pounds. 

Fishing for snook in the river mouths 
continues good during January. There is 
little rain, and the waters are clear. 


A: Aguada, near shore during calm 
periods, fishing is tops for snook and 
tarpon. The outlet of Rio Culebrinas is 
also good. 

During periods of north winds, La 
Parguera is calm and the water clear. 
The cabrilla, or rock hind, enters on the 
full moon on its first spawning run, and 


|may be caught in fair numbers by bot- 
| tom fishing. 


Don Erdman went on to say that 
February is characteristically a 
windy month on all coasts, and that 


the rock hind has its last big spawn- 
ing run on the full moon. Dolphin 
fishing reaches its peak off San 
Juan, and at the west end of the 
island. 

Erdman told me the “the largest 
rod-and-reel official record for dol- 
phin in Puerto Rico is 59'2-pounds 
caught by William B. Clark; but a 
72-pound dolphin was reported in 
the paper El Mundo for 1952.” This 
is 342 pounds short of the world rec- 
ord set by A. Conan-Doyle in East 
Africa in 1950. 


Spearfishing is considered quite a 
sport in Puerto Rican waters. The winter 
seas around the reefs are usually clear 
as crystal, and when the weather is rela- 
tively calm, spearfishing is generally 
good throughout the day. Some of the 
spearfishing records posted are as fol- 
lows: 

Nassau grouper, 20 pounds, taken at 
Rincon Light; dog snapper, 47 pounds, 
Buck Island, St. Croix; barracuda, 38 
pounds, Aguirre; jewfish, 29812 pounds, 
Ramey; permit, 20/2 pounds, Vega Beja; 
parrotfish, 31 pounds, Isle Verde; green 
moray, 26 pounds, Pt. Salinas; hogfish, 
16 pounds, Caba Rojo, and yellow jack, 
16 pounds 11 ounces, Condado. 


WATERFOWL EXPANSION — One of the 
most impressive programs for protection 
and development of our migratory wa- 
terfowl in many years is the 35,000-acre 
Sulphur River Basin project below Tex- 
arkana Lake on the Texas-Arkansas line. 

The project is a good example of gov- 
ernment and state agencies and individ- 
uals co-operating to improve an already- 
bright waterfowl picture in Southern 
states. 

Neil Bibler, Texarkana Gazette colum- 
nist, brought us up to date on Sulphur 
River Basin. 

He says the basin is one of several 
steps in Arkansas’ plan to rejuvenate the 
Central Flyway for migratory waterfowl, 
and is expected to produce one of the 
best duck-hunting grounds in the state, 
as well as a new fishing hotspot. 

Conservative estimates place the com- 
pletion of the project somewhere be- 
tween five to ten years. 


The Arkansas Game and Fish 
Commission made a study at the re- 
quest of the Army Engineers to de- 
termine the most effective method 
of getting maximum fish and wild- 
life benefits from the area while it’s 
being managed as a flood-control 
unit. Arkansas completed and re- 
leased this study in November, 
1956. 

Acting on the report, all agencies 
and individuals involved agreed 
that the purchase of the land should 
be made by the Texas and Arkansas 
game commissions, with a cash con- 
tribution by the Engineers for flow- 
age rights. 


Here are the developments to date: 





In July this year, a 9,000-acre tract was 
purchased by the Arkansas commission. 
Since then, the commission has added 
2,000 acres more, either by purchase or 
under 90-day option. 

Representatives from both the Texas 
and Arkansas commissions have been 
assigned to the area to negotiate pur- 
chase of needed lands. They work 
directly with the Engineers’ iocal real- 
estate office. 

Adjoining the basin proper, the Cass

Barracuda for Sport 


In build and mood, the great cuda is strictly designed for murder and mayhem 


trips to the shallow tidal flats of 

southern Florida that I pulled a 
boner which could have left me severe- 
ly mutilated. Though more than 20 
years have gone by, I still shudder when 
I think of it. 

I'd been casting for spotted weakfish 
with artificial lures on one of those 
days when it was almost impossible 
to miss. So eagerly were the fish strik- 
ing that I released about 30, keeping 
only half a dozen for the pan. I de- 
cided to dress them out on the water 
before returning the skiff to the livery. 

After I'd finished, I heedlessly dipped 
my knife into the water and swished 
it vigorously to wash the blood and 
gurry from the blade. Suddenly, flash- 
ing from nowhere, a powerful, sharp- 
toothed creature struck the knife so 
viciously it was wrenched from my 
hand. A stab of pain shot through me 
as a tooth grazed one of my fingers. 

Yanking ny hand quickly out of the 
water, I was relieved to find that only 
the tip of my forefinger had been 
ripped. Then I stared hard into the 
clear shallows. My spine turned to ice 
when I saw a barracuda nearly 3 ft. 
long. Still carrying the knife between 
his jaws, the cuda eyed me coldly, hov- 
ering over white sand not more than 


ik WAS DURING one of my first 
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30 ft. from the boat. His expression 
seemed to say, “That should teach you 
to keep your mitts out of the water.” 

Since then I’ve figured out what 
sparked the attack. The barracuda had 
been lured to the boat by the entrails 
I'd flipped over the side. When I started 
rinsing the knife in the water, he’d 
become excited by the blade’s glitter 
and, as all who fish Southern waters 
soon learn, an excited cuda usually 
lunges and slashes at what’s exciting 
him. 

While I was sticking a bandage over 
my wounded finger, the barracuda 
dropped the knife. I could see it plain- 
ly on bottom, in water so shallow that 
to retrieve it would have meant wet- 
ting only part of my arm. What made 
me hesitate was the fact that the cuda 
wouldn’t move away. Still eyeing me 
defiantly, he drifted back a couple of 
feet and held his ground. That cuda re- 
minded me of an ornery bear hound 
I once knew, a frazzle-eared scarface 
owned by a hunting friend of mine. 
This old devil would drop a bone he 
was too stuffed to eat himself near the 
entrance of his kennel, then move in- 
side. The instant another member of 
the pack tried to pick it up, the old 
hound, fangs bared, would come growl- 
ing out to grab a piece of ear. 


“Il’m not falling for that old trick,” 
I said to the barracuda, “but I aim to 
recover that knife, so we'll play it my 
way.” 

I snapped a shallow-riding plug with 
strong hooks onto my line and cast a 
few feet beyond the barracuda. After 
allowing the plug to settle a bit, I 
reeled it past his snout. It wobbled by 
unmolested as the cuda watched, not 
stirring a fin. 

Disappointed, I started the plug up- 
ward to lift it out of the water when, 
as though pricked by a hot needle, the 
barracuda shot straight for the boat. 
A hatful of foam flew up as his jaws 
clamped on the plug. He rolled like an 
eddy-tossed log; then, shaking and con- 
torting, he leaped clear of the surface, 
flopping back with a loud splash. 

The barracuda zoomed off and my 
light split-bamboo bait-casting rod bent 
toward the water like a sapling in a 
gale. The handle of my reel, a stand- 
ard fresh-water model without such 
features as free spool or star drag, spun 
like the blade of a fan, and the line 
sizzled off through the water. I used 
both thumbs to slow the spool, easing 
off only when the friction caused my 
skin to burn. The cuda made a hard 
run of about 150 ft. before he slowed. 

He swung to the side at the end of 
his first run and, broadside to me, hurled 
his weight against the tackle several 
times. Then he hesitated, gathered him- 
self, and made a body-curving leap that 
reminded me of a big northern pike. His 
runs shortened and became erratic aft- 
er he fell back. After he leaped the 
third time, I began to gain line, reeling 
and pumping between spurts. I was 
thankful that I had a small gaff on 
board when the time came to land him. 


ES eterna are awesome creatures. 
Reaching a length of 8 ft. and a 
weight of more than 100 Ib., the great 
barracuda, as differentiated from north- 
ern and Pacific cudas, is native to waters 
from South Carolina to Brazil. They 
are perfectly designed for murder and 
mayhem, both in build and tempera- 
ment. A quarter of the nearly cylin 
drical, steel-muscled body consists of a 
spear-shaped head; and more than half 
of the head is comprised of jaws that, 
with wolflike teeth fore, knife teeth 
center, and grinders aft, are similar to 
an alligator’s. 

A cuda has a flint-hard tooth in the 
fore part of his lower jaw that’s often 
called the anchor tooth. Like a bulldog 
or a wolverine, he uses it to hold a 





squirming victim until he can bring his 
cutting teeth into play. A cuda can 
cling to a fish too large for him to 
swallow in one gulp almost indefi- 
nitely, because he’s equipped with a 
unique set of breathing valves in the 
middle of his upper and lower jaws. 
These valves allow direct escape of 
water, and also force water backward 
to release through the gills. Other 
fish drown, but a cuda just hangs on 
and on. 

Marvelous protective coloration also 
helps a barracuda trap his victims. His 
dark green, blue, and silver body bears 
dark blotches which veil his outline, 
and his color scheme blends with that 
of wrecks, buoys, coral heads, reefs, 
and wharves. Lurking cuda seize many 
fish who mistake them for shadows and 
sticks. 

The barracuda’s nature is a mixture 
of curiosity and sadism. A cuda will 
often follow a wading man out of what 
seems to be nothing more than curi- 
osity, hovering at a distance of 15 or 
20 ft. Two cuda once glided between 
the shore and me as I was wading some 
bonefish flats. If I advanced 2 ft., 
they'd retreat 2 ft.; when I backed up 
4 ft., they came 4 ft. closer. Both cuda 
behaved—until I hooked a’  bonefish. 
Then, as I led the exhausted bonie to 
the net, both cuda attacked and tore 
him to shreds. But I turned the tables. 
I tied a light wire leader and spoon to 
my line, and in one cast hooked the 
larger of the two robbers. 


hen a barracuda turns sadist, he'll 

play with a school of frightened 
baitfish as a cat plays with a mouse. 
Several times I’ve seen a cuda herd 
small fish into shoal water and, with his 
tail flicking from side to side, hold them 
at bay. Whenever one would try a 
break for freedom, the cuda would 
lunge, drive him back, and then return 
to stand guard. Why he didn’t plow 
right in and snatch a few, I’ve never 
been able to figure out. Probably he 
was just feeling mean rather than 
hungry. 

Barracuda are notoriously unpre- 
dictable. Some will allow lures to move 
past their snouts repeatedly without 
quivering a fin. Others will trail a bait 
for several hundred feet, only to lose 
interest and turn away. Still others 
will bolt out of a hiding place to attack 
a lure more than 100 ft. away, striking 
savagely at a piece of plastic or metal 
until they’re hooked. No one knows 
what will happen when a lure is cast 
to a cuda. 

Despite the fact that barracuda have 
attacked people, anglers who've spent 
a lifetime fishing Southern waters con- 
tend that these fish don’t hunger for 
human flesh. They claim—and I’m in- 
clined to agree—that humans are struck 
because of sudden, noisy splashing, se- 
vere bleeding, or because of the flash 
of such bright things as buckles, rings, 
bracelets, or knives. In other words, 
don’t splash in waters infested with 
cuda. If you have to enter the water, 
slip in quietly, and don’t wear or carry 
glittering items. 

You'll find barracuda from the Caro- 
linas south, but you won’t find too much

Fishing for them is particularly 
good along the outer reefs, and big 
ones are taken from Delray Beach, 
Boca Raton, Miami, Key Largo, Is- 
lamorada, Marathon, and Summerland 
Key. When weather permits, most 
grounds off this coast can be fished 
with outboard-powered boats. You can 
use standard 6/9 trolling tackle around 
the reefs. On the flats, sturdy fly rods, 
| baitcasters, and one-handed spin out- 
fits are eflicient and sporty. In outside 
waters the cuda will average between 
10 and 25 lb.; inside from 3 to 15 Ib. 
The world-record barracuda was a 103- 
pound specimen taken in the Bahamas 
in 1932. 


Types of lures used on barracuda 
aren’t too important—when they’re 





ready to strike, they aren't finicky about 


| what they hit. 


Barracuda like trolled spoons, plugs, 
| cut bait, and live fish. The main thing is 
glitter and plenty of action. Wobbling 
| spoons up to 6 in. with either silver or 
| bronze finishes are excellent. Just be 
| sure they have sharp, sturdy hooks, 
about 8/0 in size. Bait strips cut from 
mullet, bonito, or almost any kind of 
| fish—including another barracuda—are 
| fine. 
| A belly bait topped by a Japanese 
| feather jig is a deadly combination, one 
|that Bahamians often use on giant 
| cuda. 
One of the best ways to catch large 
| barracuda off Florida reefs is by live- 
| lining with blue runners, also a good 
| bait for wahoos, amberjacks, and sail- 
| fish. Blue runners usually are double- 
hooked: to wire leaders about 6 or 8 ft. 
long. 

Large cork bobbers are used to pre- 
vent the runners from diving into a hid- 
ing place on bottom, and to keep the 
angler posted on their whereabouts. 
When a big cuda hits a blue runner, a 
cork bobber the size of your fist will 
plummet out of sight almost too fast for 
tne eye to follow. Many Floridians who 
live-line for cuda also carry lighter out- 

| fits to jig for smaller table fish at the 
| Same time. 

| Whether or not the barracuda is a 
table fish is a matter of opinion. Many 
|are eaten with gusto, and many are 

| thrown or given away. Personally, I’ve 
enjoyed cuda, especially the smaller 
ones. 

Some people believe cuda flesh is poi- 
sonous. All spoiled fish, of course, are 
likely to bring on indigestion or pto- 
maine poisoning. 

In the case of the great barracuda, 
however, there is evidence that some 
of these fish are toxic. Special Service 
Bulletin #13 of the University of Mi- 
ami’s Marine Laboratory, dated Au- 
gust, 1956, gives information on the 
subject. 

But scientists haven’t yet been able 





| to explain why some barracuda are poi- 
| sonous. One theory is that poisons are 


secreted by certain types of fish upon 
which they feed. Large cuda are more 
likely to be poisonous than smaller 
| ones, 

| One large barracuda I caught had a 
| poisonous disposition. Fishing off Del- 


ray Beach, I was about to land the big- 
gest red snapper I’d ever hooked when 
35 pounds of finned torpedo shot out 
from a seaweed patch and ripped it to 
shreds, leaving me only the fore parts. 

“The dirty thief,’ growled Donn 
Schmidt, my companion. 

“Tll nail him,” I said. ‘““Hand me that 
fish knife.” 

I sliced a piece from the mangled 
snapper, folded it over my hook, and 
cast it overboard, skittering it the in- 
stant it struck the water. Several casts 
and skitters were necessary before I at- 
tracted the cuda’s attention. He came 
at it indifferently. Each time the cuda 
was about to grab the bait, I yanked 
it away. By the third time, he’d worked 
up a real mad. 

We could see the snap of his jaws 
every time I flicked the bait away. He 
was so riled he was even chasing its 
shadow when I cast. Then, all at once, 
I allowed the line to go slack. It didn’t 
stay slack long, for no marlin ever 
rushed a bait as fast as that cuda. My 
reel ran out at burning speed when he 
took off. 

“Say,” said Donn, “that’s one way of 
making a cuda run like a bonefish.”— 
George Heinold.

In an effort to save the Potomac Gorge 
from the dammers, Maryland’s Senator 
J. Glenn Beall introduced a bill (S. 77) 
calling for the establishment of a Na- 
tional Historic Park along the river and 
the old C. & O. Canal that parallels it. 
After adding an amendment making a 
reservation for an Engineers dam should 
one become necessary, the Senate passed 
it. The House hasn’t acted on it. Many 
sportsmen I know think that this bill is 
a wise compromise which would make 
the Potomac accessible to more people 
but keep it from being spoiled, and also 
assure the Washington area of adequate 
future water. 

Public opinion is still strongly against 
the dam, but—it seems to me—not 
quite so much as it was 10 years ago. 


It took 1955’s hurricane Diane to 
convince people of the Delaware 
Valley that their river should be 
dammed near Delaware Water Gap 
as a flood safeguard. Both Pennsyl- 
vania and New Jersey authorities 
are urging the Engineers to get 
cracking on the job, while the Engi- 
neers insist on more surveys and 
studies. 


Two sites have been under consid- 
eration. The Engineers turned thumbs 
down on a Wallpack Bend site because 
a dam there wouldn’t provide enough 
storage capacity to control floods and 
assure enough year-round flow down- 
stream to prevent salt water from back- 
ing up past Chester, below Philadelphia 
—an important matter to industrial 





plants. It now seems fairly certain that 
the Tocks Island site, which would pro- 
vide 60 percent more storage space, will 
be selected. 


The dam’s cost is estimated at 
about $70 millions. The beautiful 
Delaware will be transformed into 
a long, narrow lake upstream as far 
as Port Jervis, N.Y. The Engineers 
have convinced sportsmen that fish, 
wildlife, and recreation values will 
be given adequate consideration, 
and independent studies indicate 
that bass and walleye fishing will be 
good in the reservoir. The dam isn’t 
expected to have any adverse effect 
on the trout and smallmouth fishing 
in the river’s Pennsylvania-New York 
section above Port Jervis. 


The Engineers have often shown 
little regard for fish and wildlife, and less 
for the rights of sportsmen. But recent 
indications are that they’re becoming 
more reasonable. Congress has given 
them chief responsibility for Eastern 
flood control, and whether we like it or 
not, they’re most likely going to build 
dams on a lot of Eastern rivers in the 
next 10 years. In my opinion, it will pay 
sportsmen to learn how to get along with 
them. Doing that will be made easier if 
Congress passes a bill to beef up the law 
to protect and enhance fish and wildlife 
values in water-development projects. 


LOW-COST WATERFOWLING—If you want 
to see ducks, go to one of their major 
concentration areas, such as the Susque- 
hanna Flats in Maryland. But if you 
want to shoot ducks, try jump-shooting 
along streams, banks of ponds, or in 
wheat and cornfields. 

That’s the advice of George A. Gehr- 
ken, Virginia game biologist. For the 
past six years he’s devoted his spare time 
during waterfowl season to jump-shoot- 
ing ducks and geese. In the °54-’55 sea- 
son, he bagged a duck for every two 
hours of jump-shooting. That season the 
average daily kill on Back Bay was 1.2 
ducks. 

Gehrken is talking about Virginia, 
but several of the Eastern states (see 
“Try Pothole Shooting,” page 72) offer 
the jump-shooter as good chances. 


Pennsylvania is one. Close to 
80,000 ducks and geese were killed 
there last season. That’s an increase 
of 10,000 birds over the preceding 
year — mostly because each year 
more Keystone State gunners realize 
they’‘ve been passing up something 
good. 


The Susquehanna is Pennsylvania’s 
No. 1 duck river. It offers good jump- 
shooting, especially in the Williamsport 
area, and from Harrisburg 30 miles 
downstream to Columbia. The early sea- 
son flight is mallards, but from now until 
closing day (December 23) there'll be 
black ducks, canvasbacks, and redheads. 
Good guides are to be had in Columbia.

Migrating 
birds nearly always follow streams, and 
narrow and crooked ones such as the 
Juniata and numerous other tributaries 
of the Susquehanna, Delaware, and Alle- 
gheny Rivers give jump-shooters their 
best chances from canoes or banks. 


West Virginia, lying between the 
Mississippi and Atlantic Flyways, 
seems unpromising for waterfowl- 
ing, but it offers a lot of excellent 
jump-shooting for ducks and Canada 
geese. In normal weather, good 
flights of Canadas and mallards and 
black ducks arrive mid-December. If 
the flight arrives before the winter 
freeze-up, beaver ponds in Randolph 
and Tucker Counties provide some 
fine shooting. Among other produc- 
tive areas are Cranberry Glades, up- 
per Williams River, Bluestone Reser- 
voir, Cheat and Tygert Lakes. Season 
open until January 11. 





Rivers, ponds, streams, and small 
marshes in most of the other Eastern 
states—notably eastern Maine, New 
Hampshire, Vermont, eastern Massachu- 
setts, northern New York, southern New 
Jersey, and eastern and southern Mary- 
land—offer good waterfowl jump-shoot- 
ing. Know-how and local tricks are more 
important than expensive equipment.

|DUCK WAR 1S DUD—North Dakota’s 
| 1957 duck war fizzled to a mere skir- 
mish. The conflict concerned a federal 
| regulation of waterfowl hunting, and a 
state law that opened the season on 
| ““‘nonmigratory” ducks September 27, 
| four days ahead of federal season. 

North Dakota game wardens had 
turned in their U. S. badges, since the 
new law forbade them to enforce con- 
flicting regulations, but the outdoor writ- 
ers and game department officials of the 
state urged hunters not to risk trouble by 
hunting before October 1. And for the 
most part they didn’t. 

U. S. game agents were on hand, but 
no arrests were made the first day. The 
second day they picked up 10 hunters. 
Nine had no hunting licenses, and three 
had killed doves and ducks illegally. 
| Only a few arrests were made the last two 
| days. 
| Senator Lee Brooks of Fargo, who au- 
| thored the early shooting law, had an- 
| nounced he would bring a test case, but 
| apparently he changed his mind. 





BEAR ARCHERY COMPANY THOSE RESERVOIR LANDS—The Four 


Grayling, Michigan 
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States Wildlife Association of Texar- 
kana, Tex., alerted by a report in this 


department on the resale of lands around 
Army reservoirs, persuaded Congress- 
man Wright Patman to withdraw a bill 
authorizing the sale to former owners of 
lands around Lake Texarkana. 

E. P. Reagan, president of the associa- 
tion, tells me hunting and fishing lands 
around that reservoir, purchased origi- 
nally for $20 to $40 an acre, are now 
worth up to $10,000 an acre. He said 
they’re headed for resale to former own- 
ers at the original purchase price unless 
the protests of sportsmen are effective. 


THIS CAT ATTACKED— Most woodsmen 
say a bobcat won’t attack a man, but on 
Cockburn Island on the Ontario side of 
Lake Huron last fall Sidney Bacon of 
Grand Rapids, Mich., ran into one that 
did. 

Set for a deer drive, Bacon was stand- 
ing under a tree at the edge of a swamp. 
At the starting signal, the drivers began 
to bark. Then something hit him between 
the shoulders, and knocked him sprawl- 


ing. 


Half dazed, he twisted around to 
see a big bobcat standing four feet 
away, snarling. Bacon’s back had 
been wrenched in the fall, so he 
couldn't get up, but he reached for 
his rifle and let go a random shot 
at the cat. But stubtail only backed 
away a few feet, still snarling. Ba- 
con hauled himself up on one knee, 
aimed and shot again, dropping the 
cat in its tracks. 


Bacon is sure the cat, a 42-pounder, 
jumped him from the tree overhead. 
Though the hunter’s cap was ripped, 
there wasn’t a scratch on him.—Jim 
McKenna, Grand Rapids Press. 


THE YEAR’S SHORT TALES—Biggest blue- 
gill ever caught in Illinois was taken in 
September by Tom Hunt of Olney, in a 
small lake near there. Weight, 2! 
pounds. 

Herd of 18 bighorn sheep from British 
Columbia stocked in the badlands of 
North Dakota last winter has increased 
to 23. Game men predict limited bighorn 
hunting again one of these days. 

Another drive is under way in In- 
diana to repeal the ban on Sunday hunt- 
ing, and sportsmen are rallying behind 
it.

Another pest fish threatens to be- 
come a headache in the Midwest.

Min- 
now dealers are being alerted and 
new regulations drawn.

year will total nearly 55,000,000. They 
are reared to the best size for survival 
at sea —fingerlings for chinook and 
yearlings for silvers. In addition, mil- 
lions of salmon fry are planted. 


TOPOCK MARSH SHOWDOWN — Look 
for a showdown anytime now in the fight 
over Topock Marsh. Sportsmen and 
wildlife-management leaders in Arizona 
and neighboring states hope they can 
force the U.S. Bureau of Reclamation 
to make good on its agreement to release 
enough Colorado River water to restore 
Topock as a waterfowl wintering and 
resting place. 

John M. Hall, director of Arizona 
Game and Fish Commission, and others 
active in this fight, tell me that they’re 
optimistic for two reasons: 1. Wide- 
spread support by Western sportsmen 
and legislators. 2. Tacit approval of the 
restoration proposal by Ross L. Leffler, 
assistant secretary of the interior for fish 
and wildlife. After making a thorough 
aerial survey of the area, Leffler indi- 
cated a decision should be reached be- 
fore Congress resumes its sessions, 


Topock Marsh, and other natural 
lakes and marshes on the Colorado 
River in the vicinity of Topock, Ariz. 
and Needles, Calif., were once the 
resting and wintering grounds for 
countless thousands of wild ducks 
and geese. Many of the marshes 
were dried up by construction of 
Hoover Dam in 1935, Parker Dam 
in 1938, and by channelization of 
the river by the Bureau of Recla- 
mation. 

What is left of the marsh, wild- 
life experts tell me, has little value 
to waterfowl because there is no 
freshwater inflow. 


In June 1946, Congress authorized 
money for straightening the channei be- 
tween Needles and Topock. Before that, 
the commissioner of the Bureau of Rec- 
lamation and the director of the U.S. 
Fish and Wildlife Service agreed under 
the Co-ordination Act that fish and wild- 
life habitat and facilities destroyed by 
reclamation projects would be “replaced 
or mitigated.” Fish and Wildlife planned 
inlet channels and a diking system, but 
the work was never started. 


Hall says the original Fish and Wild- 
life plan would have restored about 
10,000 acres of marshes north of Needles 
as well as the areas near Topock. Now, 
says Hall, the 10,000 acres have been 
placed under irrigation by private farm- 
ers. The Service reduced its project to 
propose only a flow of water into what 
was once the Powell Lake area, now 
known as Topock Marsh. Most of the 
water diverted from the Colorado River 
would return to the river. Also, fresh- 
water management would permit con- 


trol of salt cedar, cattails, and other 


worthless vegetation. 


Wren Leffler made the air survey 
of the marshes, his guide was O. N. Ar- 
rington, land manager, of the Arizona 
Game and Fish Commission. Also on the 
plane survey were John B. Bennett, di- 
rector of the technical review staff in 
the office of the secretary of the interior; 
Leonard G. Hummel, secretary of the 
California Wildlife Federation, and Dick 
Lee, Phoenix Gazette outdoor columnist. 

“A tipoff on Leffler’s feelings about 
Topock,” Lee reports, “came after a 
prepared address at the Arizona Game 
Protective Association banquet at Wick- 
enburg. Talking extemporaneously, Leff- 
ler sharply disagreed with those who 
claim 35,000 acre-feet of water would 
be diverted from the river if the pro- 
posed restoration were carried out.” 

Arizona water experts estimate only 
5,000 acre-feet would be needed. The 
larger figure has been used by Reclama- 
tion officials in arguing against the res- 
toration. 


Arrington told me the air survey 
showed a tremendous plug of silt 
in the river from Topock for 10 
miles south into the open waters of 
Havasu Lake. ‘This silt is obviously 
the result of the Bureau of Reclama- 
tions ‘river-control’ work,’”’ he said. 
“They‘re expecting a small dredge 
to work in Topock Gorge. When that 
work is done, more wildlife habitat 
will be destroyed, and the water 
lowered about eight feet. The water 
in Topock Marsh will run on down 
into Havasu Lake.” 


ken the salt cedar will take over, 
and an area that through history was a 
winter haven for ducks and geese of the 
Pacific Flyway will be a worthless jungle 
of water-wasting growth. So the millions 
the Bureau of Reclamation is spending 
on channelization will soon result in 
wiping out the old Topock area without 
any actual saving of water.” 

Leaders among organized sportsmen 
hope Leffler and Bennett will be able to 
convince Secretary of the Interior Fred 
A. Seaton that he should use his au- 


thority to divert 20 to 30 cubic feet per | 


second into Topock Marsh in the im- 
mediate future. If this isn’t done, the 
sportsmen are determined to carry the 
fight to Congress by recommending a cut 
in the Bureau’s budget to eliminate the 
channelization work along the Colorado 
River until the Topock Marsh problem 
is resolved. 


Recalling fabulous honker hunting 
in the Topock area before Hoover 
Dam was built, | checked with Hall 
about comparative waterfowl-census 
totals. In January 1950, before 
channelization stopped the flow of 
fresh water into the marsh, a sur- 
vey showed 2,500 Canada (Great 
Basin) geese and 1,200 snow geese.

Restoration of the Topock Marsh, 
together with this year’s complete ban 
on shooting of Canada geese in Cali- 
fornia’s Imperial County and in the east- 
ern portions of Riverside and San Ber- 
nardino Counties, along the Colorado 
River, should ultimately result in much 
better shooting for this prized species. 
The closed season was prompted by the 
sharp decline in the number of Canada 
geese wintering in the area in recent 
years. Aerial survey counts in 1952 
showed 2,500 honkers wintering in Im- 
perial Valley, but by January of this 
year the number had dropped to 800. 

Director Hall also warns that eradica- 
tion of the natural feeding grounds in 
Topock will greatly increase crop dam- 
age on irrigated farms of the Imperial 
Valley, where the federal government 
has spent $2,000,000 and California a 
comparable amount to reduce crop dam- 
age. 
“Federal and state funds,” he says, 
“have been used to develop and main- 
tain large waterfowl nesting areas in 
most of the western states north of the 
Needles-Topock area. It seems unrealis- 
tic for one government agency to ex- 
pend funds to provide summer nesting 
grounds, another government agency to 
expend funds to eradicate natural winter 
feeding grounds, and then the same tax- 
payers be forced to spend additional 
millions to alleviate damage to irrigated 
croplands which are the only alternate 
sources of food for the waterfowl popu- 
lations.”

Good Compromise Rifle 


Question: I’ve about decided to buy a .243 
Winchester Model 70 rifle and 6X scope to use 
in hunting both varmints and deer. Do you 
think this is a good choice; also, what length 
barrel do you think would best fit the bill? 
—John T. Roberts, N.C. 


Answer: I think you will find the Model 70 
Featherweight rifle in .243 W.C.F. caliber an 
excellent compromise for varmints and deer. 
I said compromise. I can think of more effi- 
cient rifles, but I’d have a tough time thinking 
of a better compromise. 

I had a similar Model 70 and did extensive 
shooting with it. The suberb accuracy it gave 
for a lightweight ride was surprising. Groups 
ran from 34 in. to 1% in., and that’s good shoot- 
ing in anybody’s rifle. 

A 6X scope is a little shy of field and has a 
bit too much magnification for most deer shoot- 
ing. For serious varmint shooting I prefer 8X 
or 10X. However, 6X is a very fine compromise. 

If you should decide to go to the standard- 
weight Model 70, I think you would undoubted- 
ly get a little smaller groups, but at the expense 
of a heavier rifle to carry. I seriously doubt 
that the heavy-barreled varmint rifle with a 
26-in. barrel would give you much better groups 
than would a carefully tuned-up standard weight 
with 24-in. barrel.—J.O’C. 


Rifle Closes Hard 


Question: The bolt on my .270 J.C. Higgins 
Model 50 closes quite hard when the chamber is 
loaded. What does this mean.—Joe Andrews, 
Wash. 


Answer: The fact that your rifle closes hard 
probably means that the ammunition you are 
using is maximum and that the chamber in your 
.270 is minimum. Another brand of ammunition, 
or another lot of ammunition of the same brand, 
might have cases that would run smaller and 
the bolt would close easier. 

I am quite certain that the High Standard 
people, who make the J. C. Higgins Model 50, 
have gauged the chamber with space gauges and 
that it is O.K. That is routine in the manu- 
facture of bolt-action rifles.—J.O’C. 


Mightiest Handgun 


Question: I say the world’s most potent 
handgun is the .357 Magnum, whereas a friend 
says it’s the .44 Magnum. Who is right?— 
Bruce Farrar, Ohio. 


Answer: Your friend wins, for the .44 Mag- 
num cartridge is by far the most powerful. The 
.44 Magnum drives a 240-gr. bullet at a muzzle 
velocity of 1,570 feet per second with 1,310 foot 
pounds of muzzle energy. That’s almost twice 
as much as the .357, which uses a 158-gr. bullet 
at a muzzle velocity of 1,430 f.p.s. with 717 foot 
pounds of muzzle energy.—J.O’C. 


No. 4’s for Large Ducks 


Question: At a good shooting distance, which 
shot will get more ducks, No. 4 or No. 74%4?— 
Raymond L. Davies, Md. 


Answer: According to experiments by West- 
ern Cartridge, No. 4 shot is the best all-around 
shot for the larger ducks. However, one would 
probably get lesser scaup and more teal with 
No. 7%.—J.O’C. 


Perfectly Safe 


Question: Is it O.K. to shoot 234-in. 20 
gauge Magnum shells in a Winchester Model 
24 double with 234-in. chambers?—Arthur W. 
Coy, Mo. 


Answer: It’s perfectly safe.—J.O’C.

such a trap because they take bait with 
their paws instead of with the mouth. 


Coons getting caught by the paw? 
We had a bit of trouble with fishers in 
that respect. We completely overcame 
it by setting the trigger at such a 
height that the fisher touched it with 
his withers trying to pass its head 
through the trap to reach the porcupine 
meat in the back of the cubby. I reckon 
I'll catch any raccoon in like manner. 
It can’t spring the trap with its paw for 
the trigger bar will be above. 


I can’t understand how a professional 
trapper would prefer a bait-stick type 
of trigger to the standard, common, 
and most practical trap pan, which may 
be stepped on by any one of four feet 
to spring the trap. Mink and weasel 
in particular can very easily go through 
a device like the Conibear trap with- 
out tripping it. It is mainly practical 
if the trapper confines his trapping to 
bait sets. 


S answer on raccoon above. Last 
winter almost all our carnivorous 
fur bearers were caught in a similar 
way. Much trouble was caused by 
birds, weasels, and other small fry 
pecking and tugging away at the 
frozen bait on the trigger bar, and we 
found we had just as good a catch by 
setting the bar high enough so that 
any animal had to pass its head 
through the trap to reach the bait or 
scent. Set this way, the trap was dead- 
ly on a running pole. And of course 
birds and such could pass beneath the 
trigger of a lynx, bobcat, or other 
large-animal set without springing it. 


I will be amazed if this trap will 
catch a single timber wolf or coyote, 
or many foxes. Of course, foxes in 
northern Canada have not been noted 
for their intelligence (and I mean reds, 
silvers, and crosses) as have the foxes 
in the heavily trapped eastern U. S. A. 
From what I read about the Arctic 
white or blue fox, I would say they are 
on a par with marten. For the larger 
and more intelligent animals even an- 
other 300 years will not solve the prob- 
lem of the inhumanity of the steel trap, 
I am sorry to say. 


For the past two seasons I have done 
all my trapping with the Conibear. The 
new trap has already taken lynx and 
bobcat in good numbers and, if proper- 
ly set I, and other trappers, can guar- 
antee it on such animals. That goes 
for raccoon too. It has taken coyotes, 
but has not been used on them in suffi- 
cient numbers for me to guarantee it. 
Anyway, here in Canada the coyote is 
classed as a predator, not a fur bearer. 
For the last 12 years its pelt has had no 
value in the fur trade. These traps 
have caught cougars, too, but were not 
strong enough to hold the big animals. 
Yet I feel that anything can be taken 
in one of them if it can be made power- 
ful enough and still be set.—Eric Col- 
lier, Riske Creek, British Columbia, 
Canada.

Big-Game Bullets 


| bce been in this slot too long and had 
too many letters from too many 
hunters ever to kid myself that anyone 
is ever going to make a big-game bul- 
let that pleases everyone. 

One week I had a letter from a load- 
ing company ballistician who said one 
of his firm’s new 6 mm. bullets was be- 
ing criticized because it gave too much 
penetration, went clear through the 
antelope and deer it was tried on, and 
didn’t kill quickly enough. Same week 
a letter came from a famous Wyoming 
outfitter and guide saying the same 
bullets opened toc quickly and tore up 
too much meat. Guess it depends on 
where you sit. 

The same outfitter also wrote that 
many of his customers this year were 
armed with .300 Magnum rifles, and 
that the .300’s wounded more game than 
all other calibers put together. Reason, 
he said, was not that the .300 lacked 
killing power, but that the customers 
were afraid of their rifles and flinched. 


Africa vs. Our Game 


O ne of the most puzzling and persist- 
ent pieces of folklore I’ve ever 
run into is the tale that African game, 
pound for pound, is harder to kill than 
game elsewhere, particularly in North 
America. 

Why this should be I don’t know. I 
suspect, however, that the theory had 
its origin in the fact that Africa 
swarms with predators, and animals 
there seem to know that the moment 
they start to leak blood some flesh- 
eater is after them. Hence, the 
wounded African animal is less likely 
to lie down than the North American 
animal. 

I’m no authority on African game, 
but I’ve hunted some, shot some, and 
seen some shot. An African animal hit 
in the shoulder or through the lungs 
with a bullet of adequate weight, veloc- 
ity, and construction goes down quickly. 
But an animal with a broken leg or 
one hit too far back will give the hunter 
a chase—just as he will in this country. 

There are exceptions, but generally 
the larger an animal is the harder it is 
to kill. Over here a deer is harder to 
kill than a coyote, a coyote harder than 
a jackrabbit, an elk harder that a deer. 
An African impala is about as heavy 
as an average American whitetail and 
about as hard to kill. An eland, largest 





of the African antelope, is about the 
size of one of the smaller American 
moose and no more difficult to knock 
over. The roan antelope is about as 
large as a bull elk, and a bullet and shot 
placement that will take care of an elk 
will take care of a roan. A big lion is 
about as heavy as a smallish grizzly 
bear and certainly no more difficult to 
kill. 

The elephant, rhino, and Cape buffalo 
are heavy, thick-skinned animals that 
take plenty of killing, and there’s noth- 
ing comparable to them in North 
America. 

Stories of the incredible toughness of 
African game arose partly because of 
the habit of wounded animals to keep 
moving and partly because of a need 
for alibis. A hunter on safari often gets 
buck fever. Sometimes he’s not much 
of a shot and, incredible as it may seem, 
many men fire their first shots at big 
game in Africa. Expecting them to be 
skilled with rifles is expecting too much, 
and when they have sticky experiences 
they salve their consciences by telling 
themselves African game has “great 
vitality.” 

Many of those who actually believe 
this myth are men who've shot little or 
no North American or African game. 
African white hunters who have never 
killed so much as an American chip- 
munk firmly believe it and almost al- 
ways repeat it to clients. 

An American taking a safari will 
find that if he places his bullets right 
he'll get game. If he doesn’t he’ll be in 
trouble—just as he would if he were 
home. 


.275 H. & H. Dope 


f Sona Shelhamer of Dowagiac, Mich., 
dean of American custom stock- 
makers, writes that while custom-made 
American rifles for the .275 Holland & 
Holland Magnum cartridge have al- 
ways been made with normal 7 mm. 
bore and groove diameters of .276 and 
.285-.286, British rifles are made with 
groove diameter and bullet size of .288- 
.289 like the obsolete .280 Ross. He 
adds that use of British ammunition 
in American-made rifles causes ex- 
cessive pressure.

The others had made their kills like the 
experts they were, and now my cold belly 


pressed against the ice, and it was... 


Desk Hand 
vs. Polar Bear 


Hakon Godtliebsen, lying on the ice beside me. 

Accompanied by shoulder shrugs and appropriate 
facial expressions, they meant, “Don’t shoot.” They 
could have meant, ‘Don’t shoot yet.” I didn’t know, 
because we didn’t speak the same language, and “hold”’ 
was one of Hakon’s few words of English. 

I did know that a majestic, trophy-size polar bear was 
in full view less than 200 yards away, presenting a per- 
fect shot, and I wasn’t shooting. I lay there motionless 
instead, every button on my coat front touching the ice. 
My rifle, scope, and eye were lined up, the crosshairs 
were on the bear’s big white shoulder, and my right 


H OLD, HOLD.” These words came in a whisper from 


index finger twitched on the trigger—but Hakon said 
“Hold” and I held. 

The strain on my nervous system was terrific. I'd 
planned this moment for a year and traveled some 6,000 
miles—by rail to New York, plane to Glasgow, London, 
and Oslo, and thence by plane and bus to Tromso, Nor- 
way. The last leg was by boat to this spot 100 miles 
from any land and at least 400 miles from any other 
human beings. It had all been done just for this chance 
to shoot, and I didn’t see how I could possibly be 
restrained—but I was. I lay there panting like a 
marathon runner at the finish line, my alertness 
factor rising to at least 500 percent above normal,

and all I could do was admire the bear and wait. 

It all started about a year ago last July when, upon 
returning home from a whale-hunting expedition on 
Hudson Bay, I read “Bears of Svalbard,” a polar bear 
story, in OUTDOOR LIFE. Then I learned that Norwegian 
polar bear hunting trips are handled by a man named 
Odd Berg in Tromso, and can be arranged through your 
local travel agent. 

In a fast round of letters and phone calls, I talked 
three old friends into going with me. They were George 
Henderson, sales manager for Century Electric Com- 
pany, St. Louis, a companion of eight previous hunting 
expeditions; Chester Morrison, manager of international 
sales for the York Division of Borg-Warner Corpora- 
tion, New York, and John Yenter, of Tyrone, Pa., a 
building contractor and Pennsylvania Dutchman like 
myself. They’re three of the finest, and just what it took 
to round out a good hunting expedition. 


} a 60-year-old professional customer, in other words 
a purchasing agent for a refrigeration firm, and I 
confess to being just a paper shuffler. That makes me, 
professionally, a desk hand, so I can never hope to be an 
expert hunter. I consider myself a rank amateur who 
depends upon the skill of a native guide who knows the 


country and the game. (Some readers may remember 
my two previous stories for OUTDOOR LirxE, “Desk Hand 
in the Yukon,” January, 1956, and “Desk Hand Afloat,”’ 
November, 1956. ) 

The four of us met our chartered boat last July at 
Tromso, and we found the Havella (named for an arctic 
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bird) to be a very seaworthy Norwegian ketch, 57-feet 
long, powered by a 150-horsepower Diesel engine, and 
carrying roughly 1,000 square feet of sail. The crew 
was made up of five men, headed by Hakon Godtliebsen, 
a Norwegian-registered shipmaster who also was navi- 
gator, hunter, sportsman, and a true gentleman com- 
manding a crew of gentlemen. He was supported by a 
first mate, an ice pilot, an engineer, and a steward. 

All crew members were from the northern tip of 
Norway in or near Tromso, Each carried a Norwegian 
license to sail the seas in his specialty, and each was a 
natural philosopher, as are most men who spend a large 
part of their lives in desolate areas. They specialized in 
the arctic, and knew how to get through the ice. We 
found out later that the best crew possible was none 
too good for hunting in the arctic. 

We lived on the Havella during the entire trip, and 
while our quarters were small they were comfortable. 
In fact, they bordered on the luxurious, with good berths 
and hot showers. 

The food, too, was excellent. Aage Rotvolt, our 
steward, was a fine cook, and though he didn’t speak a 
word of English, he somehow anticipated our likes and 
dislikes and catered to our whims and fancies. 

We had smorgasbord every day, with sylteflesk, 
kalvesus, fleskepolse, leverpostei, and other such deli- 
cacies. We could only guess what we were eating, but 
each dish was recommended first by its appearance, 
then more convincingly by its taste. 

I’d heard that Norwegians have about 240 ways of 
preparing herring, and now I believe it. We had it

smoked, spiced, and curried, and with cream sauce, dill 
sauce, egg sauce, wine sauce, tomato sauce, and sauces 
we couldn’t recognize, 

In addition, there’d be spiced mackerel, jellied eel, 
crab meat, shrimp, herring salad, sardines with savory 
rice, and anchovies. There’d also be the hot courses 
mackerel, halibut, flounder, cod, and the American 
standards like beefsteak, veal, roast beef, ham, and 
pork, Aage baked bread, pies, and cakes daily. The 
only thing short was ice cream, and nobody remembered 
to miss it. 


he effect of all this rich food was always nicely 

balanced by a tightening course of the best cow’s 
milk and goat’s milk cheeses between Copenhagen and 
the North Pole. We ate like that four times a day, even 
at breakfast, which usually would start with a soft- 
boiled egg instead of soup. 

And there was no trouble in keeping the food, since 
we already were in the world’s largest refrigerator. 
Stored on deck and hung in the rigging, it would keep 
for months. Seldom did the temperature go above freez- 
ing, and then for only short periods when the sun was 
to the south. 

Now we were east of Norway’s Spitsbergen, south- 
west of Russia’s Franz Josef Land, and immediately 
south of Kong Karls Land. For days we’d seen nothing 
but water, ice, fog, and each other. We were separated 
from Norway by hundreds of miles of the rough waters 
of the Barents Sea. There was less than 750 miles, 
mostly ice, between us and the North Pole, and we were

in the ice floes, the ice-breaking-up area north of which 
there is only solid ice, and south of which there is only 
open water. Here the surface is about half water and 
half ice, 

Our captain had piloted us through 800 miles of gale- 
ridden sea, and Jens Olsen, our ice pilot, had worked us 
through miles of treacherous floes—just for this mo- 
ment. Now Mr. Godtliebsen said, “Hold, hold,” and 
made motions and faces at me as we lay on the ice 
freezing our bellies. 

But my brakes held. Later I found out from our first 
mate and interpreter, Peder Andreassen, that the polar 
bear is an extremely curious animal that might walk up 
close to you and give you a better shot. 

Not being in on the big secret then, I was startled to 
see the bear move about nervously and then start walk- 
ing toward us. Of course, I knew that the big white 
bear isn’t ferocious and won’t attack a man unless 
driven to it by starvation. It says so in the book of 
instructions that comes with the bear. But for the life 
of me, looking through my telescopic sights, I couldn’t 
tell by his expression or otherwise whether he was well 
fed or not, so I was nervous. As he came closer and 
closer I kept the crosshairs on his nose, and I could see 
no signs of a stray crumb from his last meal. By now 
I was gently caressing the trigger of my .375 Winchester 
H. & H. Magnum, but still holding off, as Hakon kept 
repeating this one English word in my right ear— 
“Hold, hold.” 

I began to wonder whether Hakon knew the meaning 
of the word, and if he really didn’t want to say, “Shoot, 
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Horse-drawn vehicles are still used extensively in Tromso 


shoot.” It all gave me too much time to think, and my 
mind was racing with the speed of the wind blowing 
directly at us from the North Pole, which by this time 
was beginning to seem a good deal closer. 

I remembered how we'd cut cards for the order of 
shooting, and how each hunter had accepted the verdict. 
I'd seen the other hunters crown themselves with glory: 
Yenter, the expert, had come through true to form; 
Henderson we were now calling “One-Shot Henderson,” 
and Morrison, an expert on rifles of many nations, had 
provided a thrill by catching the bolt action of his rifle 
on his coat at a critical moment. But, as expected, he 
came out of the fumble to make a perfect kill, just as 
I, his back-up man, was about ready to start shooting. 

During this time I’d supported the others by burning 
blubber on the Havella to create the horrible smell sup- 
posed to entice bears to show themselves. To further 
tax my patience, when it came my turn, a cold wind off 
the northern ice met some air warmed by the Gulf 
Stream and we were buried in a pea-soup fog. We 
floated idly in the floes for days, developing ulcers as 
we waited for the fog to lift. 

Living in constant daylight also put us under strain. 
In the 31 days of July we never saw the sun set, and 
often hunted and worked the clock around. We had a 
big meal every six hours, so there was little to warn us 
of the passing of time until weakness, or even exhaus-

tion, took over. Then a check would show we’d had no 
sleep in from 24 to 48 hours. The midnight sun is a 
wonderful phenomenon, but we found it hard to quit and 
go to bed while it was still shining. 

But, getting back to my cold belly button on the ice 
and the bear in front of me, it dawned on me that I was 
performing like a typical desk hand and not at all like 
the three expert hunters who’d taken their turns before 
me.

hen it suddenly occurred to-me that this bear had 

never seen a man, He’d never seen anything his 
equal, because there’s nothing in the arctic that preys on 
him or even bothers him. Never having met an equal, 
much less a superior, he fears nothing, and he is truly 
the King of the Arctic. Many mammalogists feel that 
either the polar or the grizzly bear is king of all ani- 
mals, and the other is runner-up. To me the so-called 
King of Beasts, the lion, is so inferior to both—in size, 
strength, stamina, and courage—-that he seems to be 
just a big, overgrown house cat. 

I knew all this, but it failed completely to help the 
situation.

I thought I'd catch pneumonia, if anything, but 
this was fishing to make one forget the cold 


from a gloomy January sky 

when I left Eureka, but a 
warm sense of anticipation crept 
over me. I was in the north-Califor- 
nia lair of those wild wanderers 
known as steelheads. This is the time 
of year, when rivers of the region 
are swollen with rain, that rainbow 
trout which took off as children to 
roam the Pacific return to their 
birthplaces as adults to spawn. 

But when I saw the muddy swirl 
of the Eel River where it dumps into 
the ocean near Fortuna, my good 
feeling disappeared. I was sure no 
self-respecting steelhead would 
strike in water as dirty as that. 

The drizzle eased as I drove south 
between cathedrallike vaults of giant 
redwoods. Occasionally, I caught a 
glimpse of the Eel, surging and 
twisting through the eternal twilight 
of the trees, I tried to convince my-

self that the farther upriver I got, 
the clearer the water became. Sure 
enough, when I reached Garberville, 
just before dusk, the river had be- 
come a pale turquoise. 

In town, I parked in front of 
Fred’s Store, run by Bill Brown and 
his Son Darrell, long-time hunting 
and fishing friends of mine. 


B ill greeted me as I entered. “Sure 
glad to see you, John, and I'll bet 
there’s only one reason you’re here 
and that’s steelheads. Right?” 

I grinned. “Something like that, 
but I suppose you'll give me the old 
line that I should have been here 
last week ?”

A remote pond with trout so big 
they'd tow a raft? I didn’t believe 
it till I went in and saw for myself 


HEN THE JULY 1955 issue of OuTDOOR LIFE 
hit the newsstands three summers ago, a story 

\ \ in it by John Keats, “Adirondack Adventure,” 
kicked off a long and more than occasionally heated 
debate among the patrons of Danny Malmed’s Broad- 
way Army & Navy Store in Albany, N. Y. 

Keats’s story concerned a remote pond in the Adiron- 
dacks that was owned by a bear and had brook trout in 
it that were big enough to tow a raft—and did. 

Danny’s place has among its clientele many fisher- 
men who make this their spare-hour rendezvous. The 
hard core of his fishing clientele is an inner group of 
what I call remote ponders—fellows who spend a lot of 
time and sweat looking for and fishing forgotten ponds 
back in the woods where the native brookies haven't 
seen an artificial since split bamboo was the latest 
thing in rods. 

The remote ponders started the debate. Some insisted 
that Keats’s pond was there. Others insisted that there 
wasn’t any such pond, and that Keats was just telling 
the kiddies a bedtime story. 

I’m a remote ponder too, but I didn’t get into the 
debate until after it had been sizzling for several days. 
I hadn’t got round to reading Keats’s story, when 
Danny himself buttonholed me and practically com- 
manded me to tell him where the pond was. 

The reason he picked on me was that I work for the 
New York State Conservation Department. Danny 
figured I had a better chance of locating Keats’s pond 
than an outsider would. 

I read the story. In it Keats said the pond was only 
10 miles as the crow flies off New York’s Route 8, that 
it was across a mountain ridge that had a pair of ponds 
at its foot, and that from those ponds it was only seven 
or eight miles to the Sacandaga River. With that to go 
on, sleuthing out the pond’s general location was easy. 
But pinpointing it was something else again. Here’s 
where my conservation department background helped. 

You see, every spring we’re bombarded with letters 
from fishermen who want to be told where they can 
get away from it all. I checked a few remote wilderness 
areas where we almost never send people because they’d 
more than likely get lost, and hit pay dirt. 

“There isn’t any such pond,” I told Danny after I’d 
completed my research, ‘“‘and I’ll prove it by following 
the directions Keats doesn’t give, and I’ll find it. Then

I'll fish it, and prove that his yarn is a fairy story by 
catching some lunkers out of his pond.” 

Inconsistent? Slightly wacky? Well, didn’t I admit 
that I’m a remote ponder? After a while you get like 
that. 

Locating the pond on the map had been routine, but 
figuring how to get in to it, with camping and fishing 
gear, was tough. Studying and restudying the map, I 
always came up with the same glum outlook—a dozen 
miles or more of hard walking. The map showed a 
couple of tote roads wandering about the area, but I 
couldn’t count on them being of much use to me. Brush 
and briers grow fast on unused woods roads. * 

“All right,” I told myself. “If there’s no other way 
of getting there I’ll walk.” 

But two years slipped by before I got the chance. 
Then with Memorial Day weekend coming up last May, 
I called a former coworker of mine, David G. Allen (the 
Cornell University ornithologist who took those swell 
ruffed grouse pictures for the November 1956 OUTDOOR 
{irE) and propositioned him on the trip. “Sure,” he 
avreed. “You name time and place...” 

My “day after tomorrow” answer almost floored him, 
Lut he was game. I named a town to meet at that 
\Vednesday evening, we decided on some other details, 
and hung up to break the news to our respective wives. 

Driving to our rendezvous, I stopped off in Glovers- 
ville, N. Y., to see a friend who’d told me he’d been to 
Keats’ pond. To my relief, he said that the old tote 
roads on the map still were semipassable, and that 
probably Dave and I could drive our station wagons 
part of the way in. 


got to our meeting place around 8 p. m., and while 

I was waiting for Dave I did some last-minute shop- 
ping for such stuff as butter, bacon, coffee, sugar, and 
salt. For our principal meals I’d brought along dehy- 
drated meal kits, packaged in heat and waterproof 
aluminum foil, enough to last four days. Our grub 
weighed a little more than 10 pounds. » 

When Dave showed up, we talked a while, then bedded 
down in our station wagons, A little after 7 o’clock next 
morning we were on our way.

Lying in a fold of high ridges, pond covers about 12 acres 
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For about five miles the road was reasonably good. 
Then we crossed a bridge over what likely had been a 
good trout stream 50 years ago. A few hundred yards 
beyond it the road split, and our troubles began. 

My Gloversville friend had gone into detail about the 
road we were on, but three years hed gone by since he’d 
been in there. Maybe he didn’t reme:ber,, or maybe I 
didn’t hear him right. Anyhow, when we cate to where 
the road forked we didn’t know which way to go. One 
fork was overgrown and looked untraveled; the other 
was less overgrown but there was a big blow-down 
smack across it. 


e grabbed our axes and jumped out to do some 
W chopping, but first we did some scouting. A few 
hundred feet along the fork with the blow-down across 
it, we found what looked like fairly recent jeep tracks. 
We decided to take that fork. As it turned out, it was 
the right road, though we weren’t sure of that for 
some time. 

The road was hemmed in by a tangle of briers, pin 
cherry, and young aspen. Brush was all we saw for 
three jolting miles. Then we came to a stream, with a 
deserted cabin on the far bank. The road ahead climbed 
steeply, washed and gutted by recent rains. 

We decided to leave Dave’s wagon near the cabin, 
and transferred his duffel to mine. Then we put in a 
hard half hour filling in a washout and moving big 
stones. After the road-mending job my wagon grudg- 
ingly inched its way over the hump, its wheels spinning 
in the loose gravel. 

It took us two hours to go the next two miles, with 
Dave walking every foot, shifting rocks, and keeping 
his eye peeled for oil-pan crunchers lurking in tall grass 
in the middle of the road. 

After about a mile we came to a log bridge over a 
small stream. Inspection showed it to be too rotten to 
support the weight of the wagon, and we had to cut six- 
inch logs to replace its decayed timbers. That took 
almost a half hour. When it was finished, I drove very 
slowly over the bridge, with my heart in my mouth, 
visualizing the bill I’d get if I had to be towed out. 

But the bridge stood up, and we continued on our

way. As we climbed we’d bog down every 50 yards or 
so, and have to back downhill to get a fresh start. The 
only reason we kept going was that we couldn’t find a 
place where we could turn around. 

Eventually the question of what we should do was 
decided for us by an impassable blow-down across the 
road. Maybe it was just as well we couldn’t drive farther 
—the radiator was boiling over and we stopped in a 
cloud of steam. 

We unloaded the wagon, shouldered our packs, and 
started walking. The packs included camping gear, 
fishing tackle, cameras, grub, and a two-man Air Force 
surplus inflatable boat weighing 25 pounds. The duffel 
made a 40-50 pound load for each of us. 


alf a mile along the road we came to the last land- 
H mark my Gloversville friend had told me about— 
a tumble-down horse stable, relic of lumbering days. 

That was our real jump-off. We dropped our packs, 
got out the map and figured a compass course that 
should take us around the mountain that loomed ahead. 
We'd follow the uphill side of the valley to stay out of 
alders and beaver swamp. 

We loaded up again, and went on. After a while we 
came to where a little stream entered a beaver pond, 
and we stopped to talk things over. The way it looked, 
we'd save time by going right over the mountain in- 
stead of skirting it. Once we hit the top, our pond 
wouldn’t be far away, and the going would be all down- 
hill. 

An overgrown skid road angled up the mountain. We 
followed it until it petered out, then followed a narrow, 
steep game trail. We climbed slowly, stopping every 75 
feet or so to catch our breath. An hour later we reached 
the foot of the steep part of the slope. Now we had to 
do some real climbing, directly for the notch in the 
ridge. 

Finally we sweated our way through the notch, and 
scrambled on top of a 12-foot boulder to orient our- 
selves. We had a grand view of a wide sweep of country 
—but didn’t see our pond. 
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The car quit at tote road’s end and we hit the trail on foot 


We got out the map. It showed streams at the foot 
of the mountain. One flowed north, the other south. A 
low saddle divided the two. The north-flowing stream 
emptied into the outlet of the hidden pond. 

It was only 700 feet down to the siream, but it took 
us two hours to get to it! 

Down timber slowed us up, but, to add to our grief, 
the mountainside was stratified with 10-foot-high rock 
ledges about 75 feet apart. But by crawling under, over, 
and climbing down trees, and edging around the ledges, 
we hit bottom and the stream. Weary of our packs, we 
just sat and rested. 

After a while I saw an expression of incredulity come 
over Dave’s sweat-streaked, bug-bitten face. 

“What’s the matter?” I asked. 

“Hell!” he snapped. “Look at the stream.” 

I looked, but didn’t see anything wrong. Then a half 
minute later I did, and groaned. The dog-gone thing 
was flowing the wrong way! 

What had happened was that in coming through that 
devilish blow-down on the mountainside, we’d deviated 
too far from our course and hit the wrong stream. We 
had crossed the saddle on the south side and hit the 
south-flowing stream. There was nothing to do but 
climb back over the saddle and go the other way. 

Though it was now after five p. m., we wearily 
shouldered our packs and climbed our way back and 
found the north-flowing stream. According to the map, 
it hit the pond’s outlet stream about half a mile below 
the pond. By following it, we thought we could make 
the pond by 7 o’clock. So we followed the runlet. After 
battling our way through blow-downs and brush the 
well-padded bear path that paralleled it made traveling 
a pleasure—almost. 

We studied the map again, looking for a shortcut. I 
thought that if we could hit the saddle between a large 
mountain and a smaller one we could save ourselves 
nearly a mile of walking, and drop right down on the 
pond, 

About half past six we separated. Dave was to con-

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A Record Twice Lost

N | OBODY COULD have predicted the outcome of 

that bighorn hunt, and though I saw it with my 

own eyes, it’s still hard to believe. It was amaz- 

ing, sometimes shattering, and I have the memories and 
the sears to prove it. 

I’d been in touch with Phimister Proctor, the famous 
sculptor, by letter during the early summer months of 
1912 and discussed the possibility of a sheep hunt with 
him. He planned to come West on a trip primarily to 
get art material on the Plains Indians—a trip he hoped 
to conclude with a sheep hunt. But he didn’t confirm his 
plans, and when October rolled around with no further 
word from him, I gave up the idea of guiding him into 
the ram country. : 

Toward the end of October, I was in Pincher Creek, 
Alberta, buying up six months’ supplies to keep my 
family over the winter at our ranch on Cottonwood 
Creek, 30 miles south of the railroad. The trip took two 
days by wagon, so I stayed in the hotel in town over- 
night. 

About six o’clock in the morning someone knocked 
on my door, “I’m Phimister Proctor,” said the stranger. 
“J just got in on the train. When do we start the sheep 
hunt ?” 

Trying to hide my surprise, I did some quick figuring 
and told him we could start next day. “‘That’ll leave us 
four days’ hunting till the end of sheep season,’ I said. 

We had breakfast together, then I went to load my 
supplies. Soon we were heading over the winding wagon 
road toward my ranch, with the sculptor’s gear stowed 
on the load. He had only a bedroll, a folding portfolio of 
art supplies, and a cased rifle. I'll never forget that rifle. 

It was an 8 mm. Mannlicher-Schoenauer carbine with 
a 20-inch barrel stocked to the muzzle. The rifle was 
fully engraved by the best European craftsmen, with 
the owner’s name in fine gold-inlaid scrollwork on the 
trigger guard, and a hunting scene in gold on the maga- 
zine floorplate. For sights it had a folding peep dove- 
tailed into the cocking piece, and an ivory bead at the 
muzzle. The outfit was brand new. As we traveled, he 
told me about it. { 

Some years earlier, in the 90’s, he’d finished wérk on 
an equestrian group done in bronze—a statue com- 
memorating General Sherman—located in New York 
City. Proctor had been working with the famous Augus- 
tus Saint-Gaudens, who specialized in sculpturing 
human figures. Phimister Proctor was the recognized 
authority on animal figures, so Saint-Gaudens con- 
tracted him to work on the horses. Saint-Gaudens was 
so pleased with Proctor’s work that he presented him 
with this fine custom rifle as a gift. 
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While Proctor took great pride in owning the rifle, he 
admitted he didn’t know a thing about it and hadn’t 
even fired it. He’d been raised in Colorado and had 
grown up with Winchester lever-action rifles. His 
favorite hunting arm was a venerable, much-used .35 
Model 95 Winchester, which he’d left home, I assured 
him he’d have a chance to try out his new rifle on a 
target before we started the hunt. 

After breakfast next morning, I pasted a six-inch 
bullseye on the side of a five-gallon coal-oil can, and 
set it up on a slope behind the cabin. While I loaded 
our gear and grub on the packhorses, Proctor fired a 
few shots to check his rifle. I was pulling the last dia- 
mond hitch down snug when he came to the corral 
smiling. The rifle was shooting as well as he was able 
to hold it, he said, and the last three shots had grouped 
in the bull at 200 yards. 

So we swung into our saddles and rode through the 
rolling poplar bluffs, heading for the mountains. It was 
a clear, golden fall day with a gentle warm wind blow- 
ing off the peaks. I led the way up a winding trail into 
the mouth of Yarrow Creek Canyon—the best bighorn- 
sheep range in the country at the time, for it wasn’t 
hunted by the Indians, 

The Stoneys, a mountain tribe, weren’t confined to a 
reservation then; they wandered through the Rockies 
of western Alberta living off the country. Armed with 
ancient .44/40 and .30/30 rifles, they used a driving 
system that was deadly. The men would hide on the 
game trails on the high shoulders and passes surround- 
ing a canyon, while the squaws, youngsters, and numer- 
ous dogs beat out the bottoms and side basins with un- 
godly yowling and barking. Deer and sheep would some- 
times be slaughtered in piles on a restricted pass. I once 
saw a train of 40 packhorses loaded with buckskin and 
dried jerky that these Indians had bagged this way. 
But Yarrow Creek Canyon was taboo with the Indians. 
They feared the grizzlies, 


NE spring, years before, a Stoney band had camped 

there on a meadow. They were trying to run from 
smallpox, which had struck their winter camp on the 
Bow River near Banff. When spring came, a bunch of 
the survivors stampeded south trying to escape from 
the mysterious evil. But they brought it with them and 
soon the camp on Yarrow Creek was rotten with small- 
pox. The Indians were so demoralized that they merely 
dragged their dead into the nearby willows. 

In the spring, grizzlies are ravenous and like nothing 
better than carrion. The sun was warm and the valley 
reeked of rotting flesh; the big bears started feeding on 
dead Indians. When they ran out of dead ones, one or 
two bolder grizzlies began eating sick Indians, and even 
went for the few healthy ones, These panicked and 
left the camp. To this day (continued on page 96) 
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As I slid I grabbed desperately for a handhold, and from the 
corner of my eye I saw the big head tumbling into the clouds

The Varying Hare

HINGS WERE really getting hot in the snow- 
| ‘cnocked evergreen swamp. Even the weather 
seemed suddenly warmer. Over in the laurel tangle 
beyond the brook Dick Fowler’s young beagle, Mac, was 
whooping it up along the smoking trail of a snowshoe 
hare. Dick was crouched beside a stump 100 yards 
away, and I knew that his backbone was twanging like 
my own. But this time Mac was ringing my number. 
Sliding cautiously from behind a hemlock, I yanked 
my mitten off wih my teeth and held my gun ready as I 
strained to see into the thick brush. A lump of snow 
showered down from a low bush, and instinctively I 
clicked my safety off. I was jumpy, for just 30 yards 
away Mac was laying it on the line with all stops out. 
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The way he sounded the hare had to be here right now. 

A sudden movement caught my anxiously roving eyes 
and I jerked the gun up, only to discover an instant 
later that I had a bead on Mac’s head. He burst into 
view between two junipers 20 feet away, swerved to the 
right and disappeared, bugling indignantly. That 
streaking swamp ghost ahead of him had practically 
run into me and then vanished without giving me a 
glimpse of its snowy form. 

The racketing chase faded deep into the tangled 
swamp and then circled back from the other side. 
Twenty minutes later I heard the thud of Dick’s auto- 
loader, muffled in the snowy woods. The hound music 
broke off suddenly, as though someone had thrown a 



























































switch. Soon Dick slogged up with the snowshoe dan- 
gling at his side. 

“This fellow could have made a good living at the 
greyhound track,” he said, tossing the bunny on the 
snow. “I could have sworn he was heading right for you 
a while back.” 

“So could I,” I said, and let the subject drop. 

But I wasn’t really disappointed. Things like that had 
happened before, and actually it’s this unpredictable, 
throw-away-the-book element in snowshoe-rabbit hunt- 
ing that makes it the top winter sport in my book. 

After the upland season and the deer season have 
come and gone, and after the holidays are over—then 
is when snowshoe hares come into their own. Through 
the fall, they’ve been skulking in their forms and keep- 
ing close to cover as they turned from brown to pie- 
bald white. But as the cold begins to strengthen, they 
put on their dazzling winter coats and give new bursts 
of speed to their flying feet, equipped with the broad, 
furry pads that give them their name. 


p here in New England we call them snowshoe rab- 
bits, but actually they are hares, scorning under- 
ground burrows and bearing their young fully furred 
with eyes open, ready to run. Varying hare is the cor- 
rect name for these king-size bunnies which range 
across the northern forested areas of this continent. 

The humble cottontail rabbit has an inferiority com- 
plex, but the snowshoe hare has a split personality. 
Often in the fall you’ll meet him as you sneak through 
the woods on the trail of a deer. He’ll explode out of a 
laurel clump with a whir that sends your gun flying 
to your shoulder and your heart into your mouth. But 
invariably, after he’s run a few feet, he'll stop and sit 
quietly peering at you with wide, inquisitive eves. 

This unwitting behavior has put snowshoe hare on 
the bill of fare in countless deer-hunting camps over the 
years, It’s no trick at all for a man with a .30/30 rifle, 
or a .22 pistc! for that matter, to bring in the makings 
of a tasty hasenpfeffer, particularly when the chief in- 
gredient will obligingly sit still and let you take a sec- 
ond shot if your first one misses. 

These trusting tactics have also earned the snowshoe 
hare a reputation for stupidity which is highly inac- 
curate. Put this same mixed-up creature in a snow- 
blown swamp ahead of a baying hound and an amazing 
transformation takes place. 

As soon as he hears the first bugling notes on his 
trail he takes off in overdrive, and this time doesn’t 
stop. A few wild spirals through the thickest growth 
he can find serves to scramble the trail; then he’s off, 
cross-country, in a burst of blinding speed. 









hen it’s like a miniature fox hunt. He’ll take the 

dogs right out of hearing, sometimes for an hour or 
more, and he’ll double and twist and leap across brooks. 
Unlike his cottontail cousin, he isn’t going to hole up in 
some convenient burrow, for come what may, he’ll stay 
in there pitching. Even if he’s wounded, he’ll pull him- 
self along till the dog catches up. You can be sure that 
eventually he’ll circle back to the area he started from, 
but you can’t be sure of what’s going to happen when 
he does. That’s what puts the fascination in snowshoe- 
rabbit hunting—that and the satisfaction of now and 
again effecting a juncture of fast-moving hare and No. 
4 chilled shot. 

Take the chase that started off this story. That was a 
typical bit of action, and there were others on that 
hunt. 

Dick and I had started out near dawn on a bright 
January day. There’d been a thaw a few days earlier, 
and then a cold snap which had frozen the snow into 
a hard crust. Then a snow flurry the night before had 
put a light dusting of powder (continued on page 95)

dolphin got in a couple more thumping, hard whacks. 

Then, as the fisherman who'd hooked the dolphin rose 
from his chair, where he’d been transfixed in amaze- 
ment, the big bull turned its attention to him, and 
knocked him flying into the cabin door. Then the fish 
planted a roundhouse on his fishing partner, and after 
that pounded a tattoo on the deck with its powerful tail. 
It was like a Brahma bull on a rampage, smashing 
everything in its way. First the rods went, crashing and 
cracking, and then bottles, glasses, and chairs. In three 
minutes the deck was a shambles, and the only man 
aboard untouched by that bouncing rocket was the cap- 
tain, safe on the flying bridge. 

That dolphin was taken over 10 years ago, but he still 
holds top honors in my personal fighting-fish hall of 
fame, He’s a vivid example of what the dolphin, one of 
the most beautiful, and also one of the roughest, tough- 
est fish that swims, can do. 

The dolphin is vastly underrated by sportsmen, par- 
ticularly in the light-tackle fraternity. He’s a triple- 
threat fish, with great speed, tremendous leaping ability, 
and phenomenal strength, And to top it all, he’s one of 
the most strangely beautiful creatures of the seas. His 
blunt head is designed to butt its way through the 
water. His body is streamlined from his powerful bull 
shoulders—the male dolphin is universally called a bull 

through his flattened, torpedolike body. This stream- 
lining, and the powerful, scissorlike tail, gives him tre- 
mendous speed. His sides are bright green fused with 
flashes of yellow, gold, blue, and purple, with a silver 
sheen here and there, and all is overlaid with a shower 
of blue dots. The colors fade and burn, chameleonlike, 
moving along the body in waves, changing with excite- 
ment, fear, exertion, or just plain joy-of-living. The fins 
are brilliant blue, and the big black eyes look out with 
boldness. 

But these brilliant colors can fade as quickly as they 
can change, and within half a minute to a minute after 
a dolphin is boated he goes drab, looking like a washed- 
out palette. 


RB" once having seen him in the water, burning like 
a neon sign, soaring into the sun like a green 
comet, the fisherman will remember him as the most 
brilliantly beautiful thing that swims. 

Some of the world’s largest dolphin are found in 
Panama Bay, near the Perlas Islands. When heavy 
spring rains swell the rivers, great trees, logs, and 
other debris are washed down into the bay, forming 
long lines of floatage.

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STOOD ON the outskirts of the group around Al 

for a few minutes and listened. About half a dozen 

guys were talking at once, giving him conflicting 
advice on how to sight in a new 4X scope. 

I elbowed my way through. Al and I had arranged 
a date for me to help him sight in the scope on his .270 
bolt-action rifle and one on a lever-action rifle. 

“Quiet, you guys,” Al told the gathering when he 
saw me. “Bob here says he’s going to show me how to 
do it the easy way.” 

“There’s no easy way,” one fellow said. 

So, amid wisecracks, I helped Al carry the rifles, 
scopes, a hammer, screwdriver, sponge-rubber pad, a 
heap of ammunition, and other paraphernalia, down to 
the last bench on the line where we could work in peace. 

“You have everything you need and more,” I said, 
looking down at the assortment, “except probably the 
most important item, a wooden box.” 

We went behind the clubhouse and got a light wooden 
packing box about two feet long, 14 inches wide, and 14 
inches deep. With a saw, we cut a notch in each end, 
top center, about two inches wide and three inches deep, 
and set it at the end of the bench, one end pointing at a 
paper target 100 yards away. A couple of pieces of wood 
were put under the end nearest the target for elevation. 

Then I had Al take the bolt out of his .270, remove 
the caps from the windage and elevation adjustments 
of his new scope, and check the mounts to see that they 
were tight. It’s important that scope and rifle work as a 
unit. The rifle now was set in the notches of the box so 
that it rested solidly, pointing toward the target. 

“Look through the bore,” I instructed Al, “and line it 
up on the target bull by moving the box or the pieces 
of wood under it.” 

He did and I checked it. The bore was centered on 
the target.

How to Sight In 


It’s as simple as this, 

and all you need is a 

screwdriver, a wooden box, 
¥ a couple of pieces of 

wood, and, of course, a 

safe range to shoot in 


“Take the screwdriver and, without moving rifle or 
box, carefully turn the windage and elevation screws 
until the crosshairs of the scope are centered on the 
bull.” 

Both the bore and the scope now were centered on 
the bull, as close as possible by just looking. The bullet 
would hit to one side or the other, but it would be on 
the target paper. 

I had Al take the gun out of the notches and shoot 
once from the next bench, taking his time, using the 
sandbags and sponge arm rest. 


n Al’s case, it was O.K. to work from a single shot, 

because he can usually put the bullet where he wants 

it, within groups of about an inch, If he couldn’t shoot 

that well, we’d make three shots and take the center of 

the group as the point of impact. Al’s shot was low and 
to the right on the target. 

Now the rifle was put back on the box with the scope 
aimed right on the bull, exactly as it was when Al made 
the shot. The bolt was not removed this time, since we 
didn’t want to look through the barrel, only the scope. 

Al saw that the crosshairs were exactly centered on 
the target bull, while the bullet hole was low and to the 
right. 

“Don’t move anything but the scope’s adjustment 
screws,” I said. “First move the elevation adjustment 
down until the crosshair is even with the bullet hole. 
Then move the windage to the right, centering it on the 
bullet hole.” 

He did, and shot again. The bullet went right through 
the X ring. Now the bullet path and the scope reticule 
intersected the same spot on the target. Only two shots 
were needed to sight in the scope. 

“All you have to do now,” I said, ‘“‘is see the deer.” 

Actually, the big black bull (continued on page 108)

It was just 
about 10 a.m., starting time of opening day in Pennsyl- 
vania, He lifted the single-barreled 20 gauge from the 
grass and grinned. “Think he’ll stay there?” he asked. 

“Let’s find out,” I said. 

So we started down the lane, the 12-year-old boy and 
I. This was his first trip with a loaded gun for game. 
It was also a first for Hi-Fi, the beagle trotting beside 
us. She’d been too young to go hunting the previous 
season. 

Over on the hill someone cut loose with two quick 
shots when we were halfway to the ringneck. We 
stopped. My watch said 10 o’clock. “O.K., load up,” I 
said, and Chip dropped the sweaty shell he’d been 
clutching into the 20 gauge. I slipped a full load of 
three in my 16 gauge and saw the ringneck run into 
some grass-grown pine seedlings. 

“Go get him.” I motioned for Chip to move ahead of 
me. He was hesitant, looked back once, then strode 
toward the seedlings. His shotgun was half raised, un- 
cocked, waiting for the flush. This was as it should be.

Single-shot gun is wise choice for boys 
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While we were coming down the lane, I thought of a 
letter that a father in New England had written me 
several days before. “I have a boy 12 years old who 
wants a gun,” he wrote. “Not being a sportsman my- 
self, I can’t advise him.” He went on to explain that he 
wanted his boy to have proper instruction in the use of 
a gun, 

I wished this man too could be starting off the season 
with his 12-year-old. I answered his letter the best I 
could, but no letter alone can do justice to the subject 
of introducing a boy to a gun. 

Chip had received his first gun at the age of five. It 
was a real gun, too—an old single-shot Hamilton .22 
rifle. But the firing pin was gone and the chamber had 
been welded shut. It could never fire again. I cut the 
stock to fit, and refinished it. It was Chip’s first prepa- 
ration for this day. 

Boys usually want guns. But it bothered me to see 
the neighborhood kids “shooting’’ each other with 
realistic-looking toy guns. It was time my son learned 
the difference between real guns and toys. 

The old Hamilton remained what it was—a real gun. 
Chip learned to identify the stock, chamber, barrel, 
sight, and other parts. He learned to care for it. Most 
important, he was required to handle it exactly as

though it were a loaded gun. He was allowed to keep 
it in my gun cabinet, but I kept the key. 

Chip didn’t dare point his gun at anything he wouldn’t 
want to kill or destroy. Accidental pointing at someone 
was considered as serious as deliberate aiming. His 
friends caught on, and possession of the old rifle for 
even a short period was an accomplishment. But with 
the loan went the obligation. When Chip or his friends 
violated the rules, the gun was taken away for a week. 

Gradually the old weapon lost its new finish and was 
discarded. Chip meantime was being introduced to my 
rifles. He learned the reasons for the lessons he’d been 
given. He saw firsthand the terrible power in even a 
.22 caliber bullet. When he joined the Boy Scouts and 
shot on the rifle team, he shot well. Best of all, his 
conduct was good. 

Though Chip had certain advantages because of my 
personal interest in guns and hunting, I wanted him to 
also benefit from the experience of others. His scout- 
master, Alvin Brown, formed the team from all inter- 
ested youngsters in the troop. 

For shooting instruction, Al turned them over to 
Karl Edburgh and Virgil Hettinger, National Rifle As- 
sociation instructors and members of the Nescopeck

wick. The club, with excellent outdoor and indoor ranges, 
encourages such training, and both Karl and Virg de- 
light in passing along their knowledge and skill. Some 
of the least-experienced kids came up with the best 
scores. 

Being a novice has its good points. As our army fly- 
ing instructors used to say, “We’d rather have them 
green, Then we don’t have to break them of any bad 
habits.” 

I had no qualms about allowing Chip to shoot with 
the team. The safety record of gun clubs over the coun-

try is next to perfect, proof that guns aren’t dangerous 
in the hands of the informed. This is important for 
mothers to know. Otherwise, maternal concern might 
overrule the desire of a father to bring his boy and 
guns together. 


nder the tutorship of Karl and Virg, all the kids in 

Al’s troop received plenty of good instruction be- 

fore they touched a firearm. They fired when ready. 

Each will always be safer around guns because of this 
training. 

Gun Safety shouldn’t be complicated for kids. Im- 
pressed upon Chip time and again were two simple 
rules: 1. Keep the muzzle pointed where it can do no 
harm if the gun is discharged, deliberately or accident- 
ally. 2. No shot at game is ever worth a risk to human 
life. All other rules are only modifications of these two. 

I told the boy of a personal experience to illustrate 
that accidents can happen with a gun. I wasn’t much 
older than Chip when it happened. 

Six of us had been hunting crows while the snow lay 
deep and drifting. En route home, the boy in the lead 
decided to walk an old stone wall to avoid trudging 
through the snow. Wind had cleared the stones except 
where snow had drifted between them, partially melted, 
and was now frozen in spots. I was last in line, carry- 
ing an old double-barreled hammer gun. Part way 
along the wall I slipped. Even as I fell, I remembered 
something Dad had told me: “Always hold the gun to 
you if you fall. It’s the only way you can control the 
muzzle.” 

He’d also told me to always keep the muzzle pointed 
away from people. It was. Even so, I instinctively 
grasped the gun to my chest and took the fall on my 
shoulder. My full weight jammed one of the hammers 
against a big rock and the old 12 gauge blasted a 
charge of No. 4’s across the field. Besides scaring the 
five others out of their wits, the shot did no damage. 
That gun had been on safety, I’m positive. But here 
was proof that no gun is safer than the person han- 
dling it. 


uns are built much safer today than that old gun. 

But those who handle them are no safer without 
proper instruction. With so many more hunters afield, 
the need for safety is even greater. The time is gone 
when a youngster can safely learn by himself. 

All these factors entered my thinking as I tried to 
give my son the best preparation possible. Even so, I 
watched intently now as he approached the ringneck’s 
probable hiding place.

Instead of flushing skyward, the wily old cock ran 
across the adjoining field of winter wheat. Chip turned 
his head quickly my way, his eyes questioning. Mental- 
ly I measured the distance, close enough for my gun. 
“Give it to him,” I urged. The boy threw up the single 
barrel and touched her off. 

The rooster jumped two feet vertically, came down 
still running. Then he flew off for the nearest thicket. 
Chip snapped out the empty, the question still on his 
face. 


uess it was too far for your gun,” I offered lamely, 
kicking myself for directing him to take an almost 
impossible shot. The distance was too great for his 
open choke. “You should have shot a little quicker.” 

“Oh. I just didn’t know if you’d want me to shoot 
him on the ground.” . 

Normally I wouldn’t have. We have an unwritten 
rule that a bird should always be flushed from the 
ground, but this one gave no in- 
dication that he was going to fly. 
Nevertheless, Chip had kept to 
the code until I told him to shoot. 
It was with a mixture of self- 
condemnation and pride that I 
skirted the field with him. He 
had passed his first test. 

We moved toward a thicket 
along the brook that feeds our 
bass pond above the house. With 
luck, the cock bird would be 
nearby. 

As we approached the brook 
at a jumping-over spot, Chip was 
in the lead. It was an easy jump 
for me, a little long for him. 

Just as though he’d done it all 
his life, my son turned and 
handed me his gun. He jumped 
the ditch, then reached for his 
gun and turned up the bank. Nothing in his attitude 
suggested this was anything unusual. 

Many times Chip had accompanied me on hunts when 
he carried no gun. He’d held my gun while I crossed a 
ditch or crawled under a fence. Or each of us held up 
. the bottom strand of barbed wire while the other wrig- 
gled through. During such maneuvering, the gun lay 
safely away from us, flat against the ground. Chip 
learned never to climb over a farmer’s fence. 

Over the years we also spent many hours on the tar- 
get range with a .22 rifle. Before opening day, we went

out several times when Chip carried his shotgun— 
empty. I encouraged him to aim and to simulate shoot- 
ing at birds, stumps, anything that presented a safe 
target. While he practiced with the empty gun, I 
watched. 

Then we had a couple of sessions with live ammuni- 
tion, but only enough to get him used to the sound and 
the feel of the gun. Chip hit everything I tossed up for 
him as a target. I felt he was ready. 

Before we broke into the open, Hi-Fi struck a trail 
and was tumbling through the high weeds howling 
“Rabbit.” 

We’d worked this cottontail out before, and I placed 
Chip where he could cover the opening it was likely to 
cross. A couple of times I saw the rabbit bumbling 
along only a few clumps ahead of Hi-Fi. Then the bea- 
gle’s bellow stretched out. 

The rabbit shot out of the weeds in high gear toward 
heavy stuff. But it never got there. Chip’s 20 gauge 
was perfectly geared to the rab- 
bit’s run. 

Chip was a bit sober as he 
hefted the rabbit. Then he looked 
at me and smiled. We shook 
hands on it. 

My son had seen me field-strip 
many rabbits, so now I handed 
him my knife. “This is one 
you're going to clean.” 

He had reloaded his gun, and 
I wondered what his next move 
would be. Though there was a 
tempting bank to lean the weap- 
on against, and the grass was 
wet, he placed the 20 gauge flat 
on the greund, muzzle away from 
us. I mentally recorded a plus. 

My guns don’t stay store-new 
long. The cost of a refinishing 
job is cheap insurance against 
an accident. In the field or woods, my guns go flat on 
the ground when not in use. The oniy exception is when 
the gun must lie unused for a relatively long period, 
such as during lunch. Then I cut two forked twigs to 
cradle the gun. 

Chip had to ask for help before he was through with 
the rabbit. “Gee,” he said, “it always seems so easy 
when you do it.”” It would be easy for him too, before 
the season was over. 

As we moved on, I realized fully for the first time 
that Chip’s being left-handed (continued on page 127)

GREAT MANY duck hunters I 
A know in my home state of New 
York never think of trying 
local potholes, Instead they make the 
long trip north to hunt along the 
Great Lakes, gambling that they’ll 
be there when the northern flights 
are in and the weather is right. 

“Pothole hunting?’ a skeptic will 
sneer, “That’s for the birds, and I 
don’t mean the ducks.”’ 

But the boys who drive north for 
their hunting ignore one basic fact: 
most of the ducks up there are mi- 
grants that will soon be passing cver 
our New York potholes. That’s when 
we stay-at-home gunners score big 
as the southbound flights stop to rest 
on local waters. 


On Tioughnioga, I swing with fast birds 
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Try Pothole 
Shooting 


Maybe it’s not fancy, but this stay-at-home duck 
hunting offers variety, thrills, meat in the pot 


Pothole hunting isn’t limited to 
marshes, millponds, and swamps. A 
lot of high-class shooting is also 
available along the many north-south 
rivers and tributaries. One of my fa- 
vorite spots for ducks is the Tiough- 
nioga River, just north of Marathon, 
in the central part of New York 
State. During the summer I saw 
flocks of native mallards, blacks, and 
wood ducks while fishing the Tiough- 
nioga, Wouldn’t they still be there 
during hunting season? 

For my first hunt on the river I 
chose a point where it funnels 
through a mountain gap 200 yards 
wide. This meant that any ducks on 
the move would have to swing in 
close to the channel to get through. 
Unless they were too high, many of 
them would pass in shotgun range 
of a streamside blind. 

On this first fall trip I had two 
companions, Paul Impero, an asso- 
ciate of mine at International Busi- 
ness Machines’ Airborne Computer 
Laboratories in Vestal, and Fred 
Lane, an engineer from Mutual De- 
signers in nearby Binghamton. 

We arrived 15 minutes before legal 
shooting time. It was barely devligit

and fog was thick near the surface 
of the water. 

Visibility was only about 30 yards 
as we made our way to a place where 
an island split the river. Summer 
fishing trips had shown plenty of 
sign where native ducks roosted on 
rocks in the shallows near this 
island, 


ey waded out to the lower point 
of the island, and Paul and I 
moved up to the head end, where we 
were going to split. One of us was 
going to cross the river to the bend 
at the far side. We moved quietly 
across the shallows, keeping the 
foliage of the island between us and 
a point about 30 yards upstream 
which was a summer haunt of a 
small flock of mallards. The water 
was making enough noise to cover 
the sound of our footsteps. 

Paul and I e4sed through the damp 
grass toward .the point. The grass 
was roughly five feet high and thick 
enough for a natural blind. As Paul 
started to step out of the grass, I 
grabbed him by the shoulder. 

“Wait a minute,” I whispered, and 
pointed 30 yards to our left.

Eighteen or 20 black shapes drifted 
silently in the gloom off the bank 
where I’d planned for Paul to locate. 
He turned, his mouth forming the 
word “decoys” without actually say- 
ing it. I nodded. 

“Somebody’s beat us to that spot,” 
I said to myself. 

As the current caught the decoys, 
one of them slowly swung out into 
the stream and then turned back as 
the anchor caught hold. One of the 
blocks ducked its head in the water, 
showing a white flash of tail. Then 
a decoy suddenly tilted upright and 
flapped its wings briskly before it 
settled back in the water. 

Simultaneously Paul and I looked 
at each other and grinned. Those 
“decoys” were wild mallards. We set- 
tled back into the tall grass, checked 
our watches, and silently loaded our 
guns. 

Time dragged. We heard cars mov- 
ing on the road 500 yards to our 
right, and silently prayed that no 
hunters would move into our loca- 
tion in the minutes left before the 
legal shooting hour. 


uck was with us. Time was up. 
We moved out to the water’s 
edge, walking about eight feet apart. 
Still the ducks remained in the 
water. It was just like waiting at the 
high house for the clay pigeon dou- 
bles to break. As that skeet-shooting 
concept came to mind, 18 mallards 
rose in unison. The fog had thinned 
enough for us to get perfect shots 
at 25 yards. Paul’s Remington auto- 
matic boomed with mine, Two mal- 
lards dropped. My second shot folded 
a fat drake that peeled off to my 
right at treetop height. I dimly 
heard Paul’s gun bark again. 
At the tip of the island below us, 
Fred’s Winchester pump blasted 
twice, but I (continued on page 74)

couldn’t see how he’d made out. Paul 
and I had collected three drakes and 
one hen. 

We expected a lot of action as other 
hunters along the river fixed their open- 
ing-hour shots, so both of us sat tight 
in the tall weeds on the point. I kept 
an eye out for new activity while Paul 
started to dress the ducks. Dressing 
out a duck immediately helps keep the 
meat sweet. If your pellets penetrate 
the body cavity, the digestive juices re- 
leased tend to give the meat a bad 
taste. Efficient and prompt bleeding, 
I’ve found, also improves the flavor of 
ducks or other gamebirds. 


So the flash of wings caught my 
eye; a second later a single was 
overhead. He saw me and veered to 
the right as I raised to shoot. My first 
shot missed. The second one folded 
the duck in midair. 

“A heck of a shooting buddy you 
are,” Paul protested. ‘While I clean 
‘em, you shoot ’em.” 

I grinned my apologies. Paul knew 
as well as I did how fast a single can 
come and go. 

Fred was wading out from the lower 
point to retrieve my bird, a three-pound 
black. 

Within the next half hour, the three 
of us burned considerable powder. 
Shooting by other hunters was making 
the native ducks fly up and down the 
stream. Twelve wood ducks made a 
pass over Fred’s end of the island, and 
he got one. Ten minutes later we heard 
shooting downstream, and nine woodies 
blasted back overhead. Paul collected 
one during that pass. 

Wood ducks are usually hit hard on 
opening day because they keep pass- 
ing back and forth over the guns, try- 
ing to return to their summer feeding 
grounds. When you kick out a flock 
of native blacks or mallards, they fly 
to another pothole and sit until dusk 
or until someone else scares them. 
Woodies, on the other hand, circle the 
valley and come back. 

Fortunately, the limit on wood ducks 
in New York is one bird per hunter. 
The beautiful birds are easily recog- 
nized. In passing shots, the brilliant 
plumage of the drake is obvious. Ap- 
proaching head-on, they carry their 
beaks high, and their orange-brown 
breasts are warning flags to the hunter 
who already has one in the bag. 

By 10:30 that morning, we'd our limit 
and were homeward bound. 

Successful pothole hunting generally 
requires a more orderly approach than 
our method of hunting the Tioughnioga. 
It’s best to make regular field trips 
during late summer and early fall to 
locate the ponds and marshes local 
ducks are using. You should figure out 
the best hunting approaches in advance, 
and build strategically located blinds. 

Erecting a blind ahead of the shoot- 
ing season is a welcome diversion. 

Before you start working on your 
blind, be sure the pond or pothole you've 
picked is used by native ducks and is 
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also in line with a major waterfowl mi- 
gration route. There are, of course, 
four great flyways in the United States: 
the Pacific, Central, Mississippi, and 
Atlantic. But by major migration route 
I mean a regional chain of lakes, a 
river, or 2 series of marshes that mi- 
grating ducks commonly follow. 

Standard equipment for a blind-build- 
ing expedition, once you find the ducks, 
is a hand ax, knife, pliers (or wire cut- 
ters), a sickle, 100 feet of twine, and 
about 50 feet of light wire. 

Most marshes and potholes have one 
or two prominent points of land that 
command a wide angle of fire. Choose 
a spot like this for a blind. 

Plan a blind just large enough to 
hold two men comfortably. Two men 
sitting side by side or back to back can 
cover all routine approaches. If there’s 
plenty of tall growth, build a blind high 
enough to stand up in. 

Start construction by cutting six 
sturdy saplings in the nearest thicket. 
Leave the branches on till you drag the 
trees to the blind site; they’re useful. 
Then trim the saplings to six-foot 
lengths and sharpen one end. 

With the flat of the ax, drive four of 
these six stakes into the ground at the 
corners of a six-foot square. Then wire 
together the tops of the two stakes at 
each end to form a triangle like the two 
ends of a pup tent. The two remaining 
poles are wired on as crosspieces con- 
necting the two triangles. The trim- 
mings from the saplings are wired or 
woven to the frame. 

Be careful ali the while not to knock 
down any of the surrounding growth. 
Take your sickle and walk 50 or 60 
yards to cut tall reeds or other such 
growth, and use it to thatch the walls 
of your blind. This thatch should be 
tied on with twine so high winds won't 
ruin your blind before you have a 
chance to use it. 

The side of the blind toward the shore 
is left open enough so you can get in

and out easily. Two big rocks and a 
board or a short log will make a satis- 
factory seat. 

Evergreen branches woven together 
make a quick and easy blind, but not 
one I like. The pitch drippings from 
cut evergreens are messy, and I’ve seen 
ducks veer from a bright evergreen 
blind and turn to decoys beside blinds 


that blended more naturally with sur- 
roundings. 

One type of blind I’ve turned to often 
in recent years is a light, portable af- 
fair made of the grass or reed matting 
sold by many rug and drapery stores. 
A roll of this matting in a five-foot 
width can be set up around a pole frame 
in minutes and thatched with a little 
natural growth. It’s so light you can 
roll it up and hike to a new position 
with little effort. 

Yet an established blind of wired 
poles and thatch does more than stand 
between you and the ducks. It also acts 
as a kind of private property sign. 
Other duck hunters seeing it usually 
figure that the man who took the time 
to build such a blind earned the right 
to shoot from it. 

To give an idea of the excellent sort 
of pothole duck shooting available 
across the country, I need only recall 
a hunt Carl Walters and I had last fall 
within 35 miles of home. 

Carl, who works at IBM’s Glendale 
Laboratories in Endicott, New York, 
arrived at my home in nearby Vestal 
long before dawn. We were on the road 
by 4:30. 

The skies were clearing after a week 
of storms. and stars sparkled between 
the opening clouds. First stop was 
Chenango Meadows, a two-mile swamp 
about 20 miles north. 

When the bluebird morning dawned, 
we were in our blind, ready for action. 
Night noises turned to the familiar 
sounds of day, and I slipped three No. 4 
loads out of the loops in my shooting 
vest and eased them quietly into my 12 
gauge Remington automatic. Carl load- 
ed his L.C.Smith 12 gauge double. Carl 
has several guns, but for pothole shoot- 
ing he favors this old L.C. It has 30- 
inch barrels, the right barrel improved 
modified, the left full choke. Carl's L.C. 
was his stand-by for years on shoots 
along the outlet of Big Sandy Pond on 
Lake Ontario. He used to shiver in a 
blind in the Ontario outlet and then 
pick up his limit as the pintails and 
redheads rode through the gap on an 
icy tail wind, out at 40 and 50 yards. 
He had to have a gun that would reach 
out, and the old double did the job. 

My Remington has a quarter-choke 
25-inch barrel. I had little trouble get- 
ting a barrel bored this way, but I now 
have a sweet-handling, multiple-pur- 
pose shotgun. By using Magnum loads, 
I have little trouble killing ducks at 
40 yards, and my pattern runs around 
55 to 60 per cent. 

As dawn arrived, a crow cawed and 
flew awkwardly toward some alders. 
Apparently it annoyed another hunter: 
the crow dissolved in a cloud of feath- 
ers. As the shotgun blast died away, 
three flights of ducks swarmed up. Two 
flights were to the west end of the 
swamp, about half a mile away. Guns 
banged. The other flight circled north, 
then passed overhead to our right—40 
yards and traveling fast. Bluebills and 
maybe a few shovellers. 

I shot once, then again. Clean misses. 
Carl’s L.C. swung a smooth arc and 





barked once. A chunky speedster in 
the center missed a beat and spun 
downward. ‘Lucky shot,” I kidded. 
Carl marked the bird down and we set- 
tled back in the blind and I hoped for 
better luck on the next flight. 

Carl nudged me. Four pintails mov- 
ing fast and low were heading across 
our blind. We were tensed and ready 
when two shots blasted out just below. 
As the birds flared, one dropped out 
of our range. 

A single streaked a scant five yards 
above us. He didn’t see us as we rose 
behind him, firing almost together. 
Feathers flew as he broke his neck on 
a hummock. 

Hardly had we turned around when 
shots rang out again from our neigh- 
bors on the right. The flock of about 
20 blacks flew on undamaged. I shot 
twice, hurriedly, then squeezed down 
on an empty chamber. One black col- 
lapsed. Carl snapped one quick shot 
off, then pulled on an empty chamber, 
too. We reloaded quickly. 


he shooting died down as suddenly 

as it had started. Several ducks 
were still moving overhead, but 70 
yards is antiaircraft range. Twenty 
minutes later, we moved out to pick 
up our birds—three fat ducks, a black 
and two nice bluebills. 

(Incidentally, if you want a handy 
handbook to help you identify those 
fast-moving flight ducks, write your 
state conservation department about 
the Atlantic Waterfowl Council’s 
“Waterfowl Identification Guide.” It 
can be had free, or at a nominal cost.) 

Our next stop was Black’s Farm. 
Every year, mallards nest in the marsh 
behind Black’s old sawmill and usu- 
ally hang around until well into No- 
vember. 

During the late ’40’s and up until 
1951, the hunting in this area was 
rather poor. In the past several years, 
however, we've started to feel the re- 
sults of New York State’s restoration 
program. 

Though money for wildlife restoration 
had been available since 1937, with the 
passage of the Pittman-Robertson Act, 
the full benefit of this program has 
taken 20 years to be felt. The Pittman- 
Robertson Act—popularly known as 
P-R—set up an 11 percent excise tax 
on sporting arms and ammunition, col- 
lected by the federal government and 
distributed to states. For every $3 of 
federal contribution, the state had to 
put in $1. These federal funds were 
further supported by hunters’ payment 
to the federal government of $2 for the 
yearly duck stamp. 

Normally, the only native ducks we 
have for pothole shooting are woodies, 
blacks, and mallards. But experimental 
stockings were started in 1951 to propa- 
gate pintails, gadwalls, redheads, can- 
vasbacks, and shovellers. These were 
not previously breeding in New York 
State. However, with the release of 
breeders in hundreds of new breeding 
marshes across the state, these valu- 
able gamebirds are also becoming resi- 
dents and natives. 

The Black Farm is a good example 
of conservation-minded farmers main- 


taining adequate waterfowl breeding 
marshes on their own lands though not 
directly interested in harvesting the wa- 
ter-bird population themselves. Farm- 
er Black also keeps his fences intact 
along the south shore to keep cattle 
from trampling in the water. Heavy 
traffic by domestic animals can ruin 
the growth of marsh vegetation that’s 
necessary for waterfowl feed. 

At the edge of the woods, Carl pulled 
up. After quickly checking the action 
of my gun, I followed Carl into the 
woods. The old spillway run was dry 
in the fail, giving a man plenty of cover 
to circle the pond and kick out ducks. 
Since Carl was the driver, by our un- 
written rules I drew the assignment of 
circling the spillway run and_ boosting 
the ducks. 

As I jumped into the dried-up ditch 
and moved along carefully, Carl headed 
for the outlet. When I raised ducks on

my end, they usually flew directly over 
the outlet. As I probed toward the head 
of the pond, the climbing sun warmed 
my back. I edged up the bank and 
parted the reeds. No sign of ducks. 
This meant nothing, however. 

The skies cleared more. Then a soft 
wack, wack caught the air. I leaned 
farther forward. Wack, wack again, 
this time from the outlet—Carl’s sig- 
nal that he’d spotted the ducks and 
wanted me to jump them. 

I eased off the safety catch and 
climbed the bank. To my right, six 
mallards took off. Then four more 
leaped from the bank just off the point 
below me. With my gun unconsciously 
ready at my shoulder, I leveled on a 
big drake 30 yards away. The 12 gauge 
bucked and he folded. 

As Carl’s double boomed once, then 
again, five blacks zoomed up on the far 
side of the old sawmill pond, climbing 
and crossing at 40 yards. I fired once, 


twice. The second shot caught the lead- 
er and he fell on a long glide into the 
woods. 

By the time I reached the mill with 
my two ducks, a big drake mallard that 
Carl had dropped was drifting close 
enough for him to reach. 

Nine a.m. and six birds. Now we 
could wait around an hour for the mal- 
lards to return, but it would be a gam- 
ble. We decided in favor of hot coffee 
and sandwiches at the car. 

We had a lot to be thankful for. 
There’s no question that the creation of 
hundreds of new breeding grounds 
throughout the country is helping to 
multiply the mallard’s numbers at a 
greater rate than that of any other 
duck. 

We finished our coffee and were on 
our way again. 

This time our destination was a small 
marsh just outside Cortland. Usually 
this spot is a good producer since not 
many people know about it. The river 
passed barely half a mile to the west, 
and as ducks are kicked from the river 
and nearby ponds, they drop in to rest. 

About 11, we pulled off the road. A 
narrow deer path wound into the heavy 
cover. Soon we split up and eased 
through the heavy brush, planning an 
approach from opposite ends of the 
marsh. 

Moments after Carl disappeared, I 
heard thrashing in the brush, the beat 
of wings, a shot, and then another. I 
pushed quickly through the few re- 
maining yards, and out into the water, 
gun at ready. A pair of buffleheads 
flashed by overhead. I snapped a quick 
shot. Miss. A woodie jumped off the 
bank below. Another off-balance shot 
and another clear miss. The woodie 
dived into the woods and safety. 

Across the marsh, a flock of 15 had 
scattered the moment Carl fired, and 
now were just dots. I reloaded and 
backed into the shelter of overhanging 
brush. Lighting a cigarette, I settled 
back to wait. No more sounds from 
Carl. I began to wonder if he was all 
right. Then, far below, I saw him rise 
up and point to the sky—a flight of 50 
or 60 coming in high. 

The black specks grew. Eighty yards 
off to the right, the leaders started to 
swing. At the same instant a pair of 
buffleheads dropped in over the trees. 
Wait—or shoot? 

A bird in the hand is worth a flock 
in the sky, so I cut loose at 20 yards 
and my four-duck limit was full. The 
flight straightened out, and headed 
south. I retrieved my bird and retreat- 
ed to the bank. Maybe Carl had one 
to go—I wasn’t sure how his shots had 
turned out. 

In the next half hour, several high 
flights passed over. Finally Carl stood 
up and signaled he was moving out. 
He’d hardly taken three noisy steps 
when a drake wood duck that had been 
holding tight—typical woodie trick— 
jumped out. Carl was slow recovering, 
but his No. 6’s caught up to the woodie 
as it crossed the trees 35 to 40 yards 
off and going away. A fitting close to 
an excellent morning of duck shooting. 

The way we see it, nearby potholes 
provide plenty of duck-hunting variety 
and thrills, plus meat in the pot. THE END

HE RIVER had us trapped in a 

rocky eye where it lunged and

I stood up on a slippery rock, 
breathing as if I’d just run a record 
marathon, and looked at the Old 
Guide. He sat on another rock, his 
shoulders bowed, as exhausted as I 
was. The first two days had been 
rough enough, but today we’d taken 
our worst beating. 

“You can’t convince me,’ I said, 
“that you or anyone else ever floated 
through this canyon.” 

“Hell, yes, I did,” the Old Guide 
said. He squared his shoulders and 
dug into a soaked shirt pocket for 
his pipe. ‘We floated right through 
here 30 years ago.” 

I looked at the line of timber that 
marched along the bank, then up the 
canyon walls, bleak and craggy in 
the yellowing late-afternoon sun. 
Thirty years had made a lot of 
changes in this vast and ragged gash 
in north-central Tennessee. It had 
broken tremendous chunks of rock 
off the vertical walls, and closed the 
canyon in many places. The gigantic 
rocks pressed down around us and 
hemmed us in. We were Lilliputians 
in a pickle, wedged so tightly in a 
narrow slot that we couldn’t budge 
our boat or its load. This looked like 
the end of the trail. 

Our metal craft was tough, but 
after three days it looked as if some- 
one had worked it over with a hatch- 
et. The paint had gone off its bottom 
the first day, and we’d left 1,000 
rocks behind us scored with bright 
aluminum, One 200-yard jaunt had 
required five hours of pushing and 
tugging to haul the boat and its duf- 
fel over boulders massed in the 
stream. And we’d been a full three 
days making the first 4% miles. 
With the canyon getting rougher as 
we moved downstream, there seemed 
not the remotest chance to increase 
our speed. 

Finally I said, ‘““We can’t just sit 
here. Let’s try to move this hunk of 
metal and its load again.” 

“Lemme finish my pipe,” the Old 
Guide said. ‘‘Why don’t you try to 
hook yourself a muskie in that water 
at the foot of the falls?” 


he Olid Guide’s real name is John 
Jared, but to thousands of radio 
and TV fans in the Nashville area 
he’s known as the Old Guide. That’s 
the way I usually think of him, too, 
so I decided to take his advice. 
The pool was turquoise, like 100 
others we’d seen in the Daddy’s 
Creek Canyon. Flanked by tremen- 


dous rocks, it was backdropped with 
tall and ancient poplars, pine, and 
hemlocks. High on their trunks, they 
showed scars from rocks and logs 
that had hurtled through the canyon 
on 40 and 50-foot floods. A few of 
the forest giants cradled logs high in 
their branches. 

My spinning rod lay across the 
duffel, rigged with an imitation-min- 
now plug we’d found effective in the 
deeper holes. The rock under my feet 
was as steep as the roof of an Eng- 
lish house, but we’d been cautious 
and lucky enough to wear our felt- 
soled wading shoes. I inched down to 
a more stable position and made a 
cast beyond the flow of water into 
the hole. 


Sg her in fast,” the Old Guide 
instructed. “These fish prefer a 
singing bait.” 

The current caught my plug and 
swept it toward an underwater shelf. 
Cranking fast to give it the neces- 
sary vibrating motion, I saw it dis- 
appear in the clear water under the 
shelf, then flash as it came free. I 
turned to ask the Old Guide to toss 
me one of his black, hand-tied, polar- 
bear jigs that had produced so well 
upriver, and my plug ran into some- 
thing solid. Snag or strike, it’s auto- 
matic to set the hook, and I set it 
hard. 

I won’t forget the look on the Old 
Guide’s face. He stared, his mouth 
open like he wanted to holler but 
couldn’t. The crash of water behind 
me brought me around. Above the 
pool, the air was filled with flying 
water. Five feet above the turbulent 
surface hung an eight or 10-pound 
muskellunge at the height of its 
jump. 


n spite of the thick felt under my 
feet, I almost skidded off the 
rock, While I swayed to catch my 
balance, the long-jawed fish turned 
over in the air, hit on its side, and 
streaked for the submerged rock. I 
applied power—too late. Somewhere 
in the scrambled rocks, the light 
monofilament I’d been using for bass 
scraped granite and parted. Behind 
me the Old Guide tried to chortle, 
but his throaty sound was as hollow 
as I felt. “You didn’t have no minney 
that time.” 

I tried to be casual, and sat down 
on the roof-top rock to examine the 
frayed leader. The Old Guide had 
promised me (continued on page 106)

Depending on how you'll use your boat, you may want to add 
rod holders, new seating set-up, convertible top, remote controls 


and talk about what the other 

fellow is doing to improve his 
boat, and are continually thinking up 
ways to do the same for theirs. This is 
as true of the owners of brand-new out- 
fits as it is of those who own older ones. 
When manufacturers do this sort of 
thing, it’s called progress; with owners, 
it’s just part of the fun of outboarding. 
Now’s the best time of year to get at it. 
Most boats can be improved by ready- 
made equipment, do-it-yourself proj- 
ects, or both. Or maybe you can even 
plan to build a boat from scratch or 
assemble one from a kit. 

Whatever your project, it’s a good 
idea to start early. Good workmanship 
takes time, and even a simple boating 
project usually takes longer than you 
think. Materials or equipment that you 
order are often long in arriving. 

Perhaps your first problem is to de- 
cide whether you should improve the 
boat you have or buy another and do 
your tinkering on that. If you’re entire- 
ly satisfied with the size and speed of 
your present boat, O.K. But if you're 
looking for greater seating capacity, 
more speed, or better performance in 
rough water, you probably need a new 
boat. You can’t do much to make a boat 
a better load carrier or improve its sea- 
worthiness. Nor can you boost a hull’s 
speed appreciably (See “Want More 
Speed?” in August OUTDOOR LIFE), or 
change its model, shape, or overall 
appearance. 


M = OUTBOARDERS like to see 
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What you can do is correct certain 
minor faults of an otherwise good boat. 
You can generally stop a boat from 
leaking by covering the bottom or the 
complete hull with Fiberglas. This also 
strengthens a weak hull. 

Something else you can correct is 
scaling paint or loose varnish. Bare the 
wood completely and treat it .with 
marine-timber preservative, then care- 
fully build up—a coat at a time—a 
high-quality new finish to restore the 
boat’s original appearance. Before 
Fiberglassing or painting your boat, 
get detailed instructions, use the prod- 
ucts specified, and take plenty of time 
to do a good job. 

But suppose you decide that even a 
complete refinishing job won’t turn the 
boat you have into the boat you want. 
Should you just wait till spring? No. 
This is an excellent time of year to do 
something about getting a new boat. 
Two important changes have happened 
in the boat-manufacturing industry: 
1. Most boat manufacturers have start- 
ed offering new models every year. 
2. The trend is to announce these new 
models early and get them to dealers 
around the first of the year. So now 
you can see the new models well ahead 
of the boating season. Don’t make the 
mistake of putting off your order until 
spring. Order early and you'll be sure 
of delivery by the time you want to use 
the boat. 

With new models coming out every 
year, the value of this year’s models

still in dealers’ hands naturally drops 
as soon as the new ones are announced. 
That’s one reason why so many dealers 
in the past few months have reduced 
prices on boat, and motors too. Further 
price cuts are likely to be made on 
models continuing to remain in stock. 
But again—don’t wait too long. Many 
of these boats are exceptionally good 
values, even though they may lack some 
of the new features and eye appeal of 
the 1958 models. 

Whatever the age of the boat that 
you'll be operating during the coming 
season, there are changes and additions 
you would probably like to make. 


f yours is a modern outboard boat 

with a large motor, you'll probably 
want to install remote steering and 
controls. Just make sure of three 
points: 1. The system is dependable and 
right for the boat. 2. It is laid out cor- 
rectly. 3. All its connections are secured 
so strongly there’ll be little chance of 
anything going wrong at an awkward 
moment. 

Next, consider the boat’s seating ar- 
rangement. It’s seldom possible to im- 
prove a late-model, quality-built boat 
in this respect. However, if your boat is 
one that will stand such changing, take 
your time and do the job right. Some- 
times widening the seats will help. Per- 
haps the stern seat could be moved 
forward a bit. Or adding side seats or 
fishing chairs may be a good idea. 





The boat may be large enough so 
that the central seats can have back 
rests fitted. They can generaily be ar- 
ranged so you can easily get back and 
forth in the boat. One way is to have 
the back removable. Having it hinged 
is another. Or the back can be in three 
parts, with the two outer ones rigidly 
secured to hold the hinged center sec- 
tion. For added comfort, you can cover 
the seats and backs with plastic over 
foam rubber. 

If your boat has a forward deck, you 
should be able to find a suitable wind- 
shield. In fact, I’ve run into many own- 
ers who added a light deck forward 
mainly so they could have one. I[’d also 
look at the considerable number of tops 
or shelters now offered. Avoid a shelter 
that will make your boat top-heavy or 
too much of a wind catcher. However, 
much progress has been made in de- 
veloping small-boat tops which are 
lightweight, give good protection, have 
a minimum of surface exposed to the 
wind, and can be lowered quickly in 
advance of a squall. 


no overnight or longer trips, you'll 
want to go further here and have 
side curtains and perhaps an extension 
so that the cockpit aft as well as the 
driver’s seat can be enclosed for the 
night. With the boat anchored close to 
shore or pulled up on it, the added 
weight and wind resistance of this set- 
up isn’t likely to be dangerous. But it’s 
definitely dangerous in actually run- 
ning a boat, particularly on a windy 
day. 

In fitting out boats for cruising, own- 
ers often display real ingenuity. Mostly 
the improvements result from work 
done during the winter. A common 
project is a portable galley. Usually it’s 
made as a rectangular box with hinged 
lid. Frequently it’s designed so it can 
substitute for one of the buat’s seats. 
Portable galleys are made of light, 
waterproof plywood and generally have 
rope handles. One end may house a 
single-burner camp stove. Another com- 
partment should be for cooking uten- 
sils, still another for dishes and cutlery. 
Often there’s a small space for staple 
foods. Other foods are usually carried 
in waterproof bags. 

Another project may be to provide 
comfortable sleeping accommodations. 
On many boats the seats are made re- 
movable by loosening wing nuts. Seats 
are lifted out at night to provide a long 
expanse of bottom on which air mat- 
tresses and sleeping bags are placed. 
On some boats, plywood fillers drop in 
at seat level. 

On boats that have a forward deck, 
sometimes plywood sections are carried 
for forming a V-shaped sleeping plat- 
form there. If there’s room, pipe berths 
—canvas stretched within a framework 
of piping—-may be hinged to the side 
members of the boat, and lowered at 
night. It may even be possible to build 
narrow permanent bunks, using the 
spaces beneath for storage. 

Big boats aren’t the only type that 
take to changes and additions. An ordi- 
nary skiff can often have its seating 
altered to make fishing more comforta-

checkering that’s generally found 
on forends and grips of all except 
the cheapest rifles and shotguns. The 
first claims that the primary purpose 
of it is to keep the hand from slipping. 
The second is that it’s a form of dec- 
oration, along with carving on the stock 
and engraving on the metal parts. 
Actually, the best checkering should 
serve both purposes, though often it 
doesn’t. Some checkering is so coarse, 
slipshod, and homely that it decorates 
a stock about as much as a ring in the 
nose decorates a pretty woman. Other 
checkering may be so fine or have dia- 
monds so flat on top that although it 
may be decorative it doesn’t keep the

hand from slipping and serves no use- 
ful purpose. 

Generally, the convention of having 
forend and grip checkered is a pain in 
the neck for production men. The best 
checkering is done by hand, as is much 
of the worst, and hand labor costs 
money. Even a small amount of coarse 
checkering adds considerably to the 
cost of a factory rifle or shotgun. Fac- 
tory hand checkering usually is done 
on a piecework basis. If, let’s say, the 
factory pays someone $8 or $10 to 
scratch up the grip and forend, the 
charge will be about $20 by the time 
it reaches the retail level—and $20 on 
top of other costs for a rifle that lists 
for around $125 is a lot of scratch. 


After shaping pattern and crossing all lines, he files dia- 
monds to sharp points.

Checkering is increasingly being done 
by machines. That on the grips of 
Smith & Wesson revolvers, for exam- 
ple, is entirely machine-done. One rea- 
son why forends of Remington repeat- 
ing shotguns and pump and semiau- 
tomatic rifles are circular in cross-sec- 
tion is because they can be machine 
checkered. Even some custom gun- 
smiths use electric checkering machines 
to speed the process, but that by no 
means eliminates hand finishing. Some 
day, a machine which can do fine and 
perfect checkering may be developed 
but so far as I know nothing of the sort 
is even remotely in sight. 

In factories and the larger custom

the current. The hook is a _ short- 
shanked No. 4 or 6 on approximately 18 
inches of leader. A steelhead makes a 
soft strike that’s difficult to differenti- 
ate from a snag; hence the procedure 
is to strike back hard whenever the 
sinker stops bumping along the rocks. 

From 50 to 75 percent of the time 
it’s a snag, and the only thing to do is 
break off the terminal rig and replace 
it. It’s common for an angler to lose 
from one to three dozen outfits in a 
day’s fishing. That’s why confirmed 
steelheaders buy sinkers and hooks by 
the gross, and monofilament in 100 to 
500-yard spools. With cherry bobbers 
listing at six bits to a buck apiece, it’s 
certainly cheaper to use natural bait. 
Only problem is to catch a female steel- 
head first and strip it of its roe. Frozen 
salmon eggs are the second choice. 

Darrell had some fresh egg strips 
from a recent catch, so we moved to 
the kitchen table to tie berries. After 
cutting red cheesecloth into four-inch 
squares, we placed a section of roe the 
size of the end of a man’s thumb in the 
center of each. Then we pulled the 
corners. up, tied them with red silk 
thread, and trimmed off the excess. 

Next morning I awoke early, half 
expecting to hear rain on the roof, but 
it was quiet. I went to the door to 
look out and saw that low clouds hid 
the wooded peaks along the river val- 
ley. A white mist swirled in the can- 
yons, and the smell of a coming storm 
was strong. 

Shivering with cold, I closed the 
door and turned on the heater and 
tried to soak up as much heat as pos- 
sible while waiting for Darrell. Unless 
there’d been rain upriver during the 
night, the water had probably cleared 
a bit. But we were in for a wet, miser- 
able morning, and my optimism of the 
night before began to fade. 

The rain had just started when Dar- 
rell drove up. ‘‘Got your waterproofs?” 
he asked, as I climbed in. ‘‘There’s a 
shower or two coming, but the river 
should be in good shape.”

‘On a day like this 
it doesn’t make any difference what 
time we fish.” 

After we'd finished breakfast, it was 
raining harder and. ve had ta.run. ta 
the car to keep from getting soaked. 
Darrell drove along the old Briceland 
Road into the river valley, and when we 
crossed the bridge I looked at the river 
surging below, gray-green through the 
curtain of rain. 

Darrell frowned. ‘Pretty roily. But 
we'll get ’em.”

gun shops, checkering is always done 
by specialists who do nothing else. 
Often they work outside the shop, on 
their own time, and on a piecework 
basis. Even some crack stockmakers 
farm out checkering. That grand old 
master of the craft, Bob Owen, always 
jobbed out his checkering, I believe, and 
it runs in my mind that Morgan Holmes, 
custom stockmaker, also sends stocks 
out to be checkered. 

The majority of famous stockmak- 
ers, however, have always done their 
own checkering—men like Tom Shel- 
hamer, of Dowagiac, Mich., Leonard 
Mews, of Appleton, Wisc., Lenard 
Brownell, of Sheridan, Wyo., Monte 
Kennedy of Sun Valley, Calif., and Al 
Biesen and Bob Johnson, both of Spo- 
kane, Wash. 

The checkering of a custom stock 
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adds a good deal to final costs, just as 
it does with a factory rifle. A good, 
conscientious checkerer will spend from 
one day on a simple job to four days 
on an elaborate one. Many stockmak- 
ers like to quote the checkering job 
separate from the stock job. Checker- 
ing jobs illustrated in the Weatherby 
catalog, for example, run to $175. 
For years, checkering has been sort 
of an index to a firearm’s quality. Back 
when many excellent double shotguns 
were turned out in the United States, 
the amount, fineness, and intricacy of 
checkering was an indication of grade. 
No better checkering has ever been 
done than was put on some of those 
good old American doubles made by 
Parker, L. C. Smith, Lefever, Ithaca, 
and Baker. Top-grade Parkers had 
stocks of figured European walnut 
adorned with checkering patterns of a 


fineness and perfection that would 
make a lover of fine workmanship 
drool. 

Good checkering needs not only the 
skillful hand and discerning eye of a 
craftsman, but good wood that will 
hold fine, sharp diamonds. The finest 
checkerer in the world can’t do a crack 
job on soft, spongy wood, and even if 
it were possible to do really good check- 
ering on such wood it wouldn’t last. 
The diamonds would dent and wear off. 

Some stockmakers, particularly the 
Germans, substitute wood carving for 
checkering, and others combine carv- 
ing with checkering. All of this is a 
matter of personal taste. If a man 
wants his rifle stock carved with oak 
leaves, grape vines, portraits of leap- 
ing stags, slavering hounds, and Venus 
at the bath it is O.K. by me. It’s like- 
wise O.K. if he wants to take the little 
woman down to the tatooing parlor and 
get her chin decorated with the state 
flag of Alabama and her milk-white 
shoulders fancied up with a representa- 
tion of Custer’s Last Stand. 


_ my money, though, the finest 
decoration that can be had on a good 
gun stock is plenty of fine, sharp, pre- 
cise checkering. Nothing else does as 
good a job of classing up a stock, and 
nothing else gives it quite the same 
appearance of restrained elegance. 

Checkering is classified by the num- 
ber of lines to an inch, and the greater 
the number of lines the finer the dia- 
monds and the longer a good job takes. 
Coarse but sharp checkering runs 14 
to 16 lines, but such stuff, even well 
done, is no thing of beauty. It keeps 
the hand from slipping, but it’s irri- 
tating to anything but a calloused 
palm. Shooting a revolver of heavy 
recoil but with a grip of coarse, sharp 
checkering will make the hand feel as 
if the shooter had just finished giving 
junior a good tanning. 

Checkering that runs about 20 lines 
to an inch is useful, as it will surely 
keep the hand from slipping, and, if 
well done, begins to be fairly orna- 
mental. Cleanly cut jobs that go 22 
lines are quite handsome, and on a 
really fine stock I like checkering that 
goes 24 to 26 lines to the inch. 

Checkering finer than 26 begins to 
lose its utility. I’ve seen some Euro- 
pean shotguns checkered 30 lines to the 
inch, and one intricate checkering pat- 
tern I saw by the late Alvin Linden, 
one of the finest artists in checkering 
and stockmaking that ever lived, had 
an interior portion that went about 32. 

Until about 30 years ago, almost all 
checkering patterns were a variation 
of the diamond. Many still are. Linden 
introduced patterns based on the fleur- 
de-lis motif, and these have become 
very popular. Al Biesen uses it. almost 
exclusively. Incidentally, Linden al- 
most never used exactly the same 
checkering pattern twice. Once I had 
about half a dozen Linden-stocked 
rifles but gradually they’ve been taken 
away from me by characters who 
wanted them worse than I did and had 
rolls of bills clutched in their hot little 
hands. No two patterns were the same. 

Generally, the patterns are laid out

| easiest patterns to do are those com- 
posed of separate parts. If the forend 
| checkering, for example, is in two 
| parts, one on each side, the job is much 
| easier to do than if the checkering is all 
| of a piece with long lines that start on 
| one side and go clear around for sev- 
| eral inches to the other. The longer a 
| line is, the more it can wander and the 
| more cockeyed it can get. 

| Checkering that goes clear around a 
| pistol grip and meets at top and bottom 
|is mean to execute, and really sepa- 
rates men checkerers from boy check- 
| erers. With a forend pattern composed 
| of, let’s say, several small diamonds 
| each sepanated from the other. the less 
skillful man isn’t so likely to get into 
trouble. 

Labor costing what it does, factories 
have had to cut down on the amount of 
hand checkering, even on rifles of the 
best quality. If you want to see what 
I mean, take a peek at a Winchester 
Model 21 skeet gun of prewar vintage 
and then at one that you can buy today. 
My wife’s Model 21 was purchased in 
the late 1930’s, and it cost, if I remem- 
ber correctly, something under $130. 
The checkering was plentiful and good, 
with about 22 lines to the inch. A 
Model 21 skeet gun bought today sets 
the customer back $440 and the check- 
ering is skimpy. 

In fact, it’s difficult to get a shotgun 
or rifle anywhere from a large outfit 
and be sure of having high-class check- 
ering. Some good work is available 
from England, and so is a lot of very 
sad work. A well-heeled friend of mine 
has a .300 and a .375 built by a famous 
London maker. The two cost him about 
$1,000. The checkering is lousy. 

Another pal was an officer with the 
American army in West Germany. He 
had some stocks made there, and I 
regret to say that a good American 
checkerer could. do better with his 
teeth, alone, and under water. Not long 
ago I bought a pretty little Spanish 
28 gauge double. The engraving is 
nice, and the stock well shaped and 
made of some of the finest wood I’ve 
ever seen. But the checkering, it 
grieves me to say, was only fair. The 
diamonds were flat, the lines a bit 
cockeyed, and even the borders didn’t 
conceal the runovers. I took the gun 
to Al Biesen, chained him to his bench, 
and left him with a little bread and 
water. Now the quality of the checker- 
ing is up to that of the wood and the 
engraving. 


his is no treatise on how to checker 

a stock, as I have an agreement 
with the checkerers guild that if I’ll lay 
off of checkering they won’t do any 
writing. However, after laying out his 
pattern the stocker cuts two master 
lines that determine the shape of the 
diamonds by the angle at which they 
meet. Then, after these two lines are 
laid out, he cuts the other lines by 
using a tool with two edges so spaced 
| as to give the desired number of lines 
| to the inch. He cuts the next line by 
| following the last, and presently has all 





STORES AND ASSOCIATE STORES his diamonds outlined. He then goes 
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over his pattern several times with a 
single-edged checkering file to deepen 
the cuts and point up the diamonds. 
This is persnickity, painstaking, nerve- 
racking work, and is very tough on the 
eyes. Some checkerers wear a 1% or 
2X magnifier. All like to work in strong 
light, and some even take their work 
outside in bright sunlight. 

Most of the best checkering is done 
without borders. It isn’t exactly a 
trade secret that the principal use of a 
border is to hide runovers that come 
from hasty and sloppy work. Most 
crack stockmakers don’t use borders 
on their checkering, and generally they 
finish up their lines with a little V 
gouge. 

The top checkerers generally recess 
their patterns into the wood about 1/32 
of an inch. It’s very handsome. 


here are many checkering patterns, 

but whichever is used should bear a 
relation to the contours of the stock so 
that stock and pattern are an inte- 
grated, harmonious whole. Generally, 
classic patterns based on the diamond 
don’t do this as well as those with more 
curves—as the fleur-de-lis. 

The most skillful and artistic check- 
erer in the world is helpless unless he 
has good wood to work on. World’s 
finest stock wood is good European 
walnut grown in dry regions of mild 
climates, such as in parts of Spain, 
France, Italy, and in the Russian prov- 
ince of Circassia. American rock maple 
also takes good checkering, and so 
does that strange and often very hand- 
some West Coast wood called myrtle. 
Some varieties of American black wai- 
nut are quite good, but, so far as the 
checkering artist is concerned, none of 
it is in.the same league with the best 
European. 

Even with the hardest and densest 
wood, checkering gradually wears 
down through use. I’ve seen old trap 
guns, fired many thousands of times, 
with checkering worn down to the bot- 
tom of the grooves. An old .270 which 
Linden stocked for me over 20 years 
ago, and which I’ve carried thousands 
of miles on foot and in a saddle scab- 
bard, shows a lot of checkering wear. 
When this happens, the diamonds can 
be sharpened up and made as good as 
new by half a day’s work with a check- 
ering file in the hands of a skillful 
operator. 

Checkering will last longer if the gun 
owner takes pains to keep from slop- 
ping oil into it when he polishes his 
stock. However, in time the checker- 
ing on a. much-used gun will fill up with 
dirt from sweaty hands, pieces of dead 
skin, deer blood, and what have you. 
Then the checkering can be cleaned 
with an old toothbrush or a little brass 
brush, such as is used on suede shoes, 
dipped in varnish remover. It’s re- 
markable how much corruption will 
roll out. Before this operation is under- 
taken, the checkering pattern should 
be masked off from the rest of the 
stock by tape. Otherwise the remover 
will work on the stock’s finish. Then if 
the checkering is brushed with linseed 
oil thinned with turpentine, after it is 
cleaned out, the pattern will look al- 





most as good as new—if it’s not too 
badly worn, of course. 

Good checkering is cut after a stock 
has been completely finished, and some 
stockers like to send the completed job 
to the customer with no oil in the 
checkering. My own notion is that it 
looks best when lightly oiled. Other 
owners, particularly those who have 
guns stocked with light wood like 
myrtle or maple, like to blacken the 
checkering pattern with India ink. 

For the man who'd like to take a 
crack at checkering himself, there’s a 
whole book on the subject. It was 
written by Monty Kennedy and pub- 
lished by Thomas G. Samworth of 
Georgetown, S. C. Checkering tools are 
cheap and easily available, and lads 
who are good with their hands can 
build their own checkering cradles 
which are as necessary as the checker- 
ing tools themselves. But whoever 
undertakes a checkering job should 
have both time and patience. 

Good checkering doesn’t make a rifle 
shoot any harder, farther, or more ac- 
curately. It doesn’t keep the hands 
from slipping any better than bum 
checkering. Likewise, Elizabeth Taylor 
probably can’t even fry an egg, but 
she’s a very decorative little bundle to 
gaze upon.—Jack O’Connor.

that the coon got its teeth onto the end 
of the shepherd’s nose. It dug its front 
claws into the dog’s face to steady it- 
self, and started working its hind feet. 
At every kick the hair flew. Right then 
the shepherd lost all interest in coon 
hunting. Uncle Frank was dancing 
around them waving the ax. 

When the shepherd finally threw the 
coon off, pappy was laughing so hard 
he could scarcely loosen Old Blue. When 
he got around to it, Old Blue caught 
the coon within 100 yards, and by the 
time we arrived it was all over. 

The shepherd had made the same mis- 
take a lot of inexperienced dogs make. 
He had tackled the coon while it was 
on its back. Grabbing a «con by the 
belly is about like grabbing a buzz saw. 

Old Blue had learned his lesson years 
before. He never attacked a coon on its 
back. He knew it wasn’t going any- 
where with its feet in the air, so he 
kept at a safe distance till it turned 
over and started to run. Then he 
grabbed it across the back, and usually 
killed it without any damage to him- 
self. 

It takes a big dog, and an experi- 
enced one, to kill a coon, but practically 
any dog that will chase a cat can be 
taught to hunt them. There is a great 
difference between coonhounds and coon 
dogs. A coonhound is just what the 
name implies, a hound that trails and 
trees coons. Most common are black 
and tans, redbones, and blueticks; but 
Plott hounds, treeing Walkers, blood- 
hounds, otterhounds, and foxhounds 
also are used.

| ed years coon hunters have been ar- 
guing which were better, hounds or | 
silent trailers. Plenty can be said for 
both. Hounds, because of their superior 
noses, will find more coons where they 
are scarce. They also seem to work bet- 
ter in marshes and high weeds such as 
are found on the banks and islands of 
the Allegheny River between Warren 
and President. 

On the other hand, along the steep 
hills of the Allegheny’s eastern tribu- 
tary, the Clarion, most coons live in the 
rock ledges which often start at the 
water’s edge. At the first bawl of a 
hound, these coons take for a hole in the 
rocks, and a silent trailer will tree 
twice as many as a hound. 

A coon is just as tricky as a fox 
when it comes to throwing hounds off 
its trail. A favorite method is to climb 
a tree, run out on a limb, jump off, and

continue on its way. This trick is par- 
ticularly effective in fooling young dogs 
which think they have the coon treed. 
Experienced hounds learn to circle 
around the tree to make sure there’s no 
trail leading away, but even they get 
fooled. Sometimes a coon will climb a/! 
tree overhanging the water, jump in, | 
and swim away without leaving a trail. 
Occasionally they’ll cross from one 
tree to another. They don’t climb as well | 
as a squirrel, but where trees are inter- | 
laced with wild grapevines, I have | 
known coons to travel as much as 100 | 
yards before descending. | 

However, water is a coon’s greatest | 
ally when it comes to throwing a dog 
off the scent. A coon isn’t as aquatic 


|as a mink or muskrat, but it spends a |

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back into the river and swam toward 
an island a quarter of a mile down- 
stream. There were plenty of trees it 
could have climbed, but it evidently 
felt safer in the water. 

A lone dog that follows a coon into 
deep water is taking a big risk. He 
can’t shake it, and he can’t pin it down. 
His only chance is to drag it to shore. 
Unless the shore is very near, this is 
usually impossible, for a coon is a far 
better swimmer than any dog. It is a lot 
better underwater diver too, and can 
remain under twice as long, so when 
a coon and a dog go under together 
only the coon comes up. 

If two or three dogs are together 
they’ll usually handle a swimming coon, 
because they’ll keep pulling it off each 
other, but I once lost a three-year-old 
black and tan in the Geneva Marsh 
near Lake Erie, and there were four 
other dogs with him at the time. 

The marsh is a tangle of lily pads, 
cattails, and dead brush which has been 
washed in during the spring floods. The 
water is from two to six feet deep, but 
the mud beneath is practically bottom- 
less. 


he way it started, Charley Parker, 

who at times hunted with me, saw 
a lot of coon sign while duck hunting. 
A few nights later, he and a couple 
other fellows returned with his blue- 
tick coonhound. They got a little coon 
within half an hour, and then the hound 
chased one into the marsh and didn’t 
come back 

At the time I had three hounds, two 
blueticks, and a black and tan. Bill 
Best had a redbone, and his pappy-in- 
law had a big collie that was a silent 
trailer and one of the best coon fight- 
ers I’ve ever known. We loaded the five 
of them in the pickup and drove up to 
Geneva to teach those swamp coons a 
lesson. 

It didn’t take the hounds long to 
strike a track, and within 15 minutes 
they were fighting the coon. They were 
out in the marsh a couple hundred yards 
from solid footing. We couldn't see 
them, but we could follow their progress 
by their barking and their yelping oc- 
casionally as the coon scored. Sudden- 
ly the barking ceased. 

“Darn it,” said Bill. “They’ve killed 
that coon out there where we'll never 
be able to get it.” 

One by one, the exhausted dogs 
dragged themselves out of the marsh 
and lay panting on the shore. First 
came Bill’s redbone with one ear ripped 
and bleeding, then my two blueticks, 
and finally Rover, the collie, with his 
long hair plastered with mud. But the 
black and tan didn’t appear. 

We thought he might have crossed 
the marsh to the other side, but al- 
though we searched and called the rest 
of the night, we never found him. Of 
course, I don’t know that the coon 
drowned him. He may have become so 
exhausted from the fight he wasn’t able 
to make his way back through the 
muck, or he might have had heart 
trouble. But we didn’t take the other 
dogs back for any more revenge. 

Still, a lot of fellows hunt that sec- 
tion regularly, and most of their hounds 
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live to a toothless old age. Charley's 
| bluetick and my black and tan just 
| happened to be unlucky. 

Next to the hound vs. silent trailer 
controversy, the bigest dissension split- 
| ting the ranks of coon hunters is what 
|to do when the coon is treed. Some 
say it must be shook down and killed 
| by the dog. Others use a rifle. Pappy 
| belonged to the first group, but he al- 
| ways looked glum when the fur buyer 

docked him several dollars on a skin 
because it was chewed. A dog seldom 
tears the tough hide of an adult coon, 
| but his teeth leave bloody marks which 
| lower its valve. 

I like to use a .22 rifle. The coon is 
easily and quickly dispatched without 
me risking my neck climbing the tree. 
The small caliber bullet hole in the 
head doesn't affect the value of the 
pelt, and the meat is fit to eat, instead 
of being a chewed-up mess like a lot 
of pappy’s coons. 


AS to the relative sportsmanship of 
the two methods, you'll have to de- 
cide for yourself. Pappy always claimed 
that he liked to give the coon a fighting 
chance, but I think he just liked the 
fight. Even a big coon doesn’t have 
much of a chance with an experienced 
hound. I only know of two that got 
away from Old Blue, and in both cases, 
two coons had refuge on the same tree, 
and the hound was busy with the other. 
The practice of coons running togeth- 
er and treeing on the same tree occa- 
sionally enables the hunter to make a 
double. After you’ve shot or shook down 
your coon, it will pay to examine the 
tree, and those nearby, with a flash- 
light. There may be another. 

Coons traveling together are most 
| likely to be young animals, litter mates 
from the previous spring. But some- 
times a pair of adults, or two adult 
females, will travel together. I never 
found a combination of an adult and 
a young one, sc maybe these adults 
are litter mates from the season before. 

Occasionally, you may tree a female 
with a late litter of young ones the size 
of cats. Five young ones is the most 
I ever treed at a time, but there may 
be as many as eight. The female will 
be unfit for food, and her pelt will be 
worthless, but take a young one for 
frying; you'll have some of the best 
meat you can get. 
| When you skin them you'll see why 
you needn’t feel guilty about killing 
these youngsters. They have practically 
no fat, and without a thick blanket of 
fat a hibernating animal like a coon 
can’t live through the winter. 

In the early fall, coons gorge them- 
selves to put on fat for cold weather. 
They'll eat almost anything, but beech- 
nuts are their favorite. These are rich, 
have soft hulls, and are often quite 
plentiful. Second choice is corn, which 
also is good for putting on weight. 
White-oak acorns are a close third. 

These foods are more common along 
| the ridges, so forget about the tracks 
| you’ve been seeing along the creeks. 
Hunt where the animals are feeding 
and you'll have better luck. 
| After the ground starts freezing at 
| night, things change. The corn has been 





harvested; what nuts haven’t been eat- 
en have been carried away by squirrels, 
and coons are traveling the streams 
again. There are clams in the water, 
occasionally a dead or disabled fish, 
and wild fruits and berries along the 
shore. But the coon’s chief reason for 
traveling along the water is to keep its 
feet warm. A coon living in a den far 
back from the river will make a consid- 
erable detour so it can walk in a warm 
spring run part of the way. 

After the snow comes, coons go into 
hibernation. If the weather remains 
cold, they may not come out for a 
month or six weeks. They don’t pass 
into a torpor like a chipmunk or a 
groundhog, and if there’s a warm spell 
they become active, but not the first 
night like a skunk or possum. It us- 
ually takes three or four days of warm 
weather to get them moving. 

A midwinter thaw means high water, 
and the coon is unable to find clams 
and crawfish, so it again turns to the 
higher country. The nuts and berries 
are gone, so its principal food is car- 
rion. At this season coons range long 
distances searching for food. 

Not only do coons range farther dur- 
ing these midwinter thaws, but they 
run better and are less inclined to tree. 

It’s unusual for a coon to be caught 
on the ground early in the fall, but lat- 
er in the season they start for home 
at a gallop at the first sound of a hound, 
and if the most direct route is across 
an open field, that’s the way they go. 
On several occasions my hounds have 
caught coons in an open field a quarter 
of a mile from the nearest woods. 


Oar warm night about 15 years ago 
Stan Ferris and I hunted about 
a mile north of Knox with the two blue- 
ticks and the black and tan which later 
was drowned in the Geneva marsh. The 
hounds picked up a trail on the ridge 
above Sheriff Mong’s farm. The coon 
must have started for home as soon 
as it heard them, for they’d only gone 
half a mile when they turned sharply 
and headed toward a den tree in the 
bottom along the creek. The shortest 
route led through Paul Weaver’s pig 
lot, so that was the way the coon went. 
Between the pig lot and the woods was 
a 20-acre field that Paul used for a pas- 
ture. Right in the middle of it, the 
hounds caught up to the coon. 

I could tell by the barking there was 
something out of the ordinary. Three 
experienced hounds don’t take long to 
kill a coon, but this sounded more like 
the coon was killing the dogs. 

When we got there we found the 
hounds around a wooden barrel Paul 
used to water the cattle. At the aproach 
of cold weather, Paul had tipped over 
the barrel so it wouldn’t freeze and 
burst, and the hard-pressed coon had 
taken refuge inside. Every time a hound 
stuck his head in the barrel, the coon 
would let him have it. He was ahead 
on points, for all three hounds were 
bleeding, and there wasn’t a scratch 
on him. 

Stan had been wanting a coon for a 
pet, so we tied my coat over the end 
of the barrel and took the animal home. 

As a rule, an adult coon is impossible

| to tame, but this one was an exception.

Most coons den in hollow trees, but 
around here they prefer crevices in 
rocks, even where hollow trees are plen- 
tiful. Another inhabitant of these rock 
ledges is the porcupine. Coons and 
porcupines seem to get along pretty 
well. Occasionally a coon is found with 
a quill in it, but for the most part, the 
coon gives the porky plenty of room, 
unless it’s dead. Coons will very neatly 
eat a dead porcupine out of its skin, be- 
| ginning at the unprotected belly. 





ost inexperienced coon dogs regard 
porky as natural prey, and in this 
neck of the woods a pair of pliers is as 
important on a coon hunt as a light. 
The sooner the quills are removed the 
| better, for they tend to work deeper. 

Forget about the tricks you’ve heard 
about, such as putting soda on the quills 
| to soften them, or clipping off the ends 
| to let the air out. One winter I caught 
20 live porcupines for an animal dealer, 
and I had plenty of oportunity to test 
these methods on myself. Pulling the 
quills is the only remedy. 

Put a piece of rope through the dog’s 
| collar and draw him tightly against the 
base of a big tree three feet or more 
in diameter. Put another rope just in 
| front of his hind legs and wrap him 
around the tree. The bend in his back 
| won’t hurt him, and it will keep him 
|from doing much struggling. Then 
| blindfold him by tying a handkerchief 
over his eyes so he won't bite or throw 
his head around when you reach for a 
quill. After you’ve removed those on the 
| outside, put a piece of wood about as 
thick as your thumb between his jaws 
| as far back as you can get it, and tie 
it in place.

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sick; that’s normal for a coon. Season 
| with salt and pepper, and roast on a 
|rack so it won’t be swimming in its 
| own grease. You can roast it with sweet 
| potatoes, or with white ones. Fill it 
with dry stuffing, or have plain coon 
and gravy. Any way you take it, it’s 
delicious.

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approached, I had convinced myself 
| that I had to get a big buck to properly 
| celebrate this hunting anniversary. It | 


had been quite a few years since I'd | 
| killed a buck that was outstanding. 

With that in mind, I scouted about | 
for the best deer area for the fall hunt. 
The problem was, luckily, solved for me 
by the opening of the great Minidoka 
National Forest in southern Idaho for 
general hunting. The deer herd there 
had reached 14,000 head, range capac- 
ity, and the previous managed take, on 
a permit basis, was no longer necessary. 

So my wife and I went to the Mini- 
doka, half way across the state from 
our home in Rigby. My wife bagged a | 
two-pointer, to christen the new 243 | 
rifle, and I saw does, fawns, and small | 
bucks—everything but a whopper. 

The rancher who’d given us permis- 
sion to go through his property to a 
seldom-hunted part of the forest shed 
some light on the buck situation as we 
came out. “It ain’t that there’s no big 
bucks in there,” he said. ‘‘They’re just 
getting smarter every year.” 

I've noticed myself that mule deer in 
Idaho and surrounding states are get- 
ting wise. Their reputation for igno- 
rance dates back to pioneer days, when 
they’d stand and stare at wagons and 
riders. Comparing the untutored West- 
|ern deer with hard-hunted Eastern 
| whitetails, old-timers concluded that | 
mule deer were stupid. Actually, all the | 
mule deer ever lacked was education in 
the ways of men. He’s got that now. 

So, without having busted one in a 
virtual deer concentration, I drove home 
| and planned another big-buck hunt for 
the following week. I had a vivid rec- 
| ollection of a 10-point buck I'd killed 
| several years back in Caribou County, 
| in eastern Idaho. My brother Burn and 
| Leon Jensen, a neighbor, were going 
| with me. To make it a cinch, we waited 
|for five inches of fresh snow, which 

makes it easier to see deer and track 
| them. 
| On that three-day hunt we saw 30 

deer. Two of those were exceptional 
| bucks. Six others we saw had four 
points on each side—big enough to sat- 
| isfy any hunter. Does and fawns loped 
| all over the place. Burn and Leon glee- 
fully took a small one each, and waited 
| for me to bag the whopper. 
I couldn’t get within shooting range 


| 








of any buck. Every one I spotted evapo- 
rated like snow on a hot camp stove. 
| One magnificent beast at foggy day- 
light showed himself on a ridge for just 
five seconds. The range was a full 350 
yards, but I had a 7 2m. full of hot 
handloads. I’d have tried him—I’ve 
made shots like that—but he saw me, 
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even at that range, and was into the 
fringing timber with two great bounds. 

Another buck so big we mistook it 
for an elk apparently located us at 600 
yards, when we topped the rim of the 
opposite basin. Putting the glasses on 
him, we saw it was a muley with ant- 
lers like a Wolf River apple tree. I’m 
convinced he’d have ranked in the rec- 
ords. But this buck, too, took off at 
three times a decent rifle range, run- 
ning as if scared out of his wits. 

“What’s the matter with these 
bucks?” I asked Burn. 

“They’re getting wise,’ Burn said, 
little smarter every year.” 

“Snow is a mixed biessing,” Leor. 
added. ‘‘They spot us at longer range.” 

Pressed for time, Burn and Leon 
wanted to call it quits. So we headed 
for home, with me still buckless. 

In town the next day, I told Wren 
Ellis, a Rigby cattleman, about my 
tough luck and my growing desire to 
bust an anniversary buck. 

“Well,” Wren said, “Kenny Hill and 
I are going out Lemhi way on a late 
deer hunt next month. There’s a slug 
of deer out there after snow drives ’em 
down into Idaho from the Montana 
divide. In fact, there’s so many deer 
Kenny and I are taking our wives, so 
they can get one. Why don’t you come 
along ?”’ 

So I did. And that hunt really rubbed 
it in. We saw more than 50 deer, sev- 
eral so close I could have killed them 
with a pistol. But the only good buck 
I saw impressed me with the fact that 
mule deer, conditioned by years of un- 
happy association with man, are indeed 
getting harder to hunt. 


Gyonaning the snow-whitened hills at 
daylight, we spotted three deer a 
mile away. While stalking them, we 
ran into a whole herd in the head of a 
canyon. In moving about, trying to find 
a buck, I passed within spitting dis- 
tance of a grove of pines so small that 
any deer among the trees could easily 
see and hear me. As I hiked on, Wren 
jumped two does that ran into this 
dinky patch of trees. 

Wren eyed the little thicket and said, 
“Kenny hasn’t killed a deer for ages, 
Clyde. Let’s go through those trees and 
drive the does out to him.” 

We explained the strategy to Kenny, 
and he hiked down to cover the lower 
fringe of the timber. Wren and I were 
just starting our drive when we heard a 
shot below us. 

We went down to find that Kenny had 
busted one of the biggest four-point 
bucks I’ve ever seen. That buck had 
just let me walk right past him. He 
had brains enough to know I’d see him 
if he ran, and guts enough to freeze in 
that sparse cover while I plodded by. 

So I finished the Idaho season with- 
out a decent buck. I’d traveled more 
than 1,000 miles, hunted hard for 10 
days. My only reward was a clearer 
understanding of something I'd been 
vaguely aware of for years—that the 
days of “dumb” mule deer were vanish- 
ing at a gallop. Hunting pressure was 
producing a race of strategists. 

A week later, Glidden McNeel stopped 
in. He and his brother Paul are out- 
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+ fitters, operating out of Alpine, Wyom- 
ing, and in the Bridger Wilderness 
| Area during summer fishing season. 

| “You know,” Glidden grinned, ‘Paul 

| and I have been so busy hunting hunt- 
ers this fall, we haven’t got to do any 

| deer hunting ourselves. Why don’t you 
|run over, and we'll do a little private 

; hunting on our own?” 

“This is November,” I reminded him. 
“Is the Wyoming season still open?” 

“For just a few days.” 

The next morning I was in Alpine, 
Wyoming, and we were off for the hills 
|} 10 minutes after I got there. 
| then that I plunked the aspen with the 
bullet that should have changed my 
luck. The great buck that had paused 
behind that tree apparently hadn’t been 
| scratched. 

But as we kept climbing that snow- 
| plastered hillside, making everlasting 
certain that I hadn’t touched the buck, 
something important slowly dawned on 
|me. Deer tracks were thick as hairs 
on Rover’s spine. Not only tracks, but 
big tracks. I'd always considered this 
area to be elk country pure and simple, 
with Wyoming’s big-buck country far- 
ther south. 

“But this ”* I mentioned, “Why, 
this country seems full of deer.” 

“Tt is,’ Glidden said. “Ranks with 
the best big-buck country in the West. 

But not many hunters have found it.” 


fter assuring ourselves that the buck 

was untouched, we decided to hunt 

up to the crest, where we could look 

over into the adjoining canyon, before 

going back to the pickup and heading 
for the up-canyon country. 

Halfway to the top, Paul stopped. “T 
| see deer,” he said. 

As he pointed, we could make out at 
least white specks, far above on the 
skyline. Six deer were moving about. 
| “My gosh a’mighty,”’ Paul exclaimed. 
| ‘“There’s a buck chasing them does, and 
| he’s big as an elk.” 

We headed up the crest, keeping out 
of sight just under the rim. It was 
perhaps 800 yards to the deer, but the 
lay of the ridge was such that we'd 
have to come out on its very pinnacle. 
“The deer will be just under the shady 
side, to the north,” Glidden assured me, 
with his 50 years’ experience on game. 
“And it'll be short-range, and fast, 
when we come to ’em.” 

Fifty yards under the top, Glidden 
stopped. “Get your breath. So you 
can shoot.” 

But when we inched noiselessly to 
| the top, the deer were gone. The tim- 
ber on the north side was black and 
thick. The meandering tracks went 
straight down into it. 

“That buck either saw or heard us,” 
Paul concluded. 

“Isn’t there a chance that we could 
track him down?” I asked. 

Glidden shook his head. 

Paul seemed rooted to the spot, gaz- 
ing back down into the canyon to the 
east. I followed his eyes, but could see 
nothing except one small patch of as- 
pens i~ the entire basin. 

“Wait a minute,’ Paul said, with 
rising interest.

a stand of aspens so scattered you 
could see every tree. I could see noth- 
ing else.

Glidden peered through the rifle 
scope and drawled, “It’s a big buck, 
layin’ down with his face in the snow.” 

The distance wasn’t too great for a 
shot from a solid sitting position. But 
in the glass, I saw that several thick 
aspens cut off all of the buck except 
that patch of rounded form, which was 
his great rump deeply melted into the 
canyon snow. 

“You think we could circle back 
around? Get to where the aspens 
wouldn’t be in the way?” I asked, with 
little hope.

And the minute one of us makes a 
move, he’ll take off like a bat out of 
hell. And he’ll keep the trees between 
him and us when he does.” 

“What’ll I do?” I asked. 

“Nothing you can do,” Paul said, 
simply.

“I’m going to try sneaking back out 
of sight,” I said. “If I can get far 
enough down the ridge I may get an 
open shot. You yell, Paul the second he 
takes off.

I squatted to the ground and—-some- 
thing like Rover rubbing out his itch— 
inched back across the rim and out of 
sight. Every second I expected to hear 
Paul’s whoop, and subsequently see that 
great buck fade into another season. 

Finally, I made it. Glidden followed 
me down, and still Paul didn’t yell. 

Bellying in the snow, Glidden and I 
peeked over the ridge at two points 
where the aspens screened the buck. 
The third time, another 50 yards down, 
I stuck the scope through the sparse 
sagebrush and trained it on the aspens. 
My heart turned over. “Glidden,” I 
whispered, “that’s an elk, not a deer.” 

He motioned for the glass, and once 
more studied the form. His grin went 
into his ears. ‘You shoot that ‘elk’ ‘and 
you'll know better,” he advised. 


I could see it was a deer after I slipped 
into my sling and steadied the scope. 
The crosshairs settled just at the base 
of his great, rut-swollen neck. That’s 
where the bullet hit. 

The huge buck didn’t even kick. His 
massive rack of antlers just settled 
deeper into the snow, and he was dead 
in that position when we reached him. 

As we dragged my great buck out of 
the hollow, another with a 2814-inch 
spread bounded out and stood at 200 
yards. Glidden took him with one shot 
from my same little .243. 

You’d have thought mule deer were 
easy, if Glidden’s quick performance 
were the only one you’d seen. Actually, 
it was pure stumbling luck that led us 
to where this second buck was bedded. 

My own luck came late, I mused as I 
measured my trophy at the pickup, but 
I had my share now. My prize wore 
antlers with a total of 15 points and a 
spread a fraction less than 35 inches. 
This was an anniversary buck, sure 
enough.

After what seemed an age, the rifle | 
cracked again. This time, to my aston- | 
ishment, the bullet powdered the rocks | 
three feet high.

After another agonizing pause, the 
rifle crashed a third time. Ill never 
know where that bullet struck. Most 
likely it missed the mountain entirely. | 
Now the ram took a tremendous bound | 
and tore straight up the slope. On the 
skyline, three quarters of a mile away, | 
he paused to look back before dropping | 
out of sight over the ridge. 

The sculptor was completely un- 
nerved. He shook as he stood gazing | 
after the ram. “I don’t understand it,” 
he kept muttering. “I don’t understand 
i. 

I found no hair or blood, and a care- 
ful inspection of the tracks convinced 
me that the ram was missed clean.

About 150 yards from the tent, I 
chopped a six-inch blaze on a stump.

Lying prone 
behind a bedroll, he put five bullets in a 
fair group a trifle high on the target. 

Next morning at sunrise, we rode 
down the valley to hunt out a series of 
basins. It was clear and frosty without 
a breath of wind—a typical Indian sum- 
mer day in October. The trail wound 
through heavy timber close to the 
stream. For a mile the trees hid the 
mountains above. Then we came to the 
edge of a rocky draw coming into the 
canyon from our right. Spring ava- 
lanches had swept the timber out of it 
and bared the rocks here and there. 
Stopping my horse just inside the 
timber, I glassed the upper slopes. A 
good ram was bedded on a ledge 400 
yards above us—too far to try a shot. 
The ram was gazing fixedly toward us, 
which made me sure he’d spotted our 
horses. 

My horse was white and I was rea- 
sonably sure the sheep could see part 
of him through the screen of spruce 
boughs. Cautiously, I instructed Proc- 
tor to slide off his horse, take his rifle, 
and sneak up through the timber to a 
spot within range, where he could see 
to shoot. I’d stay with the horses and 
move once in a while to hold the ram’s 
attention. 


|S ea moved off slowly through the 
trees and disappeared. The ram 
never moved a hair, but continued to 
look toward me. The minutes dragged 
like years. After what seemed an age, 
the mountains echoed with the crash 
of a shot. Through my glasses I saw 
rock dust puff over the ram’s back. 

As the big sheep bounced to his feet, 
I roared, “Hold low.” 

Again came the sharp crash, and to 
my disgust this bullet went four feet 
high. First the ram bounded straight 
down over a couple of ledges, then 
turned and leaped straight back up 
again to come to a stand just a little 
over his bed. The third shot was an- 
other miss. The ram jumped straight 
across the open draw into the timber. 

When I reached Proctor, he was lean- 
ing against a tree, staring at his rifle. 
I reached over and took it; the sight 
was again screwed up to its limit. 

We rode to camp in silence. I went 
to the tent and dug into my sack of 
“possibles” for a little roll of brass 
wire. Once more I screwed that peep 
sight down to the bottom. Then I 
solidly wired it there. That fancy rifle 
looked a bit queer wired up like an 
Indian’s battered fusee, but I was de- 
termined that the sight wouldn’t get 
moved again. 

We hunted sheep for the rest of the 
day and although we saw several fair 
rams, none were suitable trophies. 
Proctor was dejected and half-hearted 
about hunting. I felt sorry for him. 

Next morning I suggested that he 
spend the day sketching, while I made 
a quick trip home. My wife was at the 
ranch alone with a new baby, and I was 
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anxious about her. I also thought it 
might be just as well to give my hunter 
a day off. He liked my suggestion, and 
when I left he was busy with sketch- 
book and water colors. 

When I returned that afternoon, he 
greeted me excitedly. At noon he’d 
climbed onto some rock outcrops at the 
head of the valley. He alternated his 
sketching with long looks through his 
glasses. About midafternoon he saw 
three big rams walk onto a ridge crest 
about a mile below camp on the north 
rim of the canyon. 

“I’m sure they’re bigger than any- 
thing we’ve seen,” he exclaimed. 

Our evening fire was a complete con- 
trast to the previous one. I silently 
hoped for a break in our bad luck the 
following day—the last day of sheep 
season. 

The prospects at dawn were cheer- 
less, for the wind blew out of the north- 
east, carrying the smell of winter. Gray 
fingers of cloud slid around the peaks, 
and the sky was dirty gray. 

But by 1€ o’clock our hopes were 
going up fast, for the sun had burned 
through the overcast to make visibility 
good, though the air still was biting 
cold. I planned to leave the horses and 
climb above timberline on the south 
side of the canyon, where we could 
glass a series of basins on the opposite 
slopes. There were three big basins ar- 
ranged like a giant clover leaf near 
where Proctor had last seen the rams, 
and I was gambling on finding them in 
one of these. 

For two hours we climbed nearly 
horizontally along the mountain face, 





taking time out for long looks through 
our glasses. The first two basins were 
empty. 

At noon we reached a spot overlook- 
ing the third. We sat with our backs to 
a boulder hidden in a tangle of firs. As 
we ate, we searched the slides and 
boulder fields for the three rams. 

Letting my glasses wander, I swung 
them up onto a saddle on the ridge 
crest and then across the broken face 
of Mount Yarrow directly opposite. 
High on the peak among a jumbled 
boulder field something caught my eye. 
It didn’t match the gray limestone, and 
was the right shape for a ram’s horn. 

For 10 minutes I held my 8X bin- 
oculars on it; then it moved. Like magic 
the tremendous outline of a big ram’s 
head came into focus, and I almost 
choked on a mouthful of cold bannock 
at the size of it. Then, in the rocks 
close to the big one, I spotted two more 
rams. My excitement mounted, for 
though either was a fine trophy, they 
both looked small compared to the first. 

When I showed them to Proctor he 
was jubilant, but when he looked at the 
mountain below them, his face grew 
long. It was a place to make any man 
pause. The boulder field, where the 
rams were bedded, dropped off into a 
series of ledges forming the rim of a 
semicircular cliff 1,000 feet high. Below 
this a long, steep rock slide dropped 
clear to the creek. 

A diagonal chimney ran up the face 
of the cliff to a spot to the left and 
downwind from the rams. From the 
top of the ledge, where this chimney 


cut the rim, it was a steep 150 yards 
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to a rock buttress within easy range of 
the sheep. The climb looked feasible, 
but Proctor was apprehensive. 

Finally he said, ‘I came out here to 
get a ram, and that’s probably the 
biggest one I'll ever see. But I have a 
wife and seven children at home de- 
pending on me for a living. I can’t risk 
such a climb. It wouldn’t be justified.” 

Knowing that a rock face always 
looks worse from a right-angle view, I 
persuaded him to at least cross the 
canyon for a closer look from the bot- 
tom. So we climbed back down. 

There we were hidden from the rams 
by a swell of the mountain above. As 
I expected, the cliff took on a different 
aspect from the bottom. It was still 
close to perpendicular, but the chimney 
looked much less formidable. I had 70 
feet of light, strong rope in my ruck- 
sack. When I showed this to the sculp- 
tor and outlined a plan to climb the 
chimney safely, he agreed to try. 

Tying one end of the rope securely 
around his waist, I scrambled up as far 
as the rope would reach. Then I found 
a secure spot for an anchor and he fol- 
lowed while I took up the slack. While 
he sat down to get his wind, I proceed- 
ed up to the end of the rope again. 
Suppressing my impatience, I gave,him 
plenty of time; he was a heavy man in 
his 50’s. The combination of unac- 
customed altitude, steep going, and ex- 
citement left him gasping and pouring 
sweat. Finally he reached the top and 
thankfully threw himself flat on the 
first ledge. 

After a few minutes I picked up his 
rifle and beckoned him to follow. Our 
progress was agonizingly slow, and 
interrupted by frequent stops. Finally 
we reached the crest. Pushing ahead, I 
cautiously lifted my head and ldoked 
over. 


hat I saw almost stopped my 
breath. The boulder field fell away 
in a saucer-shaped depression; picking 
their way slowly across it, three great 
rams walked single-file in majestic pa- 


rade. The smallest was a full-curl ram 
with horns big enough to make any 
hunter proud. The second was even 
bigger, while the leader carried a head 
beyond the wildest dream. His great 
horns curled around past the bridge of 
his nose and were tremendously mas- 
sive and heavy with the tips broomed 
off to broad points. It was by far the 
biggest head I had seen on any sheep, 
and I had trouble believing my eyes. 

Proctor eased up beside me and took 
his rifle. He was transformed by the 
sight of the sheep. 

“Take the leader,’’ I whispered un- 
necessarily in his ear as he lifted the 
rifle. 

We were looking down on the sheep 
at a range of about 50 yards. The 
leader was traveling straight away. 
Then he stopped to look out over the 
mountain, and the rifle went off in my 
ear. I saw a wad of hair lift off the 
middle of his back. Then the big animal 
slumped in a heap with his head stretch- 
ed out in front of him, and never moved 
again.

Then I broke the spell with a wild | 
war whoop and slapped Proctor be- | 
rocks to the big ram.

I} 
made no record of it, but I recall both |

This, I believe, was the finest bighorn | 
head ever taken by a sportsman in 
North America. I think I have the right | 
to call myself a fair judge of bighorns 
since I was the guide who led Martin | 
Bovey to the present world record, and 
for years I guided in the limestone | 
ranges of the Rockies where the great | 
brown bighorn reaches his highest de- 
velopment. At the time, of course, 
neither Proctor nor I had any way of | 
telling what fate held in store for this

Picking up the big head, I balanced | 
it on my shoulders with the base of a} 
horn resting on each side of my neck, 
the points turned up.

Winter Tackle Care 


inter is a good time for inspect- 
WV ing, cleaning, oiling, and repair- 

ing tackle, for jotting down 
items that must be replaced because of 
age or loss, and for listing new tackle 
that you want to obtain before the next 
season rolls around. ‘ 

Start with an inspection of your 
tackle box. Unless you're unusually 
neat, the end of the season finds it in a 
mess. Things have been put back care- 
lessly, often wet and dirty, and leaving 
them in this condition can prove costly. 

When you start the job, have ready 
two soft cloths that are free from lint. 
One should be left dry, the other soaked 
with oil but not oozing with it. Take the 
items out of the tackle box one at a 
time, cleaning each one as you do so, 
dry wiping the things that don’t need 
oil and using the oiled cloth on the 
things that do. As you finish with the 
items, arrange them orderly so that 
when you return them to the box you 
can place them to the best advantage 
for quick use. Put things in need of re- 
pairs in a special spot to be attended 
to later. 

Among these latter items may be 
lures that are basically all right, but 
which lack swivels, hooks, split rings, 
or other parts. Wooden plugs that have 
taken a beating can be refurbished with 
a coat of clear lacquer or varnish. I 
have some that are at least 25 years old 
and still in good condition, though some- 
what chewed up by fish and battered by 
rocks. Let me suggest that if you have 
a lure that has produced well for you, 
it’s wise to get a couple more like it in 
case you lose one. Incidentally, it’s not 
necessary to lacquer or varnish the 
modern plastic lures. In fact, it might 
do more harm than good. 


wen spoons and spinners may have 
become tarnished or scratched or 
both, and while this dulling of metal 
lures may make them more attractive 
to the fish, there are times when bright- 
ly polished ones are best. So it’s a good 


idea to have both in your box. Your 
stock of these should also be carefully 
checked for different sizes and shapes. 

An item likely to be overlooked is sink- 
ers. These should be stocked in various 
styles, shapes, and sizes, for various 
purposes. If you know certain waters 
well and what sinkers you'll need for 
fishing them, be sure you have plenty on 
hand. If you aren’t sure about the wa- 
ter, provide yourself with a wide assort- 
ment so you'll be prepared for most 
eventualities. Your supply should in- 
clude egg sinkers, dipsey or bait-casting 
sinkers, swivel-barrel sinkers, keel sink- 
ers, clinch-on sinkers, and split shot. 
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You'll need at least two sizes of split 
shot—BB and buckshot—so make a note 
to add them to your assortment. 

Orce you get your tackle box back in 
order, it may be wise, if you have a lot 
of feathered or hair lures, to put some 
moth flakes in with them. Trout flies 
and bass bugs are also susceptible to 
moth damage. If you store any feath- 
ered or hair lures, or just plain feathers 
and hair in metal or cardboard boxes, 
be sure to protect them against moths. 

Before you store flies and bugs, how- 
ever, straighten and clean them. Plac- 
ing them in the jet of steam from a 
boiling kettle will fluff out feathers and 
aid in restoring the hair of hair lures. 
Next treat the dry flies and floating 
bugs with a bath of silicone fly floater. 
In the spring you can start using these 
lures without any further dressing. 


t’s a good idea to carry an extra reel 

and line when you go fishing. It may 
save you hours of on-the-spot repairs. 
You might try dropping a hint in the 
right quarter that you would welcome 
something like this as a Christmas 
present; otherwise, winter is a good 
time to start budgeting for such items. 
Around the end of the year is some- 
times a good time to pick up bargains 
in fishing tackle—when stores are dis- 
continuing old models in favor of new 
ones. If you already have a fly or bait- 
casting reel, think about getting a spin- 
ning reel. 

Having extra rods is another guar- 
antee of carefree angling. If you want 
to go in for all three methods of fishing 
next season—fly casting, bait casting, 
and spinning—it’s wise to have an extra 
rod for each. Again, you’re not so likely 
to have to stop fishing to make repairs. 

As for winter care of rod and reel, if 
your rod is made of glass it probably 
doesn’t need any care, other than the 
replacement of one or more guides. 
Or the guide windings may need touch- 
ing up because of cracks, or they may 
be badly scored from casting. Steel rods 
should be treated the same way and 
carefully wiped with an oily rag. A 
split bamboo rod should be varnished in 
its entirety, or touched up where varnish 
is needed. A good job of waxing, with 
good furniture wax, will insure protec- 
tion for the rest of the winter and 
through the opening days of the season. 

While you have no doubt frequently 
oiled and cleaned all the easily available 
parts of your reels during the season, 
it’s a good idea to do a thorough clean- 
ing and oiling job at least once a year, 
and winter is the best time for that. As 
this means taking the reel apart, you 
need plenty of room and a system to 


keep the parts in order so you can get 
the reel back together again without 
too much trouble. But if you don’t want 
to tackle the: job yourself, then right 
now is the time to give the job to a pro- 
fessional, to send the reel to the manu- 
facturer, or have your dealer do so. 

Assuming that you want to under- 
take the job yourself, do it on a table 
with nothing else on it. As you take 
down the reel, lay the parts out in order 
and leave plenty of room between them 
so they don’t get mixed up. Have the 
instruction and parts sheet handy (this 
should have come with the reel when 
you purchased it). When all the parts 
are cleaned and oiled, start putting 
them back together again in reverse 
order. If any parts need replacing, now 
is the time to order them. If the trouble 
is bad I’d suggest going to a profession- 
al repairman or sending the reel to the 
manufacturer. 

Bait-casting reels are the most com- 
plicated and need more attention, in the 
way of oiling, than spinning reels. How- 
ever, in my experience, spinning reels 
get out of order more often, and it’s 
well to be equipped with spare parts for 
emergency repairs. The parts most 
likely to go wrong are the small springs 
and the reeling-in mechanism. 

A fly reel is usually such a simple 
thing that you don’t need instructions 
on how to take it apart or oil it. Most 
of them need only the removal of one 
screw or the operation of a simple lock- 
ing device to take out the spool. 


s‘ly lines made of modern materials 

‘don’t need the care and attention 
that the old-time silk lines did and still 
do. Both are subject to curling if left on 
the reel too long. Even during the fish- 
ing season, the line should be turned 
around every few weeks to prevent this. 
In winter, it should be carefully but 
loosely coiled and hung in a cool spot. 
Perhaps an easier method is to wind the 
line around a cylindrical object such as 
an oatmeal box. Before storing, wipe 
off with a soft cloth. Fishing lines are 
sure to pick up dirt from the surface 
of the water and from contact with the 
earth, and this may affect their use- 
fulness and length of life. 

If you still use a silk fly line, at the 
end of the season it should be carefully 
cleaned with mild soap and water, then 
dried, and dressed with a good line 
dressing. This should be put on lightly 
and rubbed in with the fingers. Polish 
with a soft cloth, being careful not to 
rub so vigorously that enough heat is 
created to injure the line’s finish. Then 
store as recommended for synthetic 
lines. 





If you're a fly fisherman,. how about 
your leaders? The synthetics don’t re- 
quire special care, except to test for 
strength and to find “wind” knots. The 
fine strands at the fly end of the leader 
often gather a simple twist from cast- 
ing. I call this a “wind” knot. It occurs 
most when casting into the wind, or 
when casting a leader made with very | 
fine material. These wind knots are 
bad because they cause the leader to 
break under a strain that the unknotted 
leader could withstand. 

If, when looking over your leaders, 
you find any of these wind knots, cut 
and retie at such places with a blood or 
barrel knot, or replace with a new 
strand if this seems necessary. These 
knots will also occur in very fine mono- 
filament spinning line. If this happens, 
break the line off at the highest knot 
you find. It won’t be too many yards 
from the lure end, so little line will be 
wasted. But be sure to locate the upper 
knot. 


Wisees and boots should be stored | 
carefully. 

to patch any holes or leaky spots that | 
have developed. Drying out stocking- | 
foot waders is a simple matter. Just 
turn them inside out. To store, hang 
them in a closet or roll them up and put 
them in a drawer. There is the danger 
that rolling or folding such gear for 
long storage may cause creases which, 
if allowed to set, will injure the fabric 
and the waterproofing. But if they’re 
loosely rolled and have plenty of room, 
they'll be all right. 

Both footed waders and regular boots 
are difficult to dry out properly in the 
foot section because they can’t be turned 
inside out. Stuffing the foot loosely with 
newspaper is about the best way I know 
to absorb moisture. Several successive 
stuffings may be needed to dry boots or 
waders thoroughly. I'd advise against 
any drying system involving direct heat, 
such as putting a guarded light bulb in 
the foot. Even the guard may be in- 
sufficient to prevent damage from the 
heat, while an unguarded bulb is almost 
sure to injure the material. 

Once footed waders are thoroughly 
dry, it’s best to store them by hanging 
them feet uppermost. Good wader 
hangers can be made by bending cheap 
wire coat hangers into a V shape to 
hold the boot foot, one hanger for each 
boot. Of course boots or waders should 
be stored away from direct heat. 

Willow creels used to carry fish 
should be thoroughly Washed with a 
soda solution. However, if you use your 
creel as a carry-all for tackle, as I’ve 
seen fellows do, there’s no need to wash 
it. Otherwise, varnish the creel inside 
and out, working the varnish in be- 
tween the willow strands. Use a good | 
grade of varnish. For other fish car- 
riers, I recommend several thorough 
washings, drying, and airings.—Ray 
Bergman.

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DOLPHIN ON

there’s something about floatage that 
dolphin love. Evidently they don’t care 
for the bright sun, and like to find a 
shady spot during the brightness of the 
day, easing under any umbrella that 
happens to be handy. 

In Panama Bay, a cast to the edge of 
any weed patch or bit of debris is 
almost sure to bring a hit. Sometimes 
dolphin seek shelter under strange ob- 
jects—we once saw four small ones 
hovering in the shade of a large turtle 
loafing on the surface. When the turtle 
moved, so did the dolphin, flashing in 
and out of his shadow. 

The day the dolphin crashed around 
the cockpit, I was fishing with Bill 
Brooks of the Canal Zone, and we were 
tossing top-water plugs toward any 
floating umbrella that came along. The 
moment we started those lures back, 
out would flash a school of dolphin, 
streaking, leaping, and hopping onto 
the plugs as if they were the only food 
in the Pacific. Once we saw a floating 
chicken crate, washed down from some 
small upcountry farm, 1nd in it a lone, 
lorn, very thin, and very frightened 
chicken. We started over to rescue it, 
but before we got there Bill’s lures 
pulled a pair of dolphin from under the 
crate. They looked 40 pounds apiece. 
No wonder that chicken was scared. 

In Florida, dolphin usually are found 
close to the surface in the Gulf Stream’s 
plue water. Many times, the conflicting 
action of the stream, and the tides or 
winds, will hold the sargassum weed in 
trails, sometimes 10 or 12 miles long, 
and often these weed islands will stay 
around as long as two months. Then 
the dolphin gather, resting in the shade 
of the drifting weeds, feeding on flying 
fish, chasing smaller fish and squids, 
and gobbling up speckled crabs and sea 
horses. 

When this occurs, the stage is set. 
Charter boats troll up and down the 
length of the driftage, or drift slowly 
while light-tackle anglers cast plug, 
spinning, or fly lures to the edge of the 
weeds. 

Trollers usually use strip bait or 
feathers, but a skipping bait that 
bounces from wave crest to wave crest 
is the one that brings the dolphin up so 
the angler can see him. Sometimes a 
dolphin, trying to locate a skipping bait 
and powder it, will jump higher in the 
air than he ever will after being hooked, 
and the sight of a free-jumping dolphin 
is something to see. Then, while the 
angler thinks the dolphin is still in the 
air, that brilliant flash of lightning will 
have the bait and be gone. Dolphin are 
so fast that many times when a single 
fish comes to a pair of baits trolled 
from outriggers, he will take one and 
then the other before anyone aboard 
knows it. Often the two anglers will 
strike, thinking they each have a fish. 

When dolphin are hanging out along 
driftage, the more lines overboard the 
merrier the show will be. Usually the 
first one to get a fish on holds his 
dolphin out in the water, and for some 
reason the other dolphin will stay with 
the hooked fish, themselves hitting 





either trolled or cast baits. The ocean 
will be full of darting patches of color 
around the hooked fish, and one angler 
after another will call out the nerve- 
tingling cry, “Dolphin on” as his fish 
sails into the air and hangs motionless 
for a moment at the top of his leap, as 
if bragging of his beauty. 

Such a fish was Lloyd Johnson’s first 
dolphin. Last February, we were troll- 
ing along the weed patches on the edge 
of the Gulf Stream when Lloyd yelled 
“Dolphin on.” I almost left the boat 
head first, because he yelled it right in 
my ear, and the shout a man gives when 
he sees his first dolphin in the air is a 
shout to remember. 

The fish must have heard it too, be- 
cause he seemed to stop in the middle of 
his leap and look around. Then he fell 
back and tore off on a scorching run, 
knocking the waves sideways. Far out, 
he leaped again, and then slanted off to 
the left, but coming our way. Lloyd 
had to reel fast to keep the line tight. 
Sixty feet astern, the dolphin came out 
again in a high, twisting leap. 

“He’s a bull,’”’ shouted Capt. Angus 
Boatwright, “and a good one.” 


t was a bull, all right, and it looked 

as if Lloyd had him by the tail. He 
was fishing with very light tackle that 
day—a six-pound-test line—and this 
fish was a zipping comet. 

But that fish knew about the nether 
regions too. He suddenly dived, and 
then stayed down, swimming slowly 
at about the same level. Lloyd started 
to pump, and at last, bit by bit, he lifted 
the fish. Then off it went on another 
run. He went on and on. But the run 
tired him, and soon Lloyd got him 
headed back our way. When he got 
close to the boat he jumped and jumped, 
in one last wild flurry. At last Angus 
grabbed the leader wire, and took the 
hook out. The freed fish shook itself, 
flipped its tail, and slowly swam away 
from there. 

“About 11 pounds,” said Angus. “A 
mighty nice catch on a six-pound-test 
line.”’ 

Dolphin were everywhere that day. 
All we had to do was troll along the 
edge of the sargassum, and out would 
come a dolphin, flying, shouldering the 
waves aside to crash down on our skip- 
ping baits. Then the angler who had 
him on would fight him in close, and 
hold him there, near the stern, while 
the rest of us grabbed our spinning 
outfits and cast to the free swimmers. 
Often we had three fish on at once. 

Once we hooked a bull that looked 
about 35 pounds. Then another of the 
same size showed and stayed with him 
the entire fight, dogging his every 
move. When we got the hooked fish in 
close, we began casting lures to the free 
swimmer. But, unlike the usual dol- 
phin, he passed them up. Then we 
noticed a long scar on his head. The 
fish was hurt; that’s why he wasn’t in- 
terested in our offerings. 

But most dolphin will hit anything 
you show them. There’s no need to go 
through an elaborate hocus-pocus of 
fancy retrieving to tease them into 
strikes. Just throw the lure out and 
reel it back, and that’s enough. Those 





big black eyes were made for pinpoint- 
ing food. 

All that day, dolphin peeled off be- 
hind the boat like a rising covey of 
quail. They were in and out of the 
water so fast and so often that it seemed 
as if the ocean were showering dol- 
phin. Our lines got crossed; we ducked 
around each other irantically as our 
fish flew from side to side. Busiest man 
was Captain Boatwright, often trying 
to boat three dolphin at once. 

Occasionally, after a day or two of 
heavy wind, the weed patches will be 
so scattered that it’s difficult to catch 
up with the school fish under them. But 
even then, it’s often possible to hang a 
dolphin, and there’s no telling what 
size he may be. 

I went out with Charlie Whitney of 
Shrewsbury, Mass., and Frank Wool- 
ner, editor of the Salt Water Sports- 
man, on their first trip for dolphin. We 
were aboard Capt. Howard Victor’s 
Cadet, out of Islamorada, Florida. troll- 
ing with light rods and 12-pound-tect 
monofilament line. The weed patches 
were scattered, and so were the dolphin. 
Frank finally hooked and landed one, 
and it was the smallest dolphin I'd ever 
seen, weighing probably a pound. Hav- 
ing given the boys a long talk about 
these dolphin, I was a little embar- 
rassed. But I needn’t have been. 

Minutes later Charlie had another 
hit, and we all knew this was a good 
one as the big, blunt head crashed the 
surface. He jumped, then he fell back 
and departed on a run that lasted a 
good 500 feet. He jumped five times, 


way out, as Charlie hung on the ropes, 
looking as if he’d never be able to get 
his mouth shut again. 

“Watch him,” said Captain Vic. 
“He'll probably come back now.” 

He did, jumped again half way in, 
then headed off slightly to the left on a 
run that brought him even with the 
boat. He jumped again, then dived. 
And he hung there, refusing to budge, 
no matter what pressure Charlie put on. 

Then he suddenly came up, so fast 
that the line sliced the water like a 
knife, and out he splashed in another 
jump, and another. 

But he was tiring, and the next time 
he went deep Charlie was able to put 
the butt to him, raise him, and bring 
him in to gaff. He weighed 27 pounds, 
a good dolphin on light tackle. 


pase one explanation of the dol- 
phin’s amazing leaping abilities is 
that one of his favorite foods is the fly- 
ing fish, which is very difficult to catch. 
Charter-boat captains have discovered 
a way to use the dolphin’s appetite for 
these little fish to obtain specimens for 
decorative mounts. When they see a 
dolphin catch a flying fish, they speed 
up, run ahead, and put a bait in front 
of the dolphin. Being the voracious 
eater he is, the dolphin hits. 

As soon as the dolphin is boated, the 
captain splits him open and there, in 
perfect condition, is the freshly caught 
flying fish. It is then put into a bucket 
of salt water and kept there until it 
can be put in a freezer ashore to await

While it’s appetite that makes a dol- 
phin snatch most of his food with such 
gusto, many times he seems to hit just 
for fun, and often when he’s full to 
bursting. Charter-boat captains have 
found as many as eight flying fish in the 
belly of a dolphin that ended its feeding 
foray by hitting an artificial. 

The dolphin is such a good table fish 
that the fact that it only runs in num- 


| bers far offshore, and seasonally, pre- 


vents it from becoming a commercial 
fish. And dolphin roe is a great deli- 
cacy. In spring, when the fish come 
closer to land to spawn, they’re found 
along the edge of the Gulf Stream, and 
sometimes even in the green water of 
the outer reefs. And at this time the 


| hen fish carry sacs loaded with roe. 


Dolphin range in practically all the 


| warm seas of the world. How far may 
| be seen by checking the all-tackle world 


records, which list dolphin caught in 
East Africa, Australia, the Bahamas, 
Cuba, and Hawaii. 


he top weight ever posted in the 
Metropolitan Miami Fishing Contest, 
which serves as a good indicator of the 
dolphin situation along the Florida 
Coast, was a fine 72-pound, 12-ounce 
fish taken in 1955 by C. D. Steainer of 
Shamokin, Pa., a catch that closely 
approximates the world-record 7514- 
pounder caught by A. Conan Doyle in 
Mafia Channel, East Africa, in 1950. 
In going for dolphin, charter boatmen 
will usually start a beginner on 20 or 
30-pound-test line until the angler has 
learned something about the fish. But 
once he gets the hang of it, much more 
enjoyment is derived from fishing dol- 
phin on fairly light tackle. Anyone 
with a fair amount of experience can 
use 12 or 15-pound-test monofilament 
on a 4/0 reel, and a six-foot rod tip 
weighing about four ounces, trolling a 
strip bait on a 6/0 hook. That’s big 
enough to handle a large fish, and still 
not too big for the smaller ones. 
Similarly, those who go for dolphin 
with casting outfits tend to run light, 
aiming at getting the most fun out of 
the fish from three to seven pounds, but 


| still giving themselves a chance to land 


the big fellows. The fly-rod angler 
| usually uses a nine to 914-foot rod, a 
G-A-F fly line, and a leader with six 
or eight-pound-test tippet. They use 
streamers, bucktails, and popping bugs, 
in all-white, all-yellow, or red-and-yel- 
low and red-and-white combinations, 
all tied on 3/0 hooks. 

Casting a fly from a charter boat has 
its problems, what with outriggers and 
other obstacles, but some outstanding 
catches have been made. The current 
record in the fly-casting division of the 
Metropeclitan Miami Fishing Tourna- 
ment is a 21-pound 14-ouncer taken by 
Elmer Aldacosta of Marathon, Fla., on 
a big streamer fly and a 12-pound-test 
tippet. 

Spinners generally use a medium rod 
weighing from four to six ounces, and 
one of the large salt-water reels capable 
of holding from 200 to 300 yards of six 
or eight-pound-test monofilament. They 


| use jig-type lures or surface plugs, 
| once again in the favorite sea-going 


‘out of the outrigger, 


colors of yellow, white, and combina- 
tions of red-and-yellow or red-and- 
white. 

Plug casters also use regulation salt- 
water casting rods, or even fresh-water 
bass outfits, with a good-size reel and 
line testing 15 to 18 pounds. And while 
the heaviest dolphin taken on this gear 
to date in the Miami tournament is only 
an 11-pounder, compared to the spin 
division heavyweight of 24 pounds, this 
difference is probably mainly due to 
the fact that more anglers use spinning 
gear in the salt water than use bait- 
casting outfits. 

Regardless of outfit used, many light- 
tackle men class dolphin among the top 
three fish most likely to take an artifi- 
cial, putting them at the top with tar- 
pon and grayling. Put a lure in front 
of them, and they’ll hit it. 

The best time for dolphin fishing, 
when they’re in their most accessible 
range for ,U. S. fishermen, is from the 
end of May to the middle of July. Then’s 
when they’re most numerous along the 
southeast coast of Florida, and more 
especially to the south along the Florida 
Keys. 

Last May 25 was one of those days 
when the ocean off the Keys seemed 
alive with dolphin. They were every- 
where, knocking our baits sky high. 
Wherever we looked, there was a dol- 
phin in the air, either looking for a 
bait or just in the act of clamping down 
on one. 

Denny Denison and I, fishing off Isla- 
morada with Capt. Howard Victor, had 
hardly started trolling when we saw a 
tremendous splash. My line was yanked 
from the outriggers. I grabbed the 
rod, waited until the tip bent down, 
then struck hard three times. 

“It’s a big one,” shouted Denny. As 
if to prove it, the fish came out in an 
eight-foot jump, a big dolphin with a 
head as blunt as a bison’s. 


I was using 12-pound-test monofila- 
ment, and this sea-going jumping 
jack got off to a flying start. He hit and 


spun off just under the surface, with 
part of his back sticking out. He roared 
off for 100 yards, then jumped. He was 
at least a 40-pounder. 

He jumped again, straight up, but 
when he fell back my line went slack. 
He’d thrown the hook, even after those 
three hard strikes I’d put to him. 

As Vic baited my hook again there 
was a yell from Denny. His line came 
and when he 
struck a two-pounder jumped out. Even 
that small-fish put up a good scrap, 
but soon Denny reeled the fish in and 
Vic leaned over to grab the leader wire. 

“Look out,” Vic shouted. 

I looked down just in time to see a 
40-pound dolphin grab Denny’s fish. 

“He’s got you, strike,’’ I hollered. 
He did—good and hard. Then things 
busted wide open. That big fish jumped 
right in front of us, not 10 feet out, and 
we got a magnified view of his length. 
But the smaller fish flew out of his 
mouth, and with it the hook. The 
bruiser fell back in, good and mad, I 
guess, at losing such a tasty meal. 

Denny was good and mad, too. He 
wanted that big dolphin, and he dropped 





the mangled two-pounder back fast, but 
nothing took. 


“That’s the first time I ever knew 


they were cannibals,” I said. 
“They sure are,” said Vic. “I’ve often 


seen big bulls like that come up and| 


grab three and four-pounders.” 

Big dolphin also have enemies, as we 
were soon to discover. 

We trolled along without action for a 
while, idly switching our eyes from 
the skipping baits that danced over the 
waves to the clothespins on the out- 
riggers. 

Then a shout rent the air. ‘‘A bull,” 
yelled Vic. ‘“‘At your bait, Denny.” 

Denny grabbed his rod, and when the 
line came tight and the tip bent down, 
he struck. That big, hatchet-faced dol- 
phin came half way out, and the size of 
only that part of him was enough to 
scare you. 


He skidded back in again, and took 
off on a course toward Portugal. 
Then right in the middle of the dash he 
switched and came toward us, halfway 
out, cutting the top of the water at a 
mile a minute. 

“Look behind him,” I yelled, 

First we saw just the water disturb- 
ance, then a long, brown shape follow- 
ing close on that dolphin’s trail. 

‘It’s a mako,” said Vic. “It'll get 
him, sure.” 


“I’m going to break him off and give | 


him a chance,” said Denny. 

He slapped the drag down as tightly 
as he could, pointed the rod at the 
speeding dolphin, and held it there. We 
saw the line come up tight, heard the 
loud crack as it parted. The dolphin 
got out of there then, like a flash 

The mako disappeared too, but Vic 
thought he might still be around. He 
rigged a new outfit, the hook baited 
with a small dolphin. 

“This is a big grouper outfit,” 
handing it to Denny. 

Denny free-spooled it out. 
it,” he said suddenly. 

We watched the free-spooling line 
jump forward, saw Denny throw the 
big reel into gear. Then the rod tip 
bent down sharply as he struck. 

He had hold of a cyclone fired by a 
dynamite blast. 
swirl that covered an acre of water, 
and then out came a 200-pound mako, 
straight up for 20 feet, mouth open,

reaching for the sky. You could: see} 
the bait hanging from his mouth, still | 


on the hook. 

He fell back in—free. 

Denny started to reel in, when sud- 
denly the rod tip bounced down and out 
came a 40-pound dolphin. He was tied 
to a block and tackle on that big 
grouper outfit, but even so he jumped 
five times, then took off, tearing hand- 
fuls of line from the 12/0 reel—and 
then, suddenly, he was free. The heavy 
drag must have pulled the hook out. 
Away out there, 500 feet out, he came 
up in a straight jump, and we could see 
his long body and powerful head. 

Then, with a pop, a line snapped from 
an outrigger, and somewhere out there 
another dolphin jumped. 

“Dolphin on!” yelled Captain Vic. 
“Get busy, you guys.” 
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he said,

If you are planning to build boat, or do 
repair project on one you have, start to 
work now so job will be finished in time 


ble. Sometimes the seats are the wrong 
height, or they’d be more comfortable 
if wider. Look into the small back-fitted 
fishing chairs (some of which swivel) 
that can be slipped over the boat’s regu- 
lar seat. Maybe your boat could use 
floor slats to keep you from slipping on 
the often-damp bottom. If your boat is 


metal, investigate the nonskid floor 
coatings developed for such boats. 
Most small boats that are used pri- 
marily for fishing can be improved in 
two other ways: 1. Fitting a good tran- 
som plate—one that will really help 
silence the motor. 2. Install better row- 
locks. Also see that the oars are of 
good quality and the right length. 
Most hunting boats will also stand 
improving. A canvas shield or shelter 
can usually be devised around the cock- 
pit. You can rig a deck rack for decoys. 
You may want to investigate the vari- 
ous manual-propulsion devices now of- 
fered, and you may want a proper 
mount for a.small motor. Another good 
idea is to install anchoring tubes (bow 
and stern pipes through the deck and 
bottom to take slim poles that are 
shoved down into the mud to hold the 
boat in position), or you can buy gun- 
wale attachments for the same purpose. 
On hunting boats, you can add reed 
rails or other devices to hold camou- 


* flage of reeds or grass. For such a craft, 


too, I’d want a pole as well as a paddle 
or oars. 

Canoes lend themselves well to im- 
provements. You may even have a 
chance to pick one up secondhand and 
recondition it. Usually re-covering— 
using canvas or Fiberglas—is involved. 
To use a small outboard motor on your 
canoe, look over the different mounts 
made specially for canoes and other 
sharp-sterned small craft. Be sure you 
have good paddles. And if you use your 
canoe for long trips, it’s wise to make a 
carrying yoke for easier portaging, and 
a light but strong pushpole with a spike 
or metal-shod end for working up- 
stream. 

After we reach the limit on improv- 
ing a boat, most of us sell it—usually to 
get features we want but couldn’t have 
in the old boat. Even so, we’re likely to 
start another round of improvements 
on the new one. That’s one reason boat- 
ing is such fun.—J. A. Emmett.

a muskie in the wild depths of this can- 
yon, and this was the first of the big 
fish I had ever hooked. 

The Old Guide had talked me into 
this trip by his vivid description of 
what lay beyond the pavement for guys 
who had the gumption to tackle it. I'd 
known him through many seasons of 
fine fellowship when we fished together 
for trout, or waved the flag for good 
conservation practices in his state. For 
years he’d not only done radio and TV 
programs over a local station, but had 
also written a hunting-and-fishing col- 
umn for the paper, and even worked 
for the game and fish commission. He 
had other businesses, too, like manu- 
facturing outdoor equipment. 

He had painted a glowing picture of 
this Catoosa Wildlife Management 
Area in north-central Tennessee, strad- 
dling the boundary between Morgan 
and Cumberland Counties. The Catoosa, 
90,000 acres big, is one of the largest 
game-management areas owned by the 
game and fish commission of the Vol- 
unteer State. The commission had ac- 
quired it as tax-delinquent land from 
a coal-mining and lumber company. 

What intrigued me most was not the 
Old Guide’s account of the area’s top 
deer and wild-turkey hunting, but his 
enthusiasm about the streams——-Daddy’s 
Creek, Obed River, Clear Creek, and 
Otter Creek, supposedly loaded with 
smallmouth bass, walleyes and muskies. 

I'd fished for muskies ffom Canada 
to the Tennessee River watershed, but 
had never caught one of the big fish. 
Stream muskellunge sounded like some- 
thing new, unusual, and exciting. 

We picked the first week of July to 
make our trip. And of all the potential 
streams, the Old Guide chose Daddy’s 
Creek as the most scenic and produc- 
tive. I was skeptical about the timing. 

“Well,” the Old Guide said, “I'll ad- 
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mit the best times for big jacks—that’s 
what they call muskies up here—are 
spring and fall when the water’s cooler. 
But if you’re worried about having 
Fourth of July angler competition on 
that creek, forget it. We won’t see an- 
other boat or fisherman.” 

What he said was true—but he didn’t 
tell me why. It was only after we got 
our free permit from the area manag- 
er’s office in Crossville and proceeded 
to the canyon bottom that I found out. 

Ralph Plumb, who manages the Ca- 
toosa Area for the game and fish com- 
mission, had put us in the creek at 
Antioch Bridge, where an ancient and 
narrow dirt road angles down the bluff 
and crosses on an old bridge. Wednes- 
day morning; shortly after daylight, we 
loaded grub, sleeping bags, fishing 
tackle, and other gear in the center of 
the boat to balance our load. 

“It’s 74% miles to the bridge where 
I’ll meet you,” Ralph told us. 

I glanced at the deep, blue pool 
stretching under the Antioch span. 

“You’d better hurry then,” I said. 
“We should be there for lunch.” 

The area manager grinned. “You may 
find the going rougher than you think.” 

Before we left Antioch, we also made 
plans to meet Ralph and a couple of his 
friends the next afternoon, the Fourth, 
at the mouth of Yellow Creek, only 
about 34% miles downstream. Ralph 
promised to have a fire going and the 
grease hot. We would bring in enough 
fish for an old-fashioned fish fry. 

As we started our trip, the sky was 
cloudless, a gentle breeze drifted down 
the creek, and water tinkled over the 
rocks around us. When we drifted into 
the first long pool below the bridge, I’d 
already selected half a dozen lures I 
knew the smallmouths would like. I 
threw my No. 1 bladed lure under the 
overhanging bushes. where the current 
poured against a bank. A smallmouth, 
hardly larger than e pound, smacked 
it. For a moment we had a merry waltz 
around the head of the vnool, before I 


got him close enough to shake off. 

“‘Reckon we won’t start saving up for 
the fish fry till late tomorrow,” the Old 
Guide commented. 

The pool yielded three more small 
bass, about the size of the first. Then 
we paddied through to a series of 
shoals, where we had to drag our boat. 

For the rest of the day we dragged 
and fished; the pools between the rocky 
parts of the creek made our efforts 
worthwhile. They were loaded with bass 
—mostly a half to 14% pounds—but 
they jumped on the bladed and skirted 
lures like rainbow trout. 

We camped our first night on a shal- 
low rock beside the creek, with the 
stars blanketed above the canyon and 
a half-moon riding high. Try as we 
might the next day to reach the mouth 
of Yellow Creek in time for our sched- 
uled fish fry, we didn’t even come close. 

That night we camped near a purple 
pool under a shellbark hickory. We got 
as much pleasure out of that hole as 
any we found in the canyon. I was 
gathering wood when a muskie swirled 
lazily in the lower end of the pool. The 
Old Guide and I dropped our camp- 
making chores as if we had a prear- 
ranged signal, and raced for the boat. 

I manned the paddle and put him 
within a long cast of where we'd seen 
the swirl. He tried a top-water frog, 
close to the rocky shore, fished it 20 
feet from the bank and let it lie. 

In the lavender shadows I was sure 
I saw the water swell behind the frog. 
The Old Guide raised his rod tip and 
twitched the lure lightly. 

I was so tense that I jumped when 
an explosion tore the pool. My partner 
set the hook. What a disappointment. 
It was a two-pound smallmouth. 

That commotion must have put the 
muskie down, for we couldn’t make him 
take either a top-water or sinking lure. 
No luck either next morning before 
breakfast. 

It was noon on Friday before we 
reached Yellow Creek, a day behind 





schedule. There on the bank we found 
a note in the end of a split stick. Ralph 
wrote that he’d waited until sundown, | 
and that he’d see us Saturday—tomor- 
row—at the Old Bridge road. 

For several hundred yards below 
Yellow Creek, we made good time. We 
paused to fish several of the deeper 
holes. I tried the heavier muskie tackle, 
but it was the Old Guide who hooked 
two muskies. that afternoon—one that 
threw his lure, and another of six 
pounds or better that chewed his mono- 
filament in two. He’d warned me that 
the muskies in Daddy’s Creek were 
generally small, but dynamite. But it 





was the smallmouths and rock bass | 
that kept our tackle busy. 

The farther we pushed past Yellow | 
Creek, the rougher the going became. 
The canyon walls drew in and towered 
over us. Late in the afternoon of this 
third day, we stopped at the head of an 
eight-foot waterfall. The creek poured 
from two angles through a rocky slot, 
and there was no way to go over either 
fall without having water from the 
other fill our boat: We had no choice 
but to portage all our gear around a 
couple of huge rocks and try to float 
the empty craft over the falls. 

As we expected, our boat filled with 
water. The air pockets under the seats | 
saved the craft from diving 30 feet to 
the bottom of the pool under the falls. 
We hung by our knees on a narrow 
rock and bailed it out with pans. 

It was at the next waterfall that the 
force of the river had our boat jammed 
tightly in the crevice, and where it now 
seemed that we’d come to the end of 
our rocky trail. 


he one brief bright spot was the mus- 

kie I’d just had on, but he was gone | 
with the lure. I laid my rod aside to see 
what we could do about the wedged | 
boat; every one of these tight spots in | 
the river needed special treatment. 

With its load, the boat was much too 
heavy to pry loose from this rocky eye, 
so—for the second time in half an hour | 
—we had to unload the grub box, duffel 
bags, and other heavy gear. Our aim 
was to dislodge our craft enough so 
that we could slide its bow up the roof- 
top rock. Then we could clear the stern 
and maybe float the boat down the 
rocky niche to the next pool. 

We set our heavy gear on one of the 
slanted rock, and got our footing. Heav- 
ing forward with all the sinews that 
were still operating, we felt the boat 
slide, stop, and slide again. 

“Hold it,’’ yelled my partner. 

His warning came a fraction of a 
second too late. The boat dropped under 
the waterfall and the river poured 
through it, washing out raincoats, boat 
bags, tackle, and all the lighter gear | 
we'd left in the boat. 

I had no idea how deep the pool be- 
low the slot was, and didn’t have time | 
to wonder. I jumped off the ledge and 
sank shoulder deep before my feet hit | 
a yvock. Gear was streaming by; I/| 
grabbed the Old Guide’s movie camera 
just as it started sinking. In seconds I | 
had both arms full of raincoats, tarps, | 
our gasoline lantern, and a small bag of | 
reels. The Old Guide had dived into the | 
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Cadillac, Michigan 


boat at the other end and saved our air 
mattresses and rods. Some of the fish- 
ing tackle got away, along with his 
shoes, an electric lantern, and three 
packs of exposed films, which certainly 
must have contained some of our finest 
pictures of the trip. 

The current had cleaned our boat, 
and now the craft was wedged more 
tightly than ever, with the weight of 
the river holding it down. I found the 
ax, climbed into the timbered fringe, 
and cut a heavy pry pole. With this we 
managed to jar the front end loose. 
Inch by inch we turned the boat on its 
edge, then slid our craft over the high 
rock and into the pool below. We just 
lay on a rock, winded and dripping be- 
| fore we tried to repack. 


| en that afternoon, while we cast one 
of the deep, blue holes in mam- 
| moth hunks of stone, a plane flew over 
| the gorge several times. Shadows had 
already climbed the sides of the canyon, 
and we watched the plane from a shad- 
owed rim of the pool. 

“I think that’s one of the depart- 
ment’s patrol planes,” my partner said. 
“Helps them check forest fires, illegal 
hunting, and find lost hunters.” 

““Maybe they’re searching for the re- 
mains of two fishermen,” I joked. 

We chuckled, but later learned that 
the pilot was doing exactly that. Our 
trip through the gorge had been a 
topic of conversation in nearby Cross- 
ville; the odds were no more than even 
that we’d make it. 

On Saturday morning, the plane 
came over again while we were buried 
in another jumble of rocks, trying to 
get our boat through. When it appeared 
a third time Saturday afternoon, it 
suddenly dawned on us that the pilot 
might actually be trying to spot our 
boat or our bodies. The boat—-wherever 
the paint hadn’t been scraped off—was 
green, and we were dressed in dark 
clothes, making us almost impossible 
| to spot from the height the pilot had to 
fly above the canyon. The third time 
he came down the creek, we laid white 
handkerchiefs on our fishing caps and 
waved a paddle. He saw us then and 
circled a couple of times before he flew 
off. He’d caused quite a stir in Cross- 
ville by an earlier report that he’d seen 
us floating in the creek. 

Up to the last day, we planned to do 
| more late-afternoon and early-evening 
| fishing. The Old Guide said that these 
| muskies hit best in twilight. But each 
night we were so exhausted from the 
grueling hours in the canyon bottom, 
that the only enthusiasm we had left 
after eating was for the sack. 

Even though Sunday was even more 
punishing than Friday had been, we 
still managed to salvage some fishing 
out of the deep holes. On Sunday morn- 
|ing the Old Guide caught his largest 
| smallmouth—within an ounce of three 
| pounds. Like all the others out of that 
clear water, its markings were very 
dark. My partner also hooked his larg- 
est muskie, fully as long as the eight or 
10-pounder I’d tied into. He got one 
tremendous jump out of the big fish 
| before it shook loose. 

In spite of the limited fishing, we 








caught some of our best smallmouths 
of the trip. We found most of these 
bronzebacks hanging in the current 
where the water poured into a pool, or 
at the tail end. 

As we rounded the last rocky curve 
and came in sight of the pool at the end 
of the road, the Old Guide hooked a 
small bass and played it toward the 
boat. Maybe I should have kept fishing, 
too, but the stone-and-wood bridge 
looked so welcome that I broke out my 
camera and took a picture of it. 

On the rim of the pool we met two 
local fishermen, Clyde and Kenny 
Cooper. They told us that for as long 
as they could remember, they’d caught 
‘jacks’ out of Daddy’s Creek, and that 
now the fishing in this creek and others 
in the area was better than ever. 

Clyde eyed our boat. “I don’t see how 
you got that thing through,” he said. 
“We don’t cover much of the creek— 
you can catch all you want near this 
bridge. Them holes in the canyon are a 
lot easier to reach on shoe leather.”’ 

I recommend Daddy’s Creek to any 
angler who’s got the kind of physical 
stamina Jack Dempsey had in his 
prime. But my recommendation leaves 
out boats. It would certainly be easier 
to float through the canyon in an in- 
ner tube with a canvas seat, or wade 
with a light pack, either upstream or 
down. If you'll take your time, the odds 
are that you'll catch a muskie. Ralph 
Plumb says that he’s seen them up to 
20 pounds. But if you ever fight a 20- 
pounder to a draw in that stretch of 
boulder-strewn water, it’ll be hard to 
tell who caught who.

target was unnecessary. With a scope 
sight, a one-inch bull would have been 
plenty, and without a scope sight it’s 
hard to read the bullet holes in all that 
black. For my own sighting, I use a 
pair of heavy crossed lines half an inch 
thick with one-inch squares on the pa- 
per. I sight in the center cross, then 
use the smaller lines for checking. 

The rifle was set for 100 yards, but 
for Utah deer and that .270, it should 
have been sighted dead on at about 250 
yards. In that case the bullet would 
have to be 214 inches high at 100 yards. 
Then ‘*e rifle could be held exactly on 
target up to about 300 yards, and the 
hit would be a couple of inches up or 
down depending upon the spot aimed 
at. If you know how much each mark 
on the scope elevation moves the impact 
point at 100 yards, you can make the 
adjustment. 

Now I had Al] put the rifle back in the 
box to sight it in at 250 yards. He lined 
up the crosshairs on the bullet hole in 
the white target area, then went out 
and marked a line 2% inches below the 
bullet hole. 

“The bullet hole is the point where 
both bullet and scope meet on the tar- 
get. We want the bullet to go above 
where the reticule aims, so we move 
the reticule down,” I said. 

Al took a few test shots with the 
scope’s horizontal line on the line he’d

just made 2% inches below the bullet 
hole. He hit the bull. 

Next we took the lever-action .30/30 
and put it in the box notches. Witiout 
a bolt to remove, or a bore sight mirror, 
we had to use a target set at 25 feet to 
be sure and get a bullet on the paper. 
After making sure the mounts were 
tight, he let a shot go. It was high and 
to the right. 

“Now all we have to do is put the 
rifle in the box and move the reticule 
to the bullet hole, right?” Al asked. 

He did, then took his test shot from 
the sandbag rest. It was right on the 
button. He then shot at the 100-yard 
target, and made an adjustment to en- 
able him to shoot two inches above the 
point of aim at 100 yards for 150-yard 
sighting. This rifle had a different tra- 
jectory from the .270, thus the differ- 
ence in measurement. 

Al smiled. “They’re both O.K. now. 
It’s nice we had those bench rests.” 

“Its more convenient,” I said, “but 
you could put the box on the ground, 
make sure it’s steady, and use sand- 
bags for shooting.” THE END

no center pole. Since it needs no guy 
ropes, this tent requires only the space 
occupied by the ground cloth. 

Also popular is the cottage tent, a 
more elaborate structure supported by 
side poles and ridgepoles. Cottage tents 
have canvas on wooden floors and 
screened sides. Many have a screened 
porch large enough to hold dining and 
kitchen facilities, thus giving bugfree 
comfort for meals. A popular two- 
family arrangement is to pitch two 
cottage tents facing each other, with 
the porches joining in the middle. This 
gives almost the equivalent of a ranch 
house with a spacious breezeway con- 
necting the two parts of the house. 

During our tour we found about as 
many small trailers as we did tents. 
The simpiest kind was the tent trailer. 
Packed up, this traveling home looks 
like an ordinary two-wheeled utility 
trailer. Opened out, it has two three- 
quarter beds with an aisle in between, 
and the entire structure is covered with 
a tent.

The most elaborate model we saw 
was a 16-foot coach sleeping four, with 
gas range, refrigerator, sink, and cup- 
boards.

The Pop Tent is a 
dome-shaped shelter with Fiberglas 
ribs that can be put up in a couple of 
minutes. It is over seven feet in diam- 
eter, big enough for two people and 
their luggage. It gets its name from

down on the top and turning a cap 
screw—when you lift the tent it pops 
open like a Japanese lantern. This odd 
tent is not only a good spare room but 
a convenient beach cabafia, and in a 
different model an excellent duck blind. 

As I mentioned earlier, more than 
one family has discovered the sport of 
angling during a public-campsite vaca- 
tion. We met one Cincinnati family 
that had just learned you could catch 
perch with a cane pole off the break- 
water at Manistee. When John and I 
saw them, they were proudly carrying 
a half-pailful into camp, and you could 
tell by looking at them that they’d 
never be the same again. 

Another group of fishing neophytes 
had discovered the treasures lurking 
along a weedbed in an inland lake and 
had caught so many panfish that they 
generously offered us a mess. 

We also met a few veterans of the 
woods who were taking their vacation 
the easy way for a change. One of 
these was Earl Koebbe of Manchester, 
Mich., who has penetrated deep into 
the Canadian wilds. We found Earl 
and his wife at a small state park on 
Burt Lake and asked him if he’d done 
any fishing. 

Instead of answering he showed us 
his morning’s catch—four rainbows 
ranging from four to six pounds. Fish 
like that in Michigan’s ‘overcrowded 
lower peninsula ? 

“We've got eight more just as big in 
our freezer,” Earl replied. 

It seems that the state Department 
of Conservation dumps up to 10,000 
legal-size rainbows every month into 
the Sturgeon River, and many of them 
move into Burt Lake where they grow 
large in a short time. Fishermen get 
up at four in the morning, row to the 
spot where the Sturgeon enters Burt 
Lake, then lower a small lure baited 


with half a worm in 35 feet of water. 
There’ll be 20 or more boats in the 
vicinity. 

Earl and his wife had been having 
good results for several days running. 
They catch their limit in time for 
breakfast at seven, then loaf all day, 
go to a movie in Cheboygan at night, 
and then to bed. All veterans who’ve 
been fishing the hard way, take notice. 

I think it’s safe to say that during 
the next decade, more Americans than 
ever before in our history will be intro- 
duced to their outdoor heritage through 
our state and national campgrounds. 
The federal government recently ap- 
propriated money for a 10-year expan- 
sion and improvement program for our 
national parks. Scheduled for com- 
pletion in 1966, this program goes by 
the name of Mission 66. Similarly, a 
survey of the 48 states shows that 
many of them are increasing their ap- 
propriations for state-park develop- 
ment. 

Arizona, for example, which never 
had a state-park system, has recently 
set up a state-park board. Practically 
all state-park commissions are increas- 
ing the number of campsites at their 
more popular parks, and many are 
creating entirely new campgrounds. 

It wouldn’t be at all surprising if 
family camping doubled again in the 
next five years, just as it did from 1950 
to 1955. THE END

although it had only been about five 
minutes. 

Sure, I was looking for the thrill of 
the hunt, but now the thrill was a fact, 
and I was wondering how much thrill 
I could stand and how to turn the damn 
thing off. During the interminable wait, 
my mind even flashed back home to my 
wife, daughter, and grandchildren, who 
probably at that moment were sitting in 
the warm sun by the swimming pool in 
good old York, Pennsylvania. A little 
envy may have seeped through, but if it 
did, I'll swear I didn’t feel it. At least, 
I didn’t let it linger. 

Finally, the bear seemed satisfied, and 
got back down on all fours again. The 
inspection was over: he wasn’t the least 
bit interested in us. He started to turn 
away. 

Then, suddenly, the great stabilizing 
influence at my side changed the record. 
He used another word of English, which 
came out like a burst of thunder from a 
clear sky—‘Shoot!”’ he cried. My gun 
went off. I’ll never know whether I 
pulled the trigger or whether the gun 
went off by itself. It didn’t matter—the 
crosshairs had been fixed right on the 
spot for a long time. A little red dot 
appeared on the bear’s left shoulder, 





and he went down like a ton of bricks. 

Now, if I were an expert hunter in- 
stead of a desk hand, this story would 
end right here. But the experts never 
have as much fun as we amateurs. 

By the time I got to my feet, the bear 
was on his, and moving fast. I was 
looking at one of his narrower dimen- 
sions, but I was never in my life so glad 
to see a rear-end, because it meant he 
was going away and not charging. 

Quickly, I aligned the crosshairs of 
the Bausch & Lomb telescopic sight 
with the center of the fleeing bear and 
released the 4,330 foot pounds of energy. 
My shooting was still had; the bullet 
gave him a push on the left cheek of his 
fanny that shoved his body so much 
faster than his feet that he went sprawl- 
ing on his nose. 

Instantly, he was up again, evidently 
badly hurt. He stood still for half a 
minute, then moved to come back. As 
he turned, I fired the third shot into his 
neck. He went down, and this time he 
stayed down. 


he whole operation had been watched 

through glasses by the crew and the 
other three hunters perched in the rig- 
ging of the Havella. As I rushed to- 
ward the downed bear, I could hear 
their cheers coming across the arctic 
wastes as though they were only 100 
yards away, instead of a mile. While 
covering the 175 yards on the run, I 
couldn’t help but feel a little sorry now 
that so noble an animal had met his 
death at the hands of a paper shuffler. 
Drawing closer, I saw how beautiful he 
was, lying there like a big, white, fluffy 
Teddy bear. His coal-black nose con- 
trasted sharply with the all-white color 
scheme of the arctic. He was a magni- 
ficent sight. 

I snapped out of this beauty-inspired 
trance when, as I drew still closer, it 
suddenly occurred to me that the bear 
didn’t look quite dead. His feet were 
neatly tucked under his body, rather 
than being sprawled out. His chin was 
on the ice between his big front paws, 
but his tongue was still in his mouth, 
which is unusual after death. 

These bits of evidence brought us to 
a stop 20 feet away. I was very sus- 
picious. Hakon threw the heavy, 
wooden, safety pole he carried, and it 
bounced off the bear’s back onto the ice. 
There was no reaction, which seemed to 
indicate that the bear was dead, so Ha- 
kon began moving in with a heavy skin- 
ning knife in his hand. 

Just then I definitely saw and heard 
the bear breathe. I stopped Hakon, who 
realized now, too, that the bear was 
alive. The animal was down, but not 
out by any means. He was just out for 
a count. Since we had no idea how long 
the count would be, the situation was 
serious. 

We were less than 20 feet away, not 
quite near enough for a sure final shot, 
yet we didn’t want to get any closer and 
risk a mauling, either from a weak 
charge or a floundering death struggle. 
I decided to shoot from where I was, the 
quicker the better, and it had to be as 
perfect as I could make it. 

I chose as a target a spot on the spine 
just back of the left ear. I held the 


crosshairs of the 5X scope an inch high | 
to compensate for the line of sight be- 
ing above the patch of the bullet at that 
close range. Then I fired. The shot was 
perfect, but the reaction of the semi- 
conscious bear was something else. 

He came to life with a roar. His head 
and front paws went up in the air as 
high as he could reach, and he seemed 
to hang there in a vertical position for 
an eternity, yet I know it was only a 
fraction of a second. Then he fell on his 
side. His tongue was out now, and his 
legs were sprawled. He was very dead. 

Now there was a big job to do on the 
ice, so the mate and the engineer came 





out to help. It was then I learned from 
the interpreter about the polar bear’s | 
curiosity, and why Hakon had insisted 
that I “hold.” 

During the skinning, I probed the 
bear’s four wounds to determine the | 
course of each shot. The first had gone 
through the lung area, just back of the 
heart, missing it by less than an inch. 
It would have been fatal eventually, if 
I hadn’t shot again, but we’d have had 
to follow the blood trail for miles over 
the ice to find the carcass. The second 
had made a bad wound in the left ham. 
The third had entered the neck, and just 
barely touched the spine. It had caused | 
severe shock, but wasn’t fatal because | 
it hadn’t damaged the spinal cord. The 
fourth had broken the spinal cord and 
caused instant death. The four Silver- | 
tip bullets had spread perfectly, and 
none had gone through the body. All 


the shocking power had taken effect. | 


} Can came the question: How big was 
he? I measured him with an 
American-made steel tape, and he went | 
nine feet eight inches from nose to tail. | 
He weighed 1,200 pounds. Now, you! 
probably suspect that there was no 
scale within 500 miles of us, and you 
may be questioning the authenticity of | 
that weight. You’re right, but you may | 
not be aware that there’s an accepted 
method of determining the weights of | 
bears and other big animals taken in| 
the field. 

With your guide standing out of the | 
way, respectfully at attention, you walk | 
around the bear, looking him over care- 
fully. First, you compare him in size 
with a horse, because you know about 
how much a horse weighs. Then you | 
compare him with a full-grown beef, 
because you have a fairly good idea 
what a steer weighs. On the third or 
fourth trip around, you think about the 
bears that your friends have killed. 
You remember that two years ago Ross 
killed one that weighed 1,000 pounds, 
and that last year Myles, another friend, 
killed one weighing 1,100 pounds. 

You now have all the information you 
need, and it’s obvious that your bear 
must weigh 1,200 pounds. To make it 
official, you turn to your guide quickly 
and say, ‘““‘How much do you think he 
weighs—1,200 pounds?” Be very sure 
not to let him make an estimate until 
you’ve given him the selected figure. 
Since he is employed by you, he’s most | 
likely to say, “‘That’s about right.” This 
establishes the official weight of the | 
bear at 1,200 pounds.

bear actually weighed 1,200 pounds, 
with a plus or minus tolerance not ex- 
ceeding five percent. It was an excep- 
tionally nice bear, but no record-break- 
er, since polar bears have been taken 
that weighed more than 1,400 pounds. 

The hunting for all of us had been 
successful, each having killed a large 
male bear of trophy size. We used four 
rifles, all Model 70 bolt-action Win- 
chesters with telescopic sights. The 
calibers were .270, .30/06, .300 H. & H. 
Magnum, and .375 H. & H. Magnum. 
A kill was made with each rifle, but 
whenever the lighter calibers were 
used, the hunter was always backed up 
by the .375 in good hands. 

It had been a wonderful bear hunt. 
In many ways, the thrill and adventure 
of the hunt was secondary to its other 
pleasures. We each felt that our knowl- 
edge had been increased and our ability 
to enjoy life had been improved. Hunt- 
ing does much more for a desk hand 
than provide trophies to decorate his

| the road, we slowed when we reached 


four parked cars. Darrell pulled to one 
side and stopped. 

“Apparently some others had the 
same idea,” he said. ‘“‘There’s only room 
for about four fishermen on this side. 
Let’s take a look.”’ 

After squirming into our waterproof 
togs, we got out of the car. The rain 
was ice water in my face as we walked 
to the bank’s edge. About 100 yards 


| upriver Sproul Creek spilled its choco- 


late flow into the turquoise green of 
the main river. The fishermen were 
hidden by the willows below us. A wide 
gravel bar nosed into the river bend on 
the other side. 

“It’s still the best bet,’’ Darrell said, 
“but we'll have to cross the river. 
There’s probably no one over there be- 
cause you have to walk half a mile to 
reach it.” 

Back in the car I felt the cold seep 
my entire body, but Darrell 
didn’t seem a bit discouraged. We re- 
traced our route over the bridge and 
turned into a narrow road that wound 
through the trees on the opposite bank. 
When we came to a barbed-wire gate 
across the road, Darrell stopped the 
car. 

“It’s shanks’ mare from here,” he 
said, ‘‘but it’ll help warm us up.” 

Just as we got out, the downpour 
stopped. Then I saw huge snowflakes 
begin to drift through the trees, melt- 
ing as they struck the sodden ground. 
I shivered. Fishermen are really nuts, 
I thought. 

The walk got my circulation going 
again and I was feeling better when we 
reached the gravel bar. Across the 
river, three men were casting and 
drifting their baits in the current. The 
river was a good 75 yards wide and the 
falling snow formed a speckled cur- 
tain between us. 

“The guy in the white coat is Ossie 
Winsett,’’ Darrell said. ‘‘The others are

his brother John, and Milt Holt who 
runs the Garberville Cleaners. We call 
the Winsetts the ‘Nevada boys’. They 
spend all winter here fishing for steel- 
heads.” 

While I set up my bait-casting rod, I 
watched Darrell assemble his tackle. 
He had a two-handed glass rod, 84 feet 
long with lots of backbone but tapering 
to a tip of almost fly-rod flexibility. His 
reel was the standard quadruple-multi- 
plying, bait-casting reel filled with 20- 
pound-test soft monofilament. He 
looked at the water for a moment, then 
attached an 18-inch leader of 15-pound- 
test mono and a three quarter ounce 
sinker on a 10-pound mono dropper a 
foot long. 

Darrell then pointed to the willows 
on the opposite bank. “Cast as close 
to the other side as you can. Steel- 
heads usually lie in the pockets along 
the willows.” 

I watched Darrell impale a berry on 
his hook and wade into the water. I 
doubted that either one of us could 
make a 75-yard cast that accurately, 
but Darrell brought his rod tip back 
and flipped it forward almost noncha- 
lantly, sending the lead in a high are 
across the river to land within a foot 
of the opposite bank. If it took a cast 
like that to interest fish, I was sunk 
right now, I thought. 

The snow stopped and the cold rain 
came again before I was ready. I 
waded in as far as I could, and cast. 
The sinker landed well short of the far 
bank and the current immediately. be- 
gan bouncing the lead along bottom. 
Suddenly it stopped. I struck, and my 
rod bent alarmingly. For a moment I 
thought I felt life at the end of my 
line, but within seconds I knew I was 
solidly snagged. I backed to shore and 
pulled until I felt the leader break. 

Meanwhile, Darrell had made half a 
dozen drifts without success. 


Mores another wild-goose chase, I said 
to myself while trying to tie a new 
rig with half-frozen fingers. Looking 
at the situation realistically, the only 
thing I could expect to catch from this 
foray was pneumonia. Squinting at my 
watch through the spray on my glasses, 
I saw it was almost 10:30. Darrell had 
to be back at the store by noon, so there 
was another hour of this unpleasant- 
ness to endure. By that time I'd have 
double pneumonia. 

When I was finally ready to make 
another cast, a shout came from across 
the river. John Winsett’s rod was 
jumping crazily from the frantic ef- 
forts of a powerful fish. Because I 
wanted some pictures, I put down my 
rod and fumbled my camera from in- 
side my rain jacket. Wading into water 
up to my waist, I focused on Winsett. 

Before I could snap the _ shutter, 
everything seemed to happen at once. 
Holt’s rod began bouncing and I heard 
his reel protest. Then a shrill scream 
came from across the river 50 yeards 
upstream, where I saw a woman hold- 
ing a jumping rod. Then Darrell 
shouted, and I turned to see him bat- 
tling a steelhead that forced him to fol- 
low it downstream. 

For the next 45 minutes I was torn 





between the desire to get my own bait 
back in the water and the fun of tak- 
ing pictures. Three more anglers came 
up on our side of the river, and Darrell 
introduced them as Ole Olson, trailer- 
camp proprietor in Garberville, George 
Clinkscales, a retired grocer, and Al 
Strout, painter. 

Darrell’s first catch was a silvery 
eight-pound female which had lost a 
portion of her tail to some marauder 
she’d met whiie roaming the Pacific, 
perhaps a seal. She put up a magnifi- 
cent battle nonetheless, and never gave 
up until the last of her strength was 
spent. His second steelie was a brilli- 
antly colored male which reminded me 
of the red-sided rainbows native to 
Oregon’s McKenzie River. Darrell ex- 
plained that the redness comes to fish 
which have been in a river for some 
time. He estimated that his buck steel- 
head had come in from the ocean two 
to three weeks before, though it hadn’t 
yet been a party to any spawning. 


t took John Winsett almost half an 

hour to land his fish. When he final- 
ly slid it on the bank it appeared to be 
close to a 15-pounder. At one time there 
vere five fish on at once. The lady an- 
gler, whom Darrell identified as Lois 
Rodgers, wife of a logger, didn’t land 
the one she’d hooked but she had it on 
for more than half an hour. 

All this time it continued to rain, but 
I was no longer concerned about catch- 
ing pneumonia. My principal objec- 
tive was trying to keep my camera 
from getting wet. 

After I shot the last exposure—of 
Ossie Winsett landing another one 
across the river—I turned to wade to 
shore and reload. Darrell was standing 
there, grinning. 

“Hate to spoil the party, John, but 
I’ve got to get back to the store, and 
you haven’t caught a fish yet. Try it 
for a few minutes. You don’t have to 
cast far; for some reason the fish are 
lying right in the middle of the river.” 

Eagerly, I waded in and cast. The 
sinker bounced along and stopped. I 
struck. Another snag. I broke it off 
and tied on another rig. I knew now 
why Darrell and the others used those 
long rods. With an eight or nine-foot 
stick, the sensitive rod-tip action helps 
you feel a potential snag so you can 
jiggle the sinker free before it becomes 
stuck permanently. 

When the drifting bait stopped during 
my next try, it had a different feel. It 
was a sort of slow pull instead of the 
abrupt halt that comes from a snag. I 
pulled back, and there was no question 
about it this time. The steelhead took 
off like a jet. About 100 yards down- 
river, it burst from the gray-green 
water. It took 15 minutes to get the fish 
close enough to see it. 

The rain had turned to snow again by 
the time I landed the steelhead, a 
streamlined eight-pounder, almost a 
sister to Darrell’s first. The snow con- 
tinued to fall during our walk back to 
the car, and when we reached town a 
blanket of white had covered every- 
thing. I knew that the temperature had 
dropped too, but inside I wasn’t a bit 
cold. THE END

while I climbed the slope to try to find 
the saddle. I soon found it. The pond, 
I was sure, wasn’t more than 15 min- 
utes away. Downhill I went. Half an 
hour later I came out not at the pond, 
but at the pond’s outlet stream. 

That, I reassured myself, wasn’t too 
bad. The pond couldn’t be far away; 
to find it I’d just have to go upstream 
a way. But after 10 minutes of fight- 
ing tangled alders I decided to avoid 
them by traveling along the bordering 
spruce slope. 

As I climbed, the roar of the stream 
faded, and I walked for a quarter hour 
without hearing it, or seeing the pond. 
So I turned downhill at right angles to 
the direction I’d been going. Ten min- 
utes later I broke through the brush 
and came out on the pond’s shore at its 
upper end. 

I went to the outlet, dropped my 
pack on a huge, rocky shelf, and opened 
it to get the food out.

man-trailing dog with a hunting 

party are rarely apparent until an 
emergency arises and the dog isn’t 
there. Training for this requires but 
little extra effort, and pays off in many 
ways not appreciated by the average 
sportsman. 

Some years back I received a letter 
from an Ontario guide who owned a 
young husky. “I want to train this dog 
for retrieving,” he wrote. “—I mean 
the last guy in the woods.” Two years 
ago while hunting grouse in the rough 
Pennsylvania hills, a friend and I en- 
countered a sad-faced gunner who'd 
lost his car keys somewhere over the 
back trail. My companion immediately 
put his German shorthair pointer to 
work unraveling that trail, and 45 min- 
utes later he came up with the keys. 
“Boy, what wouldn’t I give for a dog 
like that,” exclaimed the overjoyed 
gunner. 

More than once I’ve found my way 
out of the tangled brush of the Caro- 
lina-Tennessee hills by leashing a Ger- 
man shepherd that had been running 
with the pack and letting him lead me 
over the back trail to the car. 

Dogs trained in this way are also 
valuable when children wander off in 
the woods from the campsite. I’ve re- 
ceived many requests for information 
on this type of training intended for 
community use in locating lost children. 
This has nothing to do with hunting, of 
course, but the ability increases any 
dog’s value to his owner. 


Tiina ADVANTAGES of having a 


he bloodhound is generally regarded 

as the world’s best man-trailer for 
he takes to this work with as much 
avidity as a pointer to finding quail. 
But there’s nothing to show that his 
nose is actually better for the work 
than a pointer’s, setter’s, or other sport- 
ing dog’s. It’s just that he’s a specialist 
in it, due to concentrated training. The 
police and armies over the world, and 
lately the obedience classes at our dog 
shows, have demonstrated that working 
and sporting breeds both do an excel- 
lent job in this type of work. The va- 
rious continental pointing breeds are 
particularly adaptable to it. 

In considering this training, however, 
we won't interest ourselves in the man- 
trailer of the police departments, except 
to take a few lessons from him and 
insofar as his specialized ability might 
be added to the sporting dog that goes 
afield with us. 

The forward trail is not limited to 
foot scent. Actually there is a tunnel of 
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scent hovering above the ground 
through which the dog can run without 
bothering with foot scent. The scent of 
this tunnel drifts with the air currents. 
On a cool, still night, the cold air settles 
from high ground to low, and the dog 
will follow it on the low side. He’ll also 
run to the lee of the trail when there is 
a cross breeze. As soon as he has passed 
the person being tracked and scent is 
no longer there, he’ll cut back to high 
ground and locate. 

No man-trailers, not excepting blood- 
hounds, are taught to trail through 
viciousness. All good trainers use food 
and a hungry dog as the basis of the 
training. The dog first learns to run the 
line to get food, and later does it for the 
joy of running it—a characteristic of all 
fine dogs. 

The dog trainer for the Maryland 
State Police uses his young daughter 
rather consistently in laying the train- 
ing trail. He starts by holding the dog 
(unfed for that day) on leash at the 
head of an open lane. The girl first lets 
the animal scent a frankfurter or other 
food, and then trots off about 100 feet 
where she waits for her father to come 
with the dog being trained, and then 
gives the dog a bite of the food. This is 
repeated, with the trail-layer remaining 
in view, until the dog has the founda- 
tion pattern established in his mind. 

The next step is for the trail layer to 
continue down the lane, then turn off 
for a short distance and hide. At 











the turnoff an article is dropped and the 
dog is given the scent of this to empha- 
size the trail. It’s best to use some- 
thing that is well saturated with body 
scent, such as a handkerchief that has 
been carried for a while next to the 
body, or even an article of undercloth- 
ing. 


t this point, do everything necessary 

to help the dog start and maintain 

the trail. Build up his confidence by 

rewarding success as you instill the 

idea of trail running. The trail should 

be gradually lengthened and made more 

difficult. In time, it is a good idea to 

have the trail-layer climb a tree so that 

the dog learns to lift his head and check 
air-borne scent. 

Always trail the dog on leash—for 
two important reasons. If he has never 
trailed otherwise, he will not confuse 
this with his other field work where he 
runs free. This is very important, and 
the only reason a sportsman might ob- 
ject to a man-trailing gun dog. The 
other reason is that you don’t want to 
become lost from the dog on the trail, 
for the whole purpose of this training 
would be defeated. 

There are other methods which may 
be used er advantageously blended in 
with this. One is to let the trail-layer 
drag a piece of raw or boiled liver over 
the first short trails, just as many do 
in training the game trailer. Use of the 
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liver is eventually discontinued and the 
dog forced to follow the man scent 
from the garment lead. 


Differentiation can be taught by first 


using two helpers, each with food, 
standing out of the dog’s_ sight, 
about 10 feet apart. The dog is brought 
up, allowed to smell a garment of one 
helper and then permitted to go up to 
him. From the garment owner he gets 
food, from the other nothing. At first 
you will think him a dumb cluck, but 
suddenly one day he will get the idea 
and snap into it. When he’s at least 
four out of five times right, then start 
punishment for errors by having the 
helper slap the dog soundly. From one 
he gets a slap, from the other a food 
reward. This helps in training the dog 
to trail by garment scent. 

In an actual emergency in the woods, 
there usually will be some of the lost 
person’s clothing in the car or camp. 
Or perhaps you can find a footprint, and 
scoop up the soil for the dog to scent 
thoroughly. 

Starting the dog on such a trail is not 
always easy, but with a little patience 
you can often bring in a friend who 
may be lost or hurt. 

There is one factor in man-trailing 
which is the same as animal-trailing 
an unfrightened man or child lays a 
very light trail, which is often difficut 
for the dog to follow. And that is 
generally at the starting point. Fright 
stimulates the glands and a stronger 
scent is cast off. The agitated move- 
ments of the lost person also magnify 
scent’ by increased body heat. 

Searching the back trail for lost 
articles poses a few problems not en- 
countered in forward-man trailing. For 
one thing the dog will run more posi- 
tively on the foot trail, and will not take 
a line far off it on account of air drift. 
On the other hand, he is likely to pass 
a lost article and continue to run the 
foot trail. However, as this article is 
adding to the man scent on the trail, 
many dogs will detect it 10 to 20 ft. off 
line. In the training, though, try to 
hold the dog as close to the line as 
possible. 


€ you’re beginning with a completely 

untrained pup, best foundation is 
forced, or positive retrieving. This is 
the same that should be given the gun 
dog for game retrieving. (See “Basics 
of Retrieving,’ June 1957, OUTDOOR 
LIFE). Start with a dummy or glove 
and, forcing the dog’s mouth open with 
pressure on the upper lips just behind 
the canine teeth, insert it in his mouth. 
Give the retrieving command. Remove 
the dummy with a delivery command 
before the dog has a chance to start 
mouthing it. Gradually increase the 
time you allow him to retain it. 

When his response becomes rather 
automatic with the command, hold the 
dummy about 6 in. in front of him and 
make him reach for it by applying the 
same lip pressure. In time, this also 
becomes automatic, and you can place 
the dummy on the ground a few feet 
in front of the dog. It is best to go on 
from this point with routine game re- 
trieving until the dog has passed the 
novice stage before teaching the seek-

First we want a gun dog, next 
a dog with the additional talents of 
man-trailing and ability to locate lost 
articles. 

Specific training for lost-article re- 


trieving should be started in an open | 


field where the grass is so tall that it 
hides the article. Walk across this field 
with the dog on leash, drop the article, 
and continue -walking for a short dis- 
tance. Then give the dog the retrieve 


| command with a single additional word 
| that will help him to keep the two ac- 
| tions separate in his mind. Take him 
| back over the trail and induce or force 


him to retrieve the article. 

The distance should be increased 
from time to time, and even though you 
will later keep him on leash, it’s a 





| good idea to work him some off leash. |

D= don’t need a lot of petting or re- 


ward for doing the right thing. A 
firm, friendly hand on the shoulders 
and a softly spoken word is generally 
sufficient. However, the use of a little 
food reward stimulates a dog’s interest 
in this work. Don’t hand it to him— 
leave it with the article so that he con- 
nects the reward directly with finding 
the article. 

When the dog has learned to run 
your own trail efficiently, bring in some 
helpers. First let them lead the dog as 
you did over short trails then you send 
him back for the retrieve. Next, have 
them come in alone after dropping the 
article a short way out. Here you let 
the dog smell the helper’s hand, or 
some well scented article of clothing, 
and you take the dog, on leash, back 


| over the trail to make the location. 


These trails should be marked with 
flags or branches so that you know 
them and can correct the dog should he 
become con- 
fused. Do everything possible in this 
early training to help him and teach 
Trailing 
is natural for all dogs; some have never 
been allowed to learn it, some have 





never been taught it. But when a dog | 


| knows what you want him to do he will | 


do it, though it’s also true that some | 
At first 
you may think the dog will never learn, 
but with patience you can bring him 
around. And that often seems to hap- 
pen over night. 

Use a leash 8 to 10 ft. long to allow 
freedom, and do not use this particular 
leash for anything other than running 
a trail line. You can give it a special 
scent by greasing it with bacon rind 


so that the dog connects it specifically | 
with this work, while remaining a free- | 


ranging gun dog at other times. 

You never know when you may he 
called upon to find a buddy in the 
woods, and personal articles are easily 
lost in any hunting area. Your pride 
in the dog that can find them will fully 
repay you for the trouble you went to 
in teaching him how to do it. —McDoweil |

place. On it stood a frame for a tarp | 
lean-to tent. By the beaver house there | 
floated an old log raft. We figured that | 
someone else besides Keats had been | 
here because they had used a rubber 
boat. 

We cast our flies in vain. Finally we 
decided to troll them, and rowed the 
boat in a tight circle, sticking to the 
acre of deep water. It was no good—no 
strikes, no misses, no fish. 

We went back to camp for break- | 
fast. After we’d eaten, we pitched our | 
tent at the pond’s outlet and relaxed. 
At 11 o’clock I went out, cast flies for 
two hours more, came in fishless. 

We chowed down, napped until three, 
then went out again. I tied on a No. 1 
white pear] spinner, with a dark-yellow 
tiger bucktail, and a worm behind it. 
Dave tied on a large wet Royal Coach- 
man. 

Dave took the oars for the second 
time around our acre of deep water. 

“I’m into one, Dave,” I said. 

“Big?” 

“Nope, but a beginning,” I said, 
working the line. The brookie came in 
without putting up too much of a scrap. 
It weighed about a pound—a beautiful 
crimson-bellied miniature of better 
things to come.

| again, and I rowed our circuit slowly. 


First time around nothing happened. 
Second time, Dave said, “I was lighting 
a cigarette when I hooked that baby. 
Maybe that’ll do the trick again.” 

He stuck a cigarette in his mouth 
and lighted a match, but the flame 
never reached the tobacco. 

Twenty-five yards away a fighting 
native exploded from the water, shak- 
ing itself like a midget tarpon. As the 
fish made run after run, Dave puffed 
gleefully on his unlighted cigarette. 

“When you get that fellow off the 
hook,” I told him, “you can give me 
back my lure.” 

‘“Newts to you, brother!” Dave said. 

Five minutes later he hooked a finger 
through the fish’s gills, and held it up— 
a beautiful hook-jawed male brookie 
that would go about 344 pounds. 

For the next hour we trolled without 
success. The trout had stopped biting, 
just like that. The sky had clouded 
over, and it felt like rain. We went in 
for supper. 

The evening sky looked threatening, 
but we went out and fished for two 
hours. Nothing doing. Two beavers 
came out of the house I’d thought was 
abandoned, and swam playfully around 
the boat. We called it quits and went 
in for coffee, then hit the sack. 


he next day was Friday. The sky 

was gray, but it didn’t rain. We fig- 
ured that the low pressure had some- 
thing to do with the poor fishing. We 
tried everything—wet flies, bucktails, 
spinners, spinning lures, worms, even 
live minnows, but nothing worked. We 


| caught some spring peepers and wood 


frogs and heaved them around—still 
no luck. 

Next morning I woke up just as 
dawn turned the mist rising from the 
pond into a golden curtain. Dave 
wanted to sleep, so I put on my extra 
jacket and shoved off. Slowly I worked 
my way around to the beaver house and 
cast into the water over its plunge hole. 
I let my Assistant Professor sit for a 
second or two, then twitched the line. 

Off to one side, a dainty dimple ruf- 
fled the glassy surface. A trout! AsI 
started to lift my line to cast to it, all 
hell broke loose. I was snagged to a 
big one! The fish came out of the water, 
about 16 inches long and pretty as a 
picture. It danced on its tail, fell back 
with a big splash. It headed for bottom, 
but came back when I let ‘the rod take 
the brunt of its lunge. Then it zig- 
zagged frantically near and often on 
the surface. I reeled in line after each 
lunge. After five or six short but des- 
perate runs the fish gave up. 

It wasn’t as big as Dave’s, but a re- 
spectable two pounds. I released it 
because we had about four pounds of 
trout moored to a log at camp for eat- 
ing purposes, and we weren’t going to 
pack any fish out. 

I rowed slowly to the inlet, a little 
way from the beaver house. It was 
close to 5 a.m. The chimney swifts 
began skimming up the midges danc- 
ing over the surface of the pond. 

Here, at the mouth of the feeder 
stream, there wasn’t more than 18 
inches of water. I changed my fly to a

large reverse-wing Royal Coachman 
floater. A large fly like the one I put 
on will twist up the line during a few 
false casts. When it lights on the water 
it unwinds, spinning just like a live fly 
trying to get off the water. 

I shot the floater about five feet up 
the inlet. It dropped softly on the wa- 
ter and started spinning. Just as the 
current washed it into the pond it was 
gently sucked under. I struck, and the 
water seethed. 

No jumper, this one. The reel whined 
and the line cut the water as the fish 
headed for the middle of the pond. The 
glass fly rod bent almost double, bow- 
ing its tip fretfully as the fish tried to 
disgorge the fly. The fight soon tuck- 
ered out the trout, and it came in like 
a log—a beautiful, crimson-bellied fe- 
male, fully 19 inches long, deep and fat. 

Dave joined me later, but we went 
fishless the rest of the morning and 
most of the afternoon. The weather 
had closed in again. Then about 5 p.m. 
the sun broke through, and until early 
evening we had a field day. We caught 
seven trout weighing from two to well 
over four pounds, and released all but 
one. 


he one fish we didn’t put back we 

kept for that nights’ supper and Sun- 
day’s breakfast. It was a brookie Dave 
caught, and we guessed it was on the 
better side of 444 pounds. When we got 
back to camp I cleaned it, and was 
about to cut it in half when Dave hol- 
lered to me to wait a minute. He'd 
found his scale. He hooked it into the 
fish’s lower jaw—four pounds and near- 
ly three quarters dressed. We figured 
its live weight at 4 pounds 10 ounces. 
Its flesh had a delicate pink tint, and 
tasted wonderful. 

After supper the sky turned gray 
again, and we agreed we’d had enough 
fishing for that trip. Checking the map, 
we decided on a way of getting out 
that looked a lot easiew than the way 
we'd come in. So we couid get an early 
start, we packed up, leaving out only 
the makings of breakfast, before going 
to sleep in the tent. During the night 
it started to rain, and at 4:30 a.m. we 
awoke to a steady drizzle. 

We got the fire going, and had break- 
fast. Then we put the fire dead out, and 
hung up our surplus rations in a spruce 
tree near the pond’s outlet, maybe for 
someone else to use. 

We took a long last look at the best 
pond either of us had ever fished, and 
headed into the dripping brush. 

The trip out was uneventful, though 
we got wet to the skin. The route we'd 
chosen turned out fine—it took us 4% 
hours to get back to my wagon instead 
of the eight it had taken us to get in 
to the pond. 

When I’d read Keats’ story about 
this pond, I hadn’t quite believed it. 
But everything he said was true. We 
saw lots of porky, deer, and bear sign, 
and the two beavers who live in the 
pond, but we didn’t see or hear the big 
black bear Keats said owned it. We 
found an old raft moored by the beaver 
house, and we caught big trout, too. 
More than that, we found the only pond 
I know of in New York State that

sputter of a gasoline saw, a sound that’s 
taken the place of axes ringing in the 
winter woods. And then, all at once, I 
heard Mac’s voice, a thread of melody 
adrift in the frosty air. He was travei- 
ing at a good pace, and I knew the 
hare wouldn’t be dawdling. 

I got to my feet in a half-crouch, 
holding my gun in readiness as the 
swamp began to echo to Mac’s aria. 
You don’t have time for seccnd guesses 
when you aim at a running hare—a | 
white streak between two clurmps of 
laurel and that’s it. Old Ben Grant, 
who introduced me to the sport long 
ago, had a concise formula for shoot- | 
ing snowshoes. 

“Shoot where you think they went,” 
he advised. “Sometimes they did.” 

Suddenly, I glimpsed a white blur, | 
like a patch of moving snow. As it 
bounded between the cedars, I swung | 
and fired where I thought it had gone. 
This time it had. 

Even then, as I lowered the gun and 
kept my eye on the spot, it was hard to 
make out the still form lying beside | 
the cedar. It looked exactly like a small 
lump of snow, and it wasn’t until I’d 
taken a step or two that my eyes could | 
separate it from its surroundings. 

I think this is certainly one of na- | 
ture’s most successful attempts at cam- 
ouflage. The snowshoe hare’s winter 
garb isn’t the gleaming ivory of the 
pink-eyed domestic bunny or the win- 
ter weasel. It is, rather, a loosely piled 
heap of brown-white fluffiness, like 
snow which has sifted down through 
naked branches. Even the snowshoe’s | 
black-edged ears add to the deception, | 
looking for all the world like the sha- | 
dow of twigs on a hummock of snow. | 





| 
| 
| 
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yom theories have been advanced | 
concerning the snowshoe hare’s | 
change of coat. Some observers have 
attributed it to the shedding of brown 
summer hair, leaving the white under- 
coat which has been there all the time. 
Other hot-stove naturalists declare that 
the snowshoe turns white overnight 
with the arrival of the first snow. This 
is obviously false, for I’ve seen all-white 
hares in the December woods when the 
snows have been late in coming. 

It is only recently that experiments 
by Dr. Charles Lyman of Harvard have 
helped solve this mystery: It is liter- 
ally light or its absence which works 
the change. As the days grow shorter 
and the sun withdraws, some chemical 
property which is absorbed through the | 
human eye is removed from the hare’s 
system and, gradually, his coat turns 
white. 

As the days lengthen and the sun 
rises higher in spring, this chemical | 
is restored and the fur takes on its | 
brown pigment again. By using arti- | 
ficial sunlight, Dr. Lyman has turned 
his caged hares brown in January and 
by keeping them in semidarkness he 
has turned them white in July. 

With two snowshoes in the gamebag, 
Mac was still raring to go so we took 
him along an old logging road that 
wound toward the far end of the!

et or shooting takes place. They’ll scur- 
ry off a short distance when the hounds 
open up, but as soon as they’re con- 
vinced that it’s not their track the dog 
is following they’ll settle down again 
and snooze under a clump of brush. 
This very scurrying around helps the 
dog find fresh tracks. 

As we walked along in single file, a 
grouse thrummed up from beneath a 
wild apple tree about 20 feet ahead of 
us and went straight up the center of 
the road. I put a wishful bead on it, re- 
fiecting as I did so that during the up- 
land season that same bird would have 
run 10 feet into the brush, exploded on 
jet-propelled wings, and zoomed off with 
only a flicker of its hurtling form vis- 
ible among the tree branches. These 
canny birds seem to know when they’re 
protected by law. 

As we left the road and pushed into 
the thick stuff again, we found that we 
weren’t the only rabbit hunters in the 
swamp. Close beside an overhanging 
juniper we came upon a small heap of 
bones and scraps of torn white fur 
where a fox had made his kill. The 
story was plain to read. We could see 
where the fox had come in from the 
side to crouch, belly against the snow, 
waiting to make his surprise attack. 
The bones had been picked clean, and 
even the drops of blood had been licked 
from the powder snow. 

Foxes are only one of the snowshoe’s 
many enemies. Wildcats, minks, owls, 
hawks, weasels, man, and in some 
areas eagles, wolves, and lynxes are all 
fond of plump hare. As if these weren’t

sufficient hazards, snowshoe hares are 
also subject to epidemics every six or 
seven years which reduce the population 
to the verge of extinction. 

But despite enemies and disease, the 
hares go on replenishing their kind 
with more than one litter a summer, 
averaging two or four young to a lit- 
ter. They are born in grassy, down-lined 
nests under sheltering bushes and as 
soon as they’re weaned in a week or 
10 days they are ready to fend for 
themselves. Following clean-cut paths 
radiating out from the nest, the youngs- 
ters feed by night on twigs, shoots, 
buds, and the bark of young trees. 

At the edge of a small open place 
in the brushy jungle, Dick unsnapped 
Mac’s lead and we watched him trot 
away into the laurel, stopping to plough 
his nose through a questionable spot 
in the snow. Snorting, he ambled away 
on his busy, short legs. Then he must 
have bumped smack into a crouching 
snowshoe, for the high-pitched, yelping 
bawl that rose an instant later meant 
game was in sight. 

We plunged after him, but he’d al- 
ready disappeared. We could hear his 
frenzied tonguing circling around us, 
but this time I couldn’t even see the 
dog much less the rabbit. Mac had ap- 
parently lost sight of his quarry too, 
and was now running the smoking 
scent. 

You can spend a whole morning or 
sometimes a day running one fox or 
wildcat, but in the snowshoe woods 
there’s plenty of rapid-fire action.

I’ve done a lot of guiding for big- 
horns in my time. Over the years my 
clients have taken 66 bighorn sheep- 
all over 35 inches on the outside curl 
and quite a few better than 40 inches. 
In 1924, up on Oyster Creek, Martin 
Bovey was with me when he killed his 
great bighorn ram, which now holds 
first place in the Boone and Crockett 
records, All trace of the Proctor ram 
has been lost, but I can’t help but be- 
lieve it must still exist. 

If it is ever found, it may take its 
place at the top of the list as the largest 
bighorn ram of all time. THE END

nearby. A ringneck, smaller than the 
first, flushed to my side behind an old 
apple tree that screened him from Chip. 
I snapped a quick shot that surprised 
the bird and myself as it tumbled into 
the creek. 

Above the pond, Chip hit vines and 
alders while I skirted the area. The 
single barrel barked, and I saw a 
bundle of brown shoot from the thicket. 

Chip practically crawled into view, 
looking puzzled. 

“Load up,” I said, “and hit that thick 
stuff right ahead of you.” 

Rabbits arent as timid on opening 
day 
chased by shot and dogs. So just after 
Chip plunged into the second thicket, 
the rabbit came out, a brown streak 
that suddenly flipped and iay still. I 
had to show the boy where the rabbit 
lay. I don’t know how he untangled 
himself quickly enough to shoot. 

His single-shot gun was a deliberate 
handicap. It’s my first choice, regard- 
less of gauge, for a beginner. When 
that first shot is fired, the shooting is 
over until the hunter deliberately re- 
loads. I had started my wife hunting 
with that same little gun. Until a 
hunter has enough experience, a repeat- 
ing gun is a mental hazard to himself 
and a physical hazard for companions. 


W: climbed the wooded hill and broke 
out where cutover wheat provided 
a promising spot. I swung out, expect- 
ing Chip to take a swath closer to the 
woods. But, instead of moving into the 
open, he was beating the brush between 


the field and trees. We hadn’t traveled 
100 yards before his gun spoke once 
more. 

I could hardly see the boy, and no 
rabbit had shown. 

“Get him?” I asked. 

‘I don’t know.” 

Just outside the brush lay the third 
rabbit. I had bought high-brass, No. 
4's, to give the 20 gauge maximum 
power, and Chip was using all of it 
in the right place. With a full-choke 
gun, he’d have left nothing but fur. 

Three rabbits and a bird are a load 
to drag against your shoulders. “Let’s 
take these to the house,” I suggested 

As we were field-dressing the third, I 
thought I detected just a touch of com- 
placence in Chip. Possibly he was 
thinking of the times I’d brought back 
nothing but excuses. He was silent 
until we were almost to the house. 

“Dad, this is easy,’ he said. 

I couldn’t help laughing. “Chip, 
you've made some fine shots, and you’ve 
been finding game. But, you’re going 
to walk a good many miles without 
firing that gun, and you're going to 
make some awful misses before you’re 
much older. I’m just glad things are 
working out the way they are today.” 

He blushed a bit and conceded, “I 
guess you're right.’”’ But I know he 
was still wondering. 

I think the biggest moment for Chip 
was when his younger brothers, Bradley 
and Brian, asked him for the rabbit 
tails and the left hind feet. It wasn’t 
so long ago that he’d argued with them 
for the same privilege. But I noticed 
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as they become after they’re. 


that he reserved the foot from the first 
rabbit for himself. 

We returned to the hunt, cutting 
across the front yard to the nearest 
field. Hi-Fi went into action. When 
the rabbit finally made its circle past 
us it was going full tilt, and when Chip 
snapped up his gun the cottontail re- 
versed its field and presented an even 
tougher target. I didn’t even remove 
the safety from my gun. I had a feel- 
ing. 

As Chip was pulling off the belly hair 
to dress out the rabbit, I said, “Know 
what time it is?’ 

He checked his watch. “Ten after 
eleven.”’ The 1956 hunting season in 
Pennsylvania was just one hour and 10 
minutes old. 


didn’t have much chance to observe 

him during the rest of that day. 
By the time Chip had his day’s limit 
of rabbits, all I had was the single 
cock bird. By 2:30, I’d picked up three 
cottontails, and we called it a day. 

While I was finding the three rabbits, 
Chip had kicked out nine others. But 
not once did he ask to shoot another, 
though I’d said nothing when he downed 
his legal fourth. Obeying the rules is an 
important part of any sport. 

Another angle in introducing Chip to 
guns was to prepare him for the fact 
that there would be days when I’d want 
to hunt with adult friends. I don’t be- 
lieve it’s fair to ring in a 12-year-old 
until he’s had a season with his dad. 

When the second Saturday of hunt- 
ing season rolled around, I found my- 
self wanting to go out with Chip again. 
Though my enthusiasm had been some- 
what on the wane for the past few 
years, I was now full of the old eager- 
ness to get out after them. 

The first rabbit we found provided 
possibilities of a lesson I’d been waiting 
for. “Come on over,’’ I called. “Here’s 
one for a starter.” 

Chip couldn’t see the rabbit from his 
angle, so I told him to walk straight 
toward me. I indicated the probable 
direction the cottontail would take. The 
boy was within a few feet of the rabbit 
before he saw it. He stopped, cocked 
his gun, then eased in to bounce him. 

The rabbit rocketed. And, as most 
of us do, Chip ,shot too quickly. He 
wasn’t even close. 

“This is easy,” I kidded. 

Chip continued to examine the hole 
he’d blown in the dirt. Then he looked 
up and grinned. “I see what you mean.” 

Chip killed eight more rabbits on his 
Saturday’s off during the season, but 
I wasn’t interested too much in his 
score. I was interested in how he made 
it. 

Pennsylvania requires that a boy 
hunt with his father until he is 14. Then 
he may hunt with any adult. It’s a 
good law. It gives a youngster an early 
association with hunting and gets him 
off to a good start. 

When Chip wanted to go deer hunt- 
ing, I debated with myself. He’d earned 
the right, but I wanted to be sure. We 
set up a target. After taking a couple 
of test shots myself, I turned a .30/30 
carbine over to him. Chip had previ- 
ously been instructed how to operate it, 


but now I handed him his first live 
cartridge. After several shots, I was 
sure of one thing. Any legal deer that 
came within 100 yards of that kid was 
apt to become a statistic. 

He was enly allowed three cartridges 
in the sevén-shot carbine the first few 
trips. Then, as he further familiarized 
himself with the rifle, he was allowed 
the limit. He didn’t get any shooting. 
But he learned to hold a stand until 
relieved, how to cover a runway by 
standing to the side rather than on it, 
how to carry his rifle through thick 
stuff with his hand cupped over the 
hammer to avoid accidental discharge, 
and how to safely remove those seven 
cartridges by moving away from com- 
panions and levering them out with the 
gun pointed in a safe direction. 

This fall, Chip takes his place with 
the men. If he should ever become in- 
volved in a mishap, I'll have no self- 
recriminations. 

But what about fathers who aren’t in 
a position to follow some of the steps 
outlined here. Should they just turn 
their boys loose with a gun rather than 
deny them the sport of hunting? No. 

While my son and I were trying to 
work it out together, 30 people died 
from gunfire in Pennsylvania. Six were 
12 to 16 years old. Another 11 were 16 
to 21. Of the victims, more than half 
were 21 or younger. And hunters 21 or 
younger caused more than half of the 
fatalities. Unfortunately, the figures 
don’t show what percentage of the 
state’s 929,678 licensed hunters were in 
these age brackets, but the record of 
young hunters seems all out of propor- 
tion. 


father who is unable to instruct his 
own son can follow a number of 
courses. 

One of the best is to write to the 
National Rifle Association, 1600 Rhode 
Island Avenue, N.W., Washington, D.C., 
and ask where you'll find the unit 
nearest your neighborhood. Members 
of this organization are always willing 
to help kids. Many local units, such as 
the one at Fairlawn, New Jersey, have 
active programs for juveniles. 

Many Boy Scout units conduct 
marksmanship courses. The boy who 
wears the Marksmanship Merit Badge 
is unlikely to become a hunting statis- 
tic. 

Another possibility is your nearest 
hunting or hunting-and-fishing club. 
Frequently these organizations have 
programs to instruct youth in the use 
of firearms. 

If none of these sources is available 
to you, possibly you can find some 
hunter you have confidence in who’s 
willing to instruct your son. In any 
case, your son will still be subject to 
the laws of your state as to when and 
how he can hunt. 

If you try all these possibilities with- 
out success, why not get started your- 
self? Then you'll be able to team up 
with that boy, after you have learned 
the rules, and you'll find something 
worthwhile to share for years to come. 

In my own case, I have two more 


sons to train, and I’m looking forward 
to it. THE END
